FTER having diſtinguiſhed himſelf in 

ſeveral voyages, particularly in the South- 
Seas, Mr. Dampier, while at Virginia, aſſociated 
himſelf with Capt. Cooke, with whom he had 
been formerly acquainted, in order to cruize on 
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| the Spaniards, and on the 23d of Aug, ſet fail 
5 from Achamack in Virginia, for the Cape de Jerd 

| illands. In their paſſage they met with a violent 
ſtorm, which blew with prodigious fury for above 
a weck, However they at length made the 
iſland of Salt, fo called from its abounding in 
falt ponds, and the great quantities of congealed 
ſalt found there. 

The iſland of Salt, is ſituated in 169. north 
latitude, and in 199. z3*. welt longitude from the 
lizard, and is about nine leagues in length, and 
about two in breadth. The ſoil is extremely 
barren, without trees or graſs, and yet a few 
poor goats fed upon ſome low ſhrubs Which 
you near the ſea fide. There are allo here a 

ew wild fowl, eſpecially the flamingo, a reddiſh 
bird reſembling a heron, but much larger, ' fre- 
quenting ponds or marſhes, and being very ſhy, 
it is not eaſy to take them. They build their 
neſts in the ſhallow parts of ponds or ſtanding 
waters, by ſcraping the mud together into little 
hillocks, which taper up two feet above the ſur- 
face of the water, where they leave a hole to lay 
their eggs in, which never exceed two, and 
which they hatch by covering them with their 2 
rumps, their long legs ſtanding in the water, a 1 
poſition which nature has wilely made eaſy to 2 
them, ſince if they were to ſit upon them the ſl 
weight of their bodies would break them. The 1 
young ones can't fly, but run with ſuch ſwiftneſs e 
that it is not eaſy to catch them, nor do they t 
come to their true ſhape and colour, till they are 1 
ten or eleven mouths old. Their fleſh is lean ' 
and black, though not ill taſted, but their wag t] 
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which are very large, are efteemed great dain- 
tics. 'I hey generally ſtard in a row clole to- 
gether by the ſide of a pond ; and Mr. Dam- 
peer remarks, that as their feathers are neariy of 
the ſame colour, they at a diſtance appear like 
a brick wall. Mr. Dampier and two others 
hiding themſelves in the evening, near a place 
where bey reſorted, killel 14 of them: he 
firſt ſhot being made whiiſt they were ſanding, 
and two others as the role. 

The inhabitants of the ifand amounted to no 
more than tve or ſix, and yet there is a Go- 
yernor, but he made a moſt diſmal figure, for he 
was covered with rags : However he came on 
board with a preſent of three or four lean goats, 
and in return Capt. C::4- gave him a coat. This 
Governor alſo fold them abcut 20 buſhels of 
ſalt for ſome old cloaths, and then begging a 
little powder, went away extreme fixhed. 
One of his followers unknoven to bim ſold a 
failor on board, a piece of falſe ambergreaſe, 
which was cf a dark colour like ſheep's dung, 
and was very ſoft, but had no ſmell. 

From this ifland, they ſailed to Se. Nicholas, 
another of the Cafe de Verd lands, 22 leagues 
icuth-welt from the former, and came to an 
anchor on the ſouth-ſide. It is of a triangular 
form, the longeſt fide to the eaſt, being 30 


leagues in length, and the other two 20 leagues 
each. It is mountainous and barren, but about 
the middle, there are fruitful valleys inhabited 
by the Portunueze, who have good vineyards and 
plautations. The inhabitants are of a dark ſwar- 
thy complexion, and by their dreſs appear but in 

2 indifferent 
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indifferent circumſtances. However the Governor 
and 34 gentlemen of his company, who viſited 
Capt. Cooke, made a pretty good appearance, and 
were armed with | aa and piſtols. They 
made the Governor a preſent of ſeveral gallons 
of a pale thick wine, which in taſte reſembled 
Madera. 

They ſlaid here five or fix days to ſcrub their 
ſhip's bottom, and in digging of wells for freſh 
water, and then failed to Mayo, another of the 
Cape de Verd Iſlands, where they intended to have 
purchaſed ſome cows and goats ; but one Capt. 
Bond, a Briſſol man, having a ſhort time before, 
ſeized the Governor and Has other gentlemen 
who came on board in order to trade, and after 
being paid the ranſom demanded for them, 
villanouſly carried them off; the inhabitants 
were ſo juſtly exaſperated at this inſtance of per- 
hdy, that they would not permit any of Capt. 
Cooke's men to land®. 

From the Cape de Verd Iſlands, they ſteered to 
the ſouth ditectly for the Streights of Magellan, 
but at 10® north, the wind blowing hard from the 
ſouthward, they ſtood over for the Guinea coaſt, 
and in a few days came to an anchor at the mouth 
of Sherborough river, to the ſouthward of Sizrra 
Leona. On the ſhore, a thick grove of trees 
concealed from their view, a pretty large village 
inhabited by negroes. The houſes were low ex- 
cept one in the middle, where the Captain and 
his crew were civilly entertained with palm wine 
and other refreſhments, and ſupplied with plan-

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rains, rice, towls, honey, and ſugar-canes, at a 
ſmall price. Near this place was an Engl 
factory, which carries on a conſiderable trade in 
a red dye called Camwoud. 

About the middle of Nowember, they proſe- 
cuted their voyage to the Streights of Magellan. 


but had hardly got out to ſea, before they met 


with violent guſts of wind, of which there were 
three or four in a day, which together with calms 
made them advance but ſlowly. The wind 
veering at intervals to the ſouthward, till they 
had proceeded to one degree to the ſouth of the 
line, when the wind turned to the eaſt, and on 
the 28th of January 1084, they touched at the 
three iſlands of Sebal de Il eert, which are ex- 
tremely barren and deſtitute of trees, except ſome 
dildo buſhes, which grow near the ſea fide, and 
afford nothing remarkable, except valt ſho-als 
of ſmall red lobſters, of the length of a man's 
finger. 

As they could find neither ſafe anchoring nor 
freſh water at theſe iillands, they proceeded to- 
wards the Streights of 31age//an, and on the firſt 
of February, came in ſight of the Streights of Le 
Alaire, which they found very narrow, with 
highlands on both fides. But having ſailed 
with a briſk gale, till within four miles of the 
mouth, were becalmed, though they found a 
itrong tide ſetting out of the Stre:ghts to the 
north, were unable to diftinguith whether it 
flowed or ebbed, the waves breaking on all ſides, 
and toſling the ſhip in a ſurprizing manner. 

On the 14th of February, they were ſurprized 
by a moſt violent ſtorm, at weſt fouth-wett, 
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which laßed till the zd cf arch, and on the 
19th of the ſame month, they peiceived a fail to 
the ſovth, which they foppoſed to be a Spano 
merchantman bound From Paldivia to Lima, but 
it proved to be an Fg ſt'p, commanded by 
Captain Foton from Lend; who being bound to 
the South Scas g well as they, kept company 
with them, trough the Streights, they ſupplying 
Capt Zaun with bread and beef; in return 
for which he gave them water, of which they 
weie in ſome want. 

On the 23d, the: came to an anchor in 25 
fathoms water, in a bay on the ſouth ſide of the 
fertile iſland of /urr Ferranaez®*, when a canoe 
was immediatcly tent on ſhore, with a moſkno, 
and two or three fag ore, in jearch (f a moſkito 
Indian. left there three years before, by Capt. 
Watling; zrd votwithſtanding all the ſearch 
made after him by the Spaniaras, had kept him- 
ſe f concealed in the wer d>; but he now ſoon 
diſcorered himſelf, for having the day before 
perceived an Engl {i}, he had killed three 
goats to feall the crew, and now came running 
down from the woods to meet them. 

The intcrview between him and the other 
moſaito dior, was extremely affecting; and the 
Joy he diſcovered at ſecing ſo many of his old 
friends come on purpoſe to bring bim off, is not 
to be exprefied. He had built himſelf a ſmall 
hut about half a mile from the ſhore, which he 


| had lined with goat ſkins, and of theſe he had

alſo 
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alſo made his bed; and a piece of one of them 
was faſtened round his waiſt, to ſupply the want 
of his cloaths, which had been for ſome time 
worn out. Cn his being left on ſhore, he had a 
knife, a gun, ſome powder and a ſmall quantity 
of ſhot, which being all ſpent, he made a ſaw of 
his knife, and then fawed his gun-barrel into 
ſmall pieces, and ſtreightening the iron when hot 
with a ſtone, and rubbing it to an edge, he made 
harpoons, a lance and fiſhing decks, by imitating 
what he had remembered of the workmanſhip of 
the Exgliſh imiths ; and indeed the moſkito In- 
dians, make all their inſtruments without either 
forge or anvil, and with the above inſtruments, 
he uſed to ſtrike goats and fiſh, from the time 
that his powder was ſpent. This man's name 
was Vill, and the other was called Recbert, for 
though the moſkito Iudiaums do not diſtingu ſh 
themſelves by any names, vet they take it as a 
great favour if the Eurepeans beſtow one upon 
them. 
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They ſail from Juan Fernandez; take ſeveral 
Prizes, and proceed to the Gallipago 1/ſands, 
and from thence to Cape Blanco, where Capt.

lous city fix miles from the port of Guanehagns ; 
but the next day ſome of the men deſcrying two 
veſlels to the welt without the iſlands, and one 
betwixt an iſland and the continent, they gave 
them chaſe, Capt. Coke's ſhip purſuing that to- 
wards the continent, and Capt. Eaton the other 
two. They were ſoon taken and found to be 
laden with flour from Guanehagno to Panama, 
one of them had a letter from the Viceroy of 
Lima, to the Preſident of Panama, informing 
him, that having notice of ſome enemies late! 
come into thoſe ſeas, he had immediately dif. 
patched theſe three ſhips to ſupply his wants. 
They were at the ſame time informed by the 
priſoners, that the people of Truxills were 
erecting a fort near the harbour of Guanehagno, 
upon which they reſolved to lay aſide the deſign 
of attacking that place, and ſteered with their 
prizes to the :lands of Gallipaeo*, and at night 
came to an anchor on the eaſt ſide of one of the 
eaſtern-moſt iſlands. 

After a ſlay of twelve days among theſe 
iſlands, one of the Indian priſoners, a native of 
Rio Leja having given an ample account of the 
riches of that place, and offering his ſervice to 
conduct them chitlier, it was reſolved to take his 
advice, and they ſet ſx'] on the 12th of June; 
but the fair weather and ſmall winds lead them 
by the beginning of Juh, to Cape Blanco, on the 
continent of Mexico, fo called from two white 
rocks, half a mile from the Cape, which are

towers. The Cape itielf juts out with ſteep 
rocks to the ſca; but having an ealy Ceſcent on 
both fices from the at on the top which is co- 
vered with tall tices, it ailords a very agreeable 
proſpe & On the no:th-we't fide of the Cape is 
Calera Pay, into which a rivulet cf ſweet water 
diſcharges 1'cit through the low lands, theſe 
are very rich, and abound in loity trees, that ex- 
tend a mile to the northeaſt bay, and the rivulet 
where the S ganα , begin, and run ſeveral 
leagues into the country, beiag covered with a 
iweet, thick, ad long graſe, and beautified with 
ſmall groves, which are interſperſed througli the 
Plains. Deeper into the bay, the low lands are 
ſtored with mangroves ; but ſuriher into the 
country, the land rifes higher, and conſiſts partly 
of woods and partly of hilly Savazras. But in 
taeſc woods the trevs are much ſmaller than the 
others, and the graſs oz the Savarras is inferior 
to the former. 

Before they reached the above Cape, Capt. 
Cooke, who had been very ill ever ſince his de- 
parture from Juan Fernandez died, and as in 2 


tew hours after they came to an anchor rear the 


mouth of the abovementioned rivulet, he was 
immediately carricd on {hore under a guard of 
twelve armed men, but while they were buty in 
digging his grave, three aua Indians came to 
them, aſking ſeveral impertinent queſtions, which 
the others anſwered as they thought proper, and 
kept them in diſcourſe tiil they found an oppor- 
tunity of ſeizing them all, but one of them 
eſcaped out of their hands, and the other tuo 
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eing carried on board, confeſſed that they were 
ſent thither as ſpies from Niczy.r, a ſmall town 
at 12 or 14 leagues diſtance, ſeated on the banks 
of a river of the ſame name, which being a 
place very convenient for building and refitting 
of ſhips, the preſident of Parama had ſent ad- 
vice thither of the Engl; being in thoſe ſeas. 

From theſe men they learned that the inhabi- 
tants of the country, lived chiefly by tilling their 
grounds for corn, and feeding their cattle in the 
Savanna or Plains. That they ſent their ox hides 
to the north ſca by the lake of Nicaragua, and 
alſo a red kird of wood uſcd for dying, which 
they exchanged there for linen and wooten com- 
modities, bzought thither from Europe. They 
added, hut at a ſmall diſtance was a large pen 
of horned cattle, where they might provide 
themſcives with as many cows and bulls as they 
wanted. 

Upon this agreeable intelligence, 24 of the 
ſhips crew were immediately diſpatched in two 
boat, aud under the conduct of one cf the Ju- 
diant, landed at a place a league from the ſhip, 
when hauling their boats upon the dry ſand, they 
were condu-.cd by their guide, till they came to 
the pen, which v. as in a large Savanra, two miles 
from the boats, where fiading a great number of 
bulls and cows feeding, ſome were for killing 
three of them immediately ; but were oppoſed 
by the reſt, who alledged that they had better 
lay all night, and in the morning kill as many 
as they wanted. Upon which Ar. Dampier and 
eleven more, thought fit to return on board, 
which they did, without the leaſt oppoſition ; 


but 
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but thoſe who ſtaid had ſoon reaſon to repent 
their raſhneſs, for at break of day, when they 
were preparing to drive away as many cattle a2 Pr. 
they wanted, they found themſelves beſet with * wn 
40 or 50 Spaniards lying in ambuſh, among the © 
buſhes, who diſcharging ſeveral ſhot at them, al 
they made a retreat, in expectation of getting [WY 
to their boat; but when they at laſt came to the * 
place, where they had left it, they to their great 
confuſion found it in flames. While the Spaniards Wi 
who kept at a diſtance, mocked at their diſtreſs.* Wal 
In this perplexing ſituation, they waded to 2 
rock, where they were pretty ſure of not being 
ſurrounded ; and remained there ſeven or eig? 
hours, in great danger of being ſwallowed up by 3 Wi # 
the ſea, which flowed in upon them a pace. 
Mean while thoſe on board, every minute ex- 
peed their return; hut hearing nothing of 
them, by four o clock in the afternoon, ten men 
were ſent in a canoe in ſearch of them, who no © 
ſooner reached the place where they had landed 
before, thzn they found their comrades ſtandin 7 
upon this rock, up to the middle in water. a - 7 
as the tide was ſtill coming in, they mult have R 
infallibly periſhed, had the canoe come but aa 
hour later, but they were now brought there 
ſafe on board. "VEL - 
In this bay they afterwards ſeized two canoes. 
The people here have no ſhips or barks, and as? 
there are ſcarce any fiſh they — no inſtrument 
for fiſning. The Exgliſb alſo provided themſelves 
with a good quantity of lance wood, which. 
grows ſtrait like the aſh-trec, and being as | 
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hard and tough, they made them into ſcouring 
rods for their guns, and handles or ſtaves for 


oars. | 

On the 19th of July, Mr. Edward Davis was 
appointed Captain, in the room of Capt. Cooke, 
deceaſed ; and the next day failed in company 
with Capt. Eaten, towards Rio Leya, which is 
eaſily diſcovered at ſea, on account of a 
high burning mountain, called Volcano Vejo, 
which may be ſcen at 20 leagues diſtance: Being 
in fight of this Volcano, they made towards the 
harbour, and then ſetting out their canoes, rode 
up to the town, by nine o'clock in the mornin 
when they diſcovercd a houſe, and ſoon. after 
three men going into a canoe on the inſide of 
an iſland, of a mile in length, which incloſes 
the harbour; but though theſe Indians made 
what haſte they could in rowing to the conti- 
nent, the Engliſb overtook them, and carried 
them back to the iiland; at the ſame time, they 
obſerved a mar on horſe-back on the continent, 
riding full ipecd towards the town. Theſe men 
frankly confeſſed, that they had been placed on 
the iſland, by the Governor of Ne Lya, to keep 
watch day and night in order to give notice if 
they could ſee the Enelih, and that the horſeman 
was placed upon the ſaine account upon the con- 
tinent, within an hour's riding of the town. 

Therefore finding themſelves diſcovered, the 

horſeman being gone three hours, before Eaton 
and his canoes reached the iſland ; their defi 
upon that town was for the preſent laid aſide, 
and the men returned on board. 
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A conſultation being now held, it was refolved 
to ſteer for the gulph of Ariatalla, and Capt. 
Davi: entring it with two canoes, in order if 
poſhb'e to get ſcme priſoners, and obtain in- 
telligence, he came in the night to Mangera ; 
and as ſoon as it was morning, perceiving 
many canoes havled up in a bay, he landed 
there, and fell into a path which ſoon led him 
to the town; but the inhabitants had no ſooner 
notice of his coming, than they all ran into the 
woods, except an old Prieſt, and two Indian 


boys, his attendants. Capt. Davis making 


them priſoners, brought them down to the ſea- 
ſide, and obliged them to conduct him to the 
iſland of Amapalla; where being landed, he 
marched to a town on the top of a hill, when 
the inhabitants ſeeing them advance, would have 
fied inte e weeds, had they not been prevented 
by the chie lag iſtrate's ſecretary, who notwith- 
ſtanding his being an /=diar, could read and 
write Spaniſb, and yet was an cnemv to the 
Steniards ; this perſon having perſuaded thein 
that the E,, Ii were friends, who craved their 
atiſlance age inſt their commen oppreſtors, they 
bid Daxis and bis men welcome. After the 
firſt ſalutations they marched towards the church 
with the Prieſt brought by Capt. Patis at their 
head. 

It is obſervable that in all the L towns in 
general, the church is the only place where 
matters of a public nature are tranſaded. l he 
church ſerving both for their conſultations and 
diveri:ons, for there are laid up, their maſks, 
antique habits, hautboys, ſirumitrums, and > 

wuſ.ca 
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muſical in!lruments. The ſtrumſtrum is an in- 
ſtrument formed of the half of a gourd, the 
hollow of which is covered witn a thin board, 
over which are laid firings, and it hes ſoime re- 
ſemblance to the ſound oi a (iron. | Here they 
meet to make merry, the night preceding any 
holiday or feſival, when they dance, hg ard 
play with antique dreſies and geſtures; but both 
their muſic and mirth have a mclanchoiy air, 
which is not unſuitable to the yoke tacy groan 
under. 

But to return to Capt. Davis and luis company, 
who intended, as ſoon as they were all got into 
the church, to prevail on the Iudiuns to lend him 
their aſſiiiance againſt the Spaniards; even the 
Prieft had promiſed to contribute to this, by his 
good offices, and he was now upon ſuch good 
terms with the people, that it ſcemed impothble 
things ſhould take a wrong turn. But jult as a 
few of the remaining Indians were entering the 
church, one of his men who was a little mcre 
halty than the reſt, puſhing an Indian who went 
ſlowly before him, in order to make him proceed 
faſter, the poor man was ſo frightened, that he 
ſprang away with all poſlible ſpeed, and the reſt 
taking the alarm followed him; ſo that Capt. 
Davis and the Prieſt were leſt in the church by 
themſelves, and the Captain being an entire 
ſtranger to the cauſe of this confuſion, raſhly or- 
Gered his men to lire upon the fugitives, which 
entirely broke off his correſpondence with theſe 
hay 3 his beſt friend the Secretary being 

led. 
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In the afternoon of the ſame day, the ſhi 
coming to an anchor near the iſle of 4 I, 
Capt. Davis and his men took the Prieſt on 
board, who told them that fince the Secret 
was killed, they had no other way left than to 
ſend for the Cacique ; which the Prieſt having 
done, he came attended by fix other Indians, 
and coming on board was received in a very 
friendly manner, and as they ſtaid on board all 
the time the ſhips lay in the golph, proved ex- 
tremely ſerviceable, both in piloting them to 
places where they had plenty of wood, water 
and cattle, and in very cordially aſſiſting them to 
the utmoſt of their power, and in return they 
were preſented with ſome trifles, on which th 
ſat the higheſt value, and were fully ſatisfied at 
their departure. 

The gulph of Amapalla, is a large branch of 
the ſea, which enters eight or ten leagues deep 
inio the country; on the ſouth-fide of it is Ca 
Caſwvina, and on the north weſt fide Sz. Michaels 
mountain, at the foot of which, is a low plain 
of a mile in length; and between theſe low 
grounds, and Point Ca/wina are two high iſlands 


at the diſtance of 12 miles from each other. The 


ernmoſt called Mangera, is high and round, 
cecagues in circuit, and on all ſides incloſed 


wich rocks, except to the north-eaſt, where 


there is a ſmall ſandy creek. It produces very 
lofty trees, and has a town in the middle, in 
which is a handſome Spaniſb church. The in- 
habitants, who are Indians, have a few planta- 
tions of maize and plantains. 'Their only tame 
fowl are cocks and hens, and they have no — 

$ 
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peaſts but cats and dogs. Amapalla is much 
larger than the other iſland, and has two towns 
that are two miles aſunder, the largeſt of which 
ſtands on a ſmall plain on the top of a hill, and 
has an handſome church. The other town 
has alſo a new church. It 15 obſervable that 
in moſt of the /nd'ar towns, under the juriſ- 
dition of the Spaniards, the images of their 
ſaints found in their churches, arc repreſented 
with an /n4ian complexion, and partly in their 
dreſs ; while in the towns inhabited by the Sani- 
arts, they have the compiexion and dreſs of 
Soantards. | 

Amapalla produces great plenty of maize, 
large hog, plumbs, and a few piantains. They 
have alſo ſome fow's ; and no Spamard lives there 
except the Prieſt, ho takes care of the two vil- 
lages, and of the town in the iſland of Mangera. 
As the people have little or no money, they pay 
their tribute in maize, to the Governor of St. 
Michacl's town, which is ſeated at the foot of 
St. Michael's mount, and the Prieſt has his tenths 
of all the produce. 

In this gulph, there are many other iſlands 
which are uninhabited; One that is pretty large 
belonged to a monaſtery ; and four or hve In- 
dians looked after the cattle that fed there in 
great numbers, 
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They ſail to the Vaud of Plata, which is deſcribed 3 
aud afterwards fer “ Paint St. Helena, ard 
returns os 4 ack, lan at Manta; 5 but Hud that 
Village tferted. A Deſcripti:n of the Country, 
They then take and burn the Tewn of Paita, and 
after ardi reſolve to at act Guaiaquil; Gut 
ewithout Succeſs. 


N the 34 of September, Capt. Daw:s ſailed 
out of the gulph, through the chan: el be- 
text Mæangera and the iſſand of Amapalla, after 
having ſet the Prieſt on ſhore, and left the 
Cacique and his atrendants in poſſeſſion of one 
of the prizes. half full of flour. And on the 
20th of the ſame month, came to an anchor 
rear the ib and of Plata. 
This Vaud, which is fituated in 15. 1c. ſouth 


latituce, is about four miles in length, and one 


ard a half in breadth. It i, pretty high, and 
beate with rocky cliffs, except in one place 
en the cat hide, where a freſh water torrent falls 
Gov't n frem the rocks. 'The top is fat and plain, 
and preduces three or has ſorts ot ſmall trees, 
unknown in Exrope, that are overgrown with 
moſs. But though in the beginning of the year, 


it has pretty good graſs; it has no land animals 
to feed upon it. The vatt number of goais | 


which uſed to be here formcily. being all de- 


ſtroyed. However there ae bere many boobies | 
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and men- of war birds, and near the thore ate 
great plenty of {mall turtle, "The place for an- 
chorage is on the eaſt fide, cloſe to the ſhore, 
within two cables length of a ſandy bay, It is 
ſaid to have obtained the name of La Plata, from 
Sir Francis Drake's carry ing thither the Caca- 


fuego, and dividing among his men, the plate 


found in that rich prize. 

After continuing one day here, they ſteered to 
Point St. Helena, which appears high and ſat like 
an iſland, it being ſurrounded with low grounds, 
and covered on the top with thiſtles. It ſorms a 
large and good bay on the north-fide ; on the 
ſhore of which fands a wretched village, alſo 
called St. Helena, inhabited by Indians; but the 
ground being ſandy and barren, they have neither 
trees nor graſs, corn nor fruit, except watereme- 
lons, which are here very good. They are 
oblized to bring their freſh water from the river 
Calanche, which is at four leagues diltance, at 
the bottom of the bay. They live chiefly upon 
ff, and are ſupplied with maize for algatrane, 
a bituminous ſubſtance, ſo called by the Spaniards, 
which iſſues out of the earth, above the high- 
water mark, and by long boiling, becomes hard 
like pitch, and anſwers the ſame purpoſes. Some 
of the men being ſent in the night time to take 
the village, landed in the morning, and took 
ſome priſoners, and à ſmall bark which had 
been ict on fire by the inhabitants, who alledged 
that they had done it by ſpecial order from the 
Yiceroy. : 

The men returning back the ſam? evening, 
immediately ſteered again to the iiland of Plata, 

where 
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where they anchored on the 26th of September, 
and inſtantly ſome of them were ſent to Manta. 
a ſmall village on the continent, ſeven or ei 
leagues from the iſland of Plata, and two ot 
three leagues weſt of Cape Lorenvo, inhabited by 
Indians. They landed at day-break, within 2 
mile and a half of the village; but the inhabi. 
tants being already ſtirring, took the alarm, and 
all of them abandoned the town, except two old 
women, who being taken priſoners, declared that 
the Viceroy, upon receiving the news that a great 
number of the enemy were got into the South- 
Seas, had ordered the ſhips to be burnt, the 
goats in the iſland of Plata to be deſtroyed, and 
that no more proviſions ſhould be kept there 
than were neceſſary for their preſent uſe. 

The village of Manta is ſituated on an eaſy 
aſcent, and though it conſiſts only of mean and 
ſcattered buildings, affords a very agreeable 
— 2 from the ſea. It was formerly inha- 

ited by the Sparmards, and has a very handiome 
church adorn.d with carved work. The foil is 
here dry and ſandy, producing neither corn nor 
roots; but only a few ſhrubs. The inhabitants 
| are ſupplied with neceſſaries by the ſhips from 
0 Panama, and Lima, this being the firſt place at 
. which they touch; and between the town and 
; the ſea, there is a ſpring of excellent water. At 
. the back of the village, at ſome diſtance in the 
. country, is a very high mountain, which riſes up 
into the clouds, in the form of a ſugar loaf. 


. Oppoſite the village about a mile and a half from 
| the ſhore, there is a dangerous rock, which never 
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appears above water; but a mile within it is 
ſafe anchorage at fix, eight, or ten fathoums>. 
They returned the next day to the iſland of 
Plata, and being undetermined what courſe to 
take, ſtaid there till the ſecond of Ofober, when 
they were joined by Capt. Swwar in the ue of 
London, a rich ſhip which was defigned to trade 
on that coaſt, and now came to anchor in the 
ſame road. But Mr. Swan being diſappointed 
in his hopes of trade, his men had forced him to 
take on —* a party of buccaneers, who had 
travelled over the iſthmus of Darien, under the 
command of Capt. Peter Harris. There were 
now three of them together, for Capt. Harris 
had a ſmall bark given him, and the men wiſhed 
for nothing ſo much as meeting with Capt. Eaton, 
as they juſtly imagined that with ſuch a force 
they might be able to undertake an expedition of 
ſome conſequence. The bark was therefore diſ- 
tched in queſt of him, with a letter inviting 
im to ſhare the fortune of theſe three adven- 
turers. But he had lately quitted thoſe ſeas, and 
as it was imagined, ſteered for the Ea - Indies: a 
deſign he had long intended to put in execution. 
They at this time took a prize of 400 tons laden 
with timber, bound from Guaiaquil to Lima, and 
from the people on board, they learned that the 
Viceroy of Peru, was fitting out ten frigates 
againſt them. Though this news gave them 


| ſome concern, it did not prevent their making a 


deſcent upon Paita“, where 110 men landed 


See an account of Commodore Arſun's taking and 
burning of Paita, with a deſcription of the town and 
country in Anſon's voyage, Chap. vi. 
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early in the morning on the 34 of October, four 
miles ſouth of Paz, where they took ſome pri. 
ſoners, who were let for a watch, and who ſaid 
that the Governor of Pe, with 100 men, was 
coming to the aliiiltance of the town; but not- 
withſtanding this intelligence, the Engl; at. 
tacked the fort, and took it with }tt]e oppoſition, 
Uron whch the Governor and inhabitants 
quitted the town, when the %%% entered it, 
but found that they had carried oi their money, 
goods, and proviions. Ihe ſame eveniug the 
ithips came to an anchor, a mile from the ſhore; 


but though the three Captains offered to ſpare 


the town for zoo ſacks of flour, :000 pounds of 
ſugar, 25 jars of wine, ard 1000 jars of water, 
yet theſe moderate conditions were lighted, and 
therefore after keeping poſſeſſion of it fix days, 
they ſet it on fire. 

On the icch of Newenler at night, they 
weioned from Pita. and taking the benefit of 2 
land breeze, ſtecred towards the iſland of Lobes 
el Marc; and on the 14th, touched at Lobos d: 
la Jerra, where they landed ſome men the fol- 
lowing day, and the men killed a number of 
boobies, penguins and ſeals, which were a ſea- 
ſonable refreſhment, they having been without 
talting leſh of any ſort for a loog time. 
19th, they arrived at /c&os de la Mare“, where

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former'y left there, it was reſolved to attack 
Guaic quil, 

On the 24th in the mo ning. they ſet ſail for 
the bay of Guazaguel, ſitua ed betwirt Cape Blanco 
to the ſouth, and point CLardy to the north, and 
in the bottom ot this boy, lies a {mall iſland. 
called $7. Clara. As they had tomerly a deſign 
againſt the town of Guaiaguil, they left their 
ſhips at Cape auc, and Revred with a bark and 
ſome canoes to the iſjand of dz. Ciara, in the bay 
of Gu iaguil, and thence proceeded in two canoes 
to Point Arena, where the next day they took 
ſome of the tiſhermen of Pu, ard alerwards 
the town. he next ebb they took a bark 
laden with Quito cloth, coming trom Guaiaqn:/, 
the maiter of which told them there were three 
barks full of negrocs coming with the next tide. 

aving embarked all their men in cances, except 
fve left on board the bark, they rowea towards 
Guaiaquil, but their canoes being heavy laden, 
the day broke when they were within two 
leagues of the town Upon which they concea.ed 
themſelves in an adjacent creek, ſending one of 
the canoes to the bark which was left near Pura, 
with orders not to fire till the next day; but be- 
fore the caroe could reach the bark with this 
order. the tuo barks filled with negroes coming 
out of the karbour with the evening tide, came 
wirhin fight of the Eng/i/o bark, which fired 
three guns at them. U he firing of theſe guns, 
threw the Ezgli/> in the canoes into great con- 
ſternation, who imagined that the townſmen had 
taken the alarm, whence ſame were for ad- 
vancing immediatcly to the toven, and others for 

2 returning 
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returning to their ſnips; but as the ebb tide 
hindered them from going upwards, Capt. Daw 
with 50 of his men reſolved to march to the place 
by land, but the reſt imagining the enterprize 
impracticable,. remained in the creek to ſee the 
iſſue, When Capt. Dawis and his men had been 
gone about ſour hours, they were almoſt choaked 
ameng the mangrove woods, which grow in the 
marſhes, and returned without being able to ad- 
vance far on their way to the town. It was then 
reſolved to row up in ſight of Guaiaguil, and if 
they found themſelves diſcovered, to retire with- 
out making any attempt; therefore proceeding 
through the north-eaſt channel, they arrived in 
the night, within ſight of the place, when at 
the diſcharge of a muſket, they perceived the 
whole town filled with lights, and as there was 
but one ſeen before, this was taken as an almoſt 
infallible ſign of their being diſcovered ; but it 
being alledged that theſe lights were uſed by the 
Spaniards in the nights before holidays, and that 
the next day was a feſtival, ſome of the people 
upbraided Capt Swan and the reſt with cowar- 
dice. Upon this they landed at a place two miles 


from the town, but it being over-run with woods, 


they were unable to proceed in the dark, and 
therefore waited till day light. They had an 
Indian guide, who was led by a cord by one of 
Capt. Davis's men, who ſeemed the moſt 
forward, but perhaps beginning to repent his 
raſhneſs, cut the rope with which the guide was 
tied, and thus let him eſcape into the town, cry- 
ing out after he was gone, that ſomebody had 


cut the rope; ſo that after having ſearched in 


vam 
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vain for the guide, it was unanimouſly reſolved 
to deſiſt . However they landed on the oppoſite 
bank, after day break, where there were ſeveral 
horned cattle, and killed a cow without receiving 
the leaſt moleſtation from the town. 

On Dec. q, they returned to Puna, and in their 
way ſeized upon the two barks beforementioned. 
with loco luſty negroes on board, out of 
which number they choſe about 60, and left the 
reſt behind with the barks ; though Mr. Dampier 
ſuppoſes, that if they had carried. them all to 


Saint Maria, on the iſthmus of Darien, they 


might with their aſſiſtance have worked the gold 
mines at that place; and by erecting a fort or two 
at the entrance of S?. Maria river, they might 
with the aſſiſtance of the natives, and the Engiih 
and French privateers that woul4 have come to 
them from all parts of the Wef-7:4ics, have not 
only maintained themſelves there in ſpite of a“ 
the power of Spain, but have extended thou 
conqueſts to the rich gold mines of .

N the 13th of December they ſet fail, and in 
three days arrived at the iſland of Plata, 
meeting in their paſſage with the bark they had 
diſpatched in ſearch of Capt. Eaton, and having 
taken in freſh water on the continent, they direct- 
ed their courle to Lavelia, a town in the bay of 
Panama. I he next morning they pailed in ſight 
of Cape Paſſas, a round high point divided in the 
middle, bare towards the ſea, but covered wick 
fruit trees to the land fide. Betwixt this and 
Cafe St. Franciſco, they obſerved abundance of 
ſmall points, full of trees of ſeveral kinds, which 
incloſe ſo many ſandy creeks. As their deſign 
was to look into ſome river unfrequented by the 
Spaniards, in ſearch of canoes, they endeavoured 
to make the river of S/. Jago, on account of its 
nearneſs to the iſland of Galle, in which there is 
much gold and fafe anchorage for ſhips. This 


river 


; 
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river which is large and navigable, divides itſelf 
about ſeven leagues up in the country, into two 
branches, which incloſe an iſland four lea gues in 
circumference, and run through 2 very rich ſoil 
that produces all forts of tall trees uſually found 
in this climate, eſpecially re and white cotton, 
and cabbage trees of the largett k ind. 

The white cotton tree is much taller than the 
oak, and the trunk ſtrait without any branches, 
till near the top, where they are very iirong. 
The bark is extremely ſmooth, and the leaves 
which are of the ſize of thoſe of a plumb tree, 
are of a Cark green, oval, ſmooth and jagged at 
the ends. Theſe fall off in April, but in a week's 
time are ſupplied by freſh ones; and it is re- 
markable that the trunks are not always biggeſt 
near the root:. Theſe trees produce filk cotton, 
which falls to the ground in Nowember ard De- 
tember, but is not ſo ſubltantial as that of the 
cotton ſhrub, but rather like the down of thillles, 
whence the people in the We/t-!:dies Co not 
think it worth gathering, though in the Ea/- 
Indies it is uſed for ſiufiing piliows, "The red 
cotton tree is ſomewhat le ſo, but in other reſpeAs 
reſembles the former, only it produces no c -tton, 
and its wood is hard, though both are ſomewhat 
ſpungy. 'I hey are found in ſat grounds, not 
only on the coaſt of the South Sca, but in the 
Eaft and Weſt- Indies. 

The cabbage tree is the talleſt in theſe woods, 
ſome being 120 feet high. It has branches no 
where but ncar the top, where they ſprout out 
to the length of 12 or 14 fect; they me of the 
tWickneſs of a man's arm, aud arc covered with

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long ſlender lea es, in ſuch regular order, that e 

at a diſtance they appear as if oniy one leaf. In C 

| the midſt of theſe high bre hes, ſhoo!s forch . 
| the cabbage. which is a foot in length, of the 1 
| thickneſs of a man's leg, as white as milk, and ſ

Spaniards making any conſiderable diſcoveries 
on this coaſt, beſides they may have been inti- 
midated by the bravery of the inhabitants, who 2 
entertain a mortal hatred againſt the Spaniards; 
and whoever attempt to row up the river's 55 
mouth, lie expoſed to their ambuſcades on each 
ſide, and they are ſuch markſmen with their a 
arrows, that they ſeldom miſs their aim. The I ; 
Chief food of theſe people, is maize and plan- * 
tains. mk 
However, Mr. Dampier with ſome others, in _ 
four canoes, ventured to row fix leagues up the 
river, where they diſcovered two ſmall huts 
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chatched with palmetto leaves, where they ſound 
only ſome fowls, a few plantains, and a ho 
ſeemingly of Furopean breed, which they dreſſe 
and fed upon very heartily ; for the Indian, 
ſecing them approach, got into their canoes with 
their wives, children and goods, and paddled 
away againſt the ſtream much faſter than the 
E. ib could row, on account of their keeping 
near the banks. On the oppoſite ſide, they ſaw 
mary other huts at the diſtance of a league, but 
th- current being very rapid, they did not care 
tc nture any farther up. They therefore re- 
tu ed the next morning to the river's mouth, 
nder to tail to the iſland of Ca, where their 
:-:p+ were ftationed. 

G 2.70 is a ſmall uninhabited ifland, ſeated in a 
:pac hu bay three leagues from the river Tomaco, 
and four leagues and a half from an Indian village 
of the ſame name. It is indifferently high, well 
ſtored with timber trees, and at the north eaſt 
end is a good ſandy bay, near which is a fine 
ſpring of freſh water. The river Tomaco, which 
is ſuppoſed to ariſe among the rich mountains of 
Quito, has its banks well peopled by the Þd:ans 
and ſome Spaniards, who traffic with them for 
gold, but is ſo ſhallow at the entrance that only 

rks can enter it. This river 1s five leagues 
from that of Sr. Jago, and leaving the latter 
they failed thither. In their way they ſaw an 
Indian houſe, and ſeizing the whole family, rowed 
forward, and came at twelve at night to Tomaco, 
where they ſeized upon all the inhabitants, amon 
whom was Don Diego de Pinas, a Spaniſh knight, 
who] cem: thither to lade timber, but they

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found vothing in the ſhin that brought him but 
13 jars of wine, witch they took out, and then 
{et the veſt! adrift. The fame day three Indion 
came abba in 2 canoe; who were {trait ard 
well lime, but of a low flature, with black 
hair, lone vines, avd of a daik complexion, 
with ſmall eyes and noſes. 

On the ziſt of Herner, ſeveral of the men 
who had brcn feven or cicht leagues up the river, 
returned with their conces, and bronght with 
them ſcecral ounces of gold, they had found in 
a Sauih houſe, whence the F cople had fled. 

On the 1it of Tar Uary 168 5 when they were 
going in their canoes from Texaco towards Calla 
they took a Span iſo packet boat, ſen with dif. 
patches from Panama to Lina, by * nich they 
learned that the Armada, being arrived from 
Parr ar Pro Bette, vai: ed ſor tle Pate fleet 
from Lima, wien fron made them alter their 
reſolution cf going to Lavelia, inſtead of which 
it was reſolved to rendezvous among the King's 
or Pearl iſſande, by which all the ſhips bound to 
Panama from the coa't of Li fora, mute r.eceſlarily 
paſs.

The Kirz's or Pearl iſlands are pretty nu- 
merous, and are low and woody. ' hey are 
ſeven leagues from the neareſt part of the conti- 
nent and twelve from ana . But though they 
have obtained the name of Pearl iſlands, our 
Author could never fee one pearl oviter ne ir 
them. Ihe northernmoſt of theſe is called “a- 
chea or Pacbeque, which is 2 ſmall iſland i1 or 
12 leagues from Panama and St. Paul's, lies mo't 
to che ſouth.

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Having careencd the ſhips and taken in 2 
freſh ſupply of wood and water, they failed from 
among the iſland on the 18th of February, and 
anchored in the great channel between them and 
the continent. 4 he next day they cruized in the 
channel towards Panama, about which the ſhore 
appears very beautiful, by its being interſperſed 
with ſmall woods and hills. Beſides, about 2 
league from the continent, ſeveral ſmall iſlands 
appear in view, partly covered with trees ; and 
on the other fide of the channel, the King! 
iſlands afford a delightful proſpect. | 

On the 18th, they anchored directly oppoſite 
to Old Panama, once a famous city, but the 
greateſt part of it being laid in aſhes by Sir Hen 
Aorgan, it was never rebuilt. About four league 
from the ruins of this place, ſtands New Panama, 
a very handſome city, in a ſpacious bay of the 
ſame name, into which run ſeveral long navi 
ble rivers, ſome of which are not without 00 
It has a view of many pleaſant iſlands, and the 
country about it affords a delightful proſped 
at fea, from the variety of the adjacent hills, 
valleys, groves and plains. The houſes are 
for the moſt part of brick and pretty lofty, 
eſpecially the churches, the monaſteries, the 
preſident's houſe, and other public ſtructures, 
which Mr. Dampier ſays, make the beſt ſhew of 
any buildings he ever ſaw in thoſe parts. It is 
encompaſſed with a high ſtone wall, on which 
are mounted a conſiderable number of guns, 
that were formerly planted on the land fide, 
but now they are ub planted towards the fea. 


This city cariies on a great trade, as being the 
flaple 
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ſaple for all goods to and from every part of 
Peru and Chili. Beſides every three years when 
the Span ih galleons go to Porto Bella, the Plate 
fleet arrives with the King's plate, and that 
which belongs to the merchants at Panama, 
whence it is carried on mules by land to Porto 


Baello. 


Parama is ſeated in an healthy air, it having 
the beneſit of the ſea- wind from ten or eleven in 
the morning, till eight or nine o clock at night; 


and the land-wind from nine, till the morning: 


Bendes, Panama is ſeldom troubled with fogs, 
nor is the wet ſeaſon, which holds from May till

However Capt. 7 
Swan alſo thought fit to cut his cables, and to 7 
keep under fail all night. The above engines ef g 
are ſaid to have been contrived by Mr. Band, .

have fitted out the fire-ſhijp ; it being _ im- 
poſſible to conceive the ignorance of the Spaniard eel 
in the South-Seas, eſpecially in maritime affairs, 
On the 28th in the morning, while they were * 
buſy in recovering their anchors, they diſco- 
vered a whole fleet of canoes ſull of men, paſs 4

iſthmus of Darien. Theſe were 280 in all, 200 freſh

About this time it was very common for this French 
Governor, to ſupply with commiſſions, not only the 
Buccanneers ; but alſo to give them blank ones for any 
others, with whom they might chance to join company. | 
But though they were in reality no more than licences, to 
hunt, fowl, and fiſh on the iſland of Hiſpaniola, yet under 
their ſanction, the latter committed great ravages in

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had received one from the Duke of Jord, he re- 


fuſed it. 
Thus reinforced. they ſailed towards the gulph 


of St. Michael, in queſt of Capt. Towwnley, who 


with 180 men was faid to be croſſing the iſthmus, 


and the next day they came up with them among 
the Pearl iſlands; for he had taken two barks, 
one laden with flour, and the other with ſugar, 
with ſome jars of wine and brandy, part of which 
he readily diſtributed among the men belonging 
to Capt. Swan and Capt. Davis, becauſe he 
wanted the jars in order to fill them with water. 

As it was the latter end of the dry ſeaſon, and 
all the water dried up, they now failed to the 
point of Garrachina, where the natives brought 
them ſome refreſhments ; but meeting with no 
freſh water there, they ſet ſail for Porto Pinas, 
which obtains its name from the vaſt number of 
Pines that grow on the ſhore, where it is pretty 
woody, and affords an agreeable proſpect, the 
country riſing from the ſea fide, by a gentle 
aſcent to a conſiderable height. Iwo ſmall rocks 
at the entrance of the harbour render the paſſage 
into it narrow, and it is beſides expoſed to the 
ſouth-weſt wind, on which account they did not 
enter the harbour, and were unable to land, 
from the high ſea near the ſhore. They there- 
fore ſteered tor Tobago, and in their way took a 
veſſel laden with cocoas from Guaiaguil, and ſome 
time after, a canoe with four Indians and a mu- 
latto, who having been in the fire-ſhip that was 
ſent to burn Capt. Davis's veſſel, was immedi- 
ately hanged ; as if all ſtratagems uſed between 
enemies at war were not allowable.

While they were employed in filling ot water, 
and cutting of wood for fuel, at the iflaad of 
Perico, wh« e they had caſt anchor on the zd of 
April, they ient four canoes to the continent to 
get ſome ſugar in the adjacent ſugar wor':, to 
make their cocoa up into chocolate, and particu- 
larly to get ſome coppers which were wanted for 
boiling provifions, on account of their number 
being ſo greatly increaſec, and theic returned 
wit three coppers. 

In the mean while Capt. Dad ſent his bark 
to the iſland of Orcque in the bay of Parma, 
which was inhabited only by negroe ares, 
who bred up a few hon and fowl: ; and here the 
Fnglih met with a moſſenger ſent to Panama, 
with an account that the Ii feet was failed. 
But though moſt of the letters were thrown into 
the fea, yet from the reſt they underitood that 
the fleet was coming under a convoy compoled 
of al the ſhips of ſtrength they had been able to 
aſſemble from Peru. Being informed that the 
King's ſhips always proceeded cht way, they 
ſuled back on the 1oth to the King's or Pearl 
iſlands, and the next day anchored at the place 
where they had before careened and v 1;c:e they 
met Capt. Harris, who had brought a freſh 
ſupply of men, from the river &. 3/72. 

On the 19th, 250 men were ſent in canoes to 


the river Cheapo, to ſurprize the town of that 


name; the next day all the reſt followed, and on 
the 22d, they arrived at Chepe/;:, a pl-aiant 
land in the bay of Panama, ſeven league; from 
the city of that name, and one from the coati- 


ent. This iſland hes directly oppoſite to the

E 2 pleaſan: 
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pleaſant and wholeſome fruit. There are ſome 
wild mammee-trees, which grow tall and ſtrait, 
and are therefore uſed for maſts, but the fruit is 
not eſteemed. 

The ſtar apple ſomewhat reſembles our quince 


tree, but is much larger, and bears abundance 


of broad oval leaves, that almoſt conceal the 
fruit which is of the ſize of a large apple, and is 
eſteemed very good, but Mr. Dampier acknow- 
ledges that he never taſted it. 

The river of Cheapo riſes in the mountains on 


the north, and is afterwaids incloſed between 


them and the mountains on the ſouth, it then 
turns to the weſt, and making a kind of a ſemi- 
circle, runs gently into the ſea ſeven leagues 
from Panama. But though it is very deep, and 
2 quarter of a mile broad, yet its entrance is ſo 
choaked up with ſands that it is only navigable 
by barks. About fix leagues from the ſea fide 
ſtands the city of Cheapo, On the left bank of 
the river in a champain country, which affords a 
very pleaſant view of ſeveral adjacent hills co- 
vered with woods, though the greateſt part is 
you paſture ground. But on the ſouth fide of 

e river a tract of wood land extends for many 
leagues. 

"The 250 men who were ſent to this place re- 
turned on the 24th, after their having taken the 
town without the leaſt oppoſition ; but found 
nothing in it worth mentioning. On the 25th, 


being joined by Capt. Harri, they failed for 


Tobago, and finding themſelves now 1000 ſtrong, 
it was conſulted whether they ſhould make an 
attempt upon Panama. But all thoughts of that 


expe · 
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expedition were laid aſide, upon their being in- 
formed by the priſoners, that the inhabitants had 
received a conſiderable reiuforcement from Porta 
Bello. 

On the 4th of Mar, they ſailed again ſor the 
King's Handi. and having on the 25th, taken 
three ſeamen at Panama, were informed that a 
fri order iſſued there. not to fetch any plantains 
from the adjacent iſlands, had occaſioned a great 
ſcarcity, and that they daily expected the arrival 
of the fleet from Lima. 

On the 28th of May, the fleet lay at anchor 
between two or three ſmall iſlands on the ſouth- 


' fide of Pachague, and conſiſted of ten fail, of 
which only two were men of war. Capt. Dawis's 


ſhip carrying 36 guns and 156 men, and Capt. 
Savan's 16 guns and 140 men, the reſt being 

vided only with ſmall arms, amounted to 
960: They had alſo one fire-ſhip. About 
eleven o'clock they diſcovered the Spaniſh fleet 
at three leagues dittance ; and about three in the 
afternoon they failed, bearing down right before 
the wind, upon the Spaniards, who kept cloſe on 
a wind to come up with them ; but night ap- 
proaching, they exchanged only a few ſhot. As 
ſoon as it began to grow dark, the Spaniſh Ad- 
miral put out a light at his top as a ſignal for the 
fleet to come to an anchor; in half an hour 
after it was taken down, but ſoon appeared as 
before ; which the EN ſuppoſing to be in the

ning; but the florm ſoon abated : yet another 
tornado had like to have ſent them all to the 
bottom: However this alſo did not laſt long, 
and they entered the ſouth ſide of the harbour in 
the night, but durſt not procecd farther till break 
of day, when they rowed deeper into the creek, 
which is very narrow, and the land on both 
fides marſhy near the banks, and fo full of man- 
grove trees that there is no paſſing through 
them. Beyond theſe was a ſmall intrenchment, 


which they took by ſurprize, and having landed 


470 men, left the reſt, of which number Mr. 
Dampier was one, to guard the canoes.

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They began their march at cg o'clock in 
the morning. Capt. 7 excnicy leading the van, 
which conliiited of 100 of tlic briſicelt men. 
Capt. Sac ſoliov.ed him with 100 more, next 
came Capt. Das is with 170, and Capt. Knight 
brought up the rear. Cort. Trani being ad- 
vanced two miles b. foro the rel, was aitacked, 
and having forced 70 hore, to retire at the 
diſtance of four m les from the city, marched 
forwards, and at the o'clock in the atternoon, 
entered it without oppoſ:tion, though he was 
ſoon after oppoſed by 200 Spar; horiz and 500 
foot, firſt in a brand firect, and afterwards in 
the great market place; but the hot ſceing the 
— retire, follov ed their example, leaving the 
town to the mercy of the Engl;/h. 
Capt. Saban did not enter the town till four 
o'clock, Capt. Davis came thither about five, 
and Knight came wich the remainder not till fix ; 
but ſeveral of the men were left behind on ac- 
count of their growing tired upon the road, 
among whom was an old grey-headed fellow, 
named Swan, who was 84 years of age, and had 
ſerved in Ireland under Cromwell, and he bravely 
refuſing to take quarter, the Spaniards ſhot him 
dead. They however took ſome others, among 
whom was Mr. Smith, who having lived a con- 
ſiderable time in the Canaries, ſpoke Spaniſp 
fluently, and being carried before the Governor, 
was examined as to the ſtrength of the invaders, 
whom he repreſented to be 1;00 men, 1000 in 
the town, and 500 in the canoes ; which had 
luch an effect upon his Excellency, that not-

The ſarub which bears the euTva fruit, has 
long and ſlender boughs, that have a white and 
imooth bark, and leaves reſembling the ha!-l. 
The fruit which is like a pear has a this zind

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ſoft and well taſted. It may be eaten while 1 
which is the caſe with very few of the fruit 
either in the Faſt or * .- Indies, and after it i; 
ripe, it may be baked like pears, or coddled 
like apples. There are however different ſors 
diſtinguiſhed by their taile, ſhape, and colour, | 
ſome being red, and others yellow in the inſide. 
Before it is rife it is an aſtringent, but afterwards 
looſening. 

The prickly pear, which is alſo common in 


many places in the He Indies, grows upon a 
ſhrub five feet high, and thrives beſt in ſalti 


ſandy grounds near the fea ſhore. Each branch 
of this ſhrub has two or three round leaves of 


the breadth of a man's hand, not unlike houſe. 


leck, but edged with prickles of an inch long. 
At the extremity of the leaf grows the frun, 
which is of the bigueſa of a large plumb, fmall 
towards the leaf, and thick at the other end, 
where it opens like a medlar. The fruit has 
alſo ſmall prickles, and is at firſt green, but by de- 
grees turns red. The pulp is of the ſame con- 
uſtence as a thick ſyrup, with ſmall black ſeeds; 
it is cooling, and of a pleaiant taſte. Our 
author ſays, that he has often obſerved, that on 
eating 20 or more of them at a time, they will 
tinge the urine as red as blood, but without any 
ill conſequence. 

On the 25th, Capt. Davis and Capt. Swan 
parted, the firſt in order to return to the coaſt of 
Peru, and the other intending to proceed farther 
to the weſt. Upon which Mr. Dampier, deſir- 
ing ꝛ0 ſatisfy his curioſity, by obtaining a more 
petted knowledge of the northern parts of 


Mexico, 
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Mexico, he left Capt. Davis, and went on board 
Mr. Swan, who was joined by Capt. Townley 
with his two barks, while Capt. Parris and Mr. 
Knight followed the former. 

By this time Mr. Swar's men began to be 
much afflicted with fevers, which were attri- 
bated to the remains of a contagious diſtemper. 
that had lately raged at Ri Lya, Capt. Davis's 
men having undergone the ſame fate. On the 
zd of September, they failed again, ſteering to 
the weſt, and met with violent tornados, thunder 
and lightening, which kept them out at ſea, ſo 
tiat they ſaw no land till the 14th, when they 
came in ſight of the Volcano of Guatimala ; it 
appears with a double peak like two ſugar 
loaves ; between which the fire and ſmoke is 
ſaid to break out before bad weather. 

The city of Guatimala is ſituated near the foot 
of this high mountain, eight leagues from the 
ſouth ſea, and 40 or 50 from the gulph of 
Matique in the bay of Honduras in the north ſeas. 
It is reputed a rich cicy, the country about it 
abounding in ſeveral commodities, Which are ex- 
ported thence into Europe, eſpecially the four 
noted dyes, indigo, otta, or anatca, ſylveſter 
and cochineal. 

The land near the Volcano of Gaatimala, is 
low by the ſea fide, but riſes in a gradual aſcent 
from thence, to the diſtance of about ten leagues 
from the ſhore. They obſerved floating in the 
ſea great quantities of drift wood and pumice 
ſtones, which laſt were thrown ou: by the moun- 
tain, and by the rains waſhed imo the ſea.

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On the 24th, being in 14“. 
tude, Capt. Teavniey went en ſkore with nine 
canoes, and 1c men, in hopes of fn ing the 
town of Tegawiafegue, Which was well known 
to be ſituate d lacs here thereabovts, in order 
to get ſome reſreſtment ſor the ſick men, both 
he and Capt. Lacan having at leaſt one half of 
their crews in a very WE cal; condition; but he 
was obl ige d to return to his canbes, without be- 
ing able to nd it. Ihe ſhips now ccaſted along 
to the weſt, in fight of a tract of high land, that 
begins at the caſt, and after having run for ten 
league: weithin the land to the weſt, ſinks by an 
ealy deſcent. On that fide 2 the fea they ſaw 
rich paſtures mixed with Plc eaiant groves, but 
the ſurf which beat upon the ſhore not ſuffering 
te mon to land with their canoes, they were 
forced to continue coaſting for eight cr nine 
leagues, till Capt. Terr »lev ſevi eing no proſpect of 
landing, returned on board with hi- men. on 
the 2d of VU&cher, But be: ng ſoon after reſolved 
to try his fortune again, he ran his canoes aſhore 
ina fandy bay, Where he landed. but loſt one 
man. and had moſt of his powger ſpailt by the 
water. They were however 29 ſooner en ſhore, 
than they found the country fail. of torrents ard 
pnfordable rivers : H his ob'iged them to think 
of returning to ther” canoes, which while they 
were attempting, the; were attacked by 200

Capt. roa being ill. went on ſhore here with 
all the fick, and a ſurgeon to attend them, while 
Capt. To tune marched at the head of a conſi- 
derable number of men to the eaſt ward in 
ſearch of houſes and inhabitants, and about a 
league from Cu, came up with a river called 
Capalita, which 15 very deep, and has a ſwift 
current; ſome of his men ſwimming a-croſs 
tae ſtream, ſeized two Lilian; whom they ſup- 
poſed to be ſtationed there as centinels, to watch 
their proceedings, though they were entire 
ſtrangers tothe Spaniſh tongue.

They now marched three 
leagues into the country, and having taken a 
mulatto priſoner, he informed them that a ſtout 
ſhip was lately come to Lima from Acapulco; 
when Capt. 7 ownley handing in need of a better 
ſkip than his own, propoſed cutting her out of 
the harbour, and in ſpite of Capt. Swar's re- 
monſtrances on the difficulty of that enterprize, 
and the neceſſity they were under of ſtocking 
themielves with maize, and other proviſions, 
which were to be had in great plenty where they 
now were, he carried his point, and the canoes 
were manned for the expedition; but they nar- 
rowly eſcaped being loſt in a tornado, and the 
men were obliged to wait a whole day in Port 
Marqui/s, a league to the eaſtward of Aapulco, 
where they dried their clcaths and arms, and the 
following night rowed ſo'tly into Acapulco har- 
bour; but found the ſhip ſo well guarded, that 
quitting their enterprize, they retired greatly 
diſappointed. 

They ſome time after landed to the north-weſt 
of the hill of Petaplau, and 170 men marching 
fourteen mi'es into the country, came to a mean 
poor Indian village, which was deſerted by the 
inhabitants, who had carried off their effects, ſo 
that they found only a mulatto woman and her 
four ſmall children, all of whom they brought off; 
but being carried on board, ſhe declared that 
ſome mul-s laden with flour, and other goods 


deſigned tor .Z:apu/co, had top; ed on the road

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to the weſt of that village; upon which th 

failed to the harbour of Chequetan, and landi 

95 men, with the mulatto woman for their guide, 
ſhe conducted them through a pathleſs wocd, 
by the fide of a river into a plain, near which 
they found 60 mules at a farm houſe laden with 
flour, cheeſe. chocolate, earthen ware, and ſome | 
cows which they killed, all which they carried 

off, except the earthen ware; and ſoon after | 
Capt. San went on ſhore, and killed eighteen | 
cows more without the leaſt oppoſition, | 

Having thus ſtocked themſelves with as much 

roviſions as they coul.! ccnveniently ſtow on 

ard their different veſſels, they diſmiſſed the 

woman and her children with a preſent of ſome | 
old cloaths and other trifles, for which ſhe 
ſeemed very thankful : But Capt. Swar in ſfite | 
of her tears and intreaties, detained one of her 
boys, who was of about eight years of age, had | 
a iprightlv genius, and afterwards proved a ve 

ood and uleſul boy, and the Captain behaved to 
kim like a kind maſter. 

On the 21ſt of Newember, they continued their 
courſe to the weitward, in hopes of diſcovering a 
town in about 189. 8. north latitude ; but they | 
could find no traces of it, nor of the city d 
| Colima, which was reported to be very rich: And 
though they rowed 20 leagues along the ſhore, - 


they could not meet with any place where they 
were able to land, or perccive the leaſt fign of 
inhabitants. At la't they ſpied a horſeman, and 
having with difficulty made the ſhore, in hopes 
of taking him priſoner, they purſued him, but 
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don lo!t him in the woods; upon which, they 
returned on board on the 28th. 

Ihe next day, the two Captains once more 
took to their canoes with 200 men, * order to 
go in ſearch of a town called Sit; avd as 
they were rowing along the thore, "hip two 
horſemen on the beach, one of whom by w av of 
deriſion, Crank to them out of a pocket bottle , 
in return for which civility they ſhot his horſe; 
whereupon his companion tice, and two of the 
men ſtripping themſelves, ſwam on ſhore. in 
order to ſecure him; but being unarmed they 
could not ſucceed in their attempt, he keeping 
them at bay with a long kaite. 

On the zoth, the canoes returned on board, 
the ſea every where running ſo high, that the 
men could not find any ſafe landing. However 
on the firit of December, they came in fight of 
the port of Salagua, which is parted by a rocky 
point about the widdle, that gives it the ap- 
pearance of two ha! bours. On their nearer ap- 
proach, they ſaw a large thatched houſe, which 
appeared to be new, with a conliderable body of 
Spaniards, doth ho:fe and foot, making a mili- 
tary parade, with their drums beating "and co- 
lours flying. The next morning 200 of the 
ſtouteſt of the Eng liſl landed ; but the Sftaniſh 
foot did not ſtand one charge, and the horle 
ſoon followed them, when two of the Zuglich.

Cat Sear here took 199 men 
with him to the north to diicover the river Culla- 
ca», ſuppoſed to lie in 24%. north latitude, with a 
very wealthy town upon its banks; but though 
they rowed above o leagues, they could diſco. 


ver no river, nor even any {ale landing place. 
However they afterwards landed on the weſt | 


ſide of a ſalt lake, fc.ven leagues to the north- 


ward of the Chametly iſlands, where they found 


one houſe, in which they took ſeven or eight 


buſhels of maize, and were told by an Hd 


pr ſoner they had taken, that there were ge- 
neral'y a conſiderable number of black cattle in 
this place, which the Spaniards had driven off, 
but chat they might probably find proviſions at 
an Indian town, at about five leagues diſtance. 
hey theretore immediately directed their courſe 
thither, but on their approaching the place, were 
oppoſed by a good body of Sparrards and Indians, 
but thele being beaten back at the firſt charge, 
they entered the town, where they only found 


two or three wounded Indians, who told them 


that the town was called Madtan. and that five 


lIea2ues from thence were two rich gold mines. 


They flaid there till the ſecond of February, 


when 80 men were ordered to a town called 
Reſario, on a river of the ſame name, whence | 


they took go buſhels more of maize, being 
at this time more valued by them than all the 
gold in the Ades, which was therefore neglected, 
though they were told that the mines were only 
two leagues from thence. 


From 
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From Roſuris the ſhips tteered to the river St. 
Jago, one of the mot conii.erable ri+ crs on tais 
coaſt, where Capt. Swan ſent 70 men to loos 
for a town, while the ſiip+ anchored at its mouth, 
On the eatt they found a large held of maize, 
in which they ſeized an Indian, who told them 
that four leagues further there was a town ca led 
Santa Pecaque, of which Capt. Scan being in- 
formed, he went with 1,0 men in eight canoes 
five leagues up the river, and then Janving 
marched through fertile plains and woods for 
three or four hours, and the Spaniards quitting 
the place at their approach, the Exglih entered 
it without oppoſicton. 

Santa Pecague is ſeated in a ſpacious plain on 
the fide of a wood, but though it is not very 
arge it is neatly built, and has two churches, 

like moſt of the ©pari/> towns in theſe parts 
has a ſquare market place in the middle.

Mr. Dampier having been long ſick of the droply, 
was here buried for about half an hour up to the 
neck in the ſand, which threw him into a pro- 
fuſe ſweat, and being afterwards wrapped up 
warm and put to bed in a tent, found great be- 
refit from this extraordinary remedy. I bey re- 
mained care-cning till the 25th, but as there 
is no freſh water to be got here in the dry 
ſeaſon, they ſailed to a little r:vu'et on

"Che Phil{/ p17 are a range of large iſlands ex-

tending from 5%. to 19% north latitude, the 


chief ot them is Luconiat, which is now entirely 
under the dominion of the Spaniards. To the 
ſouth of Lacenia, are 12 or 14 other large iſlands, 
beſides an infinite number cf ſmaller ones in the 
poſſeſſion of the Spaniards ; bur the two ſouther- 
moſt, that of S/. John and I ſindanas are the ouly 
ones not ſubject to the nis jur ſdiction. 

"Che iſland of S7. Jobn lies between ſeven and 
eight degrees north latitude, about four leagues 
eaſt of Mindanao, and is 38 lezzuzs in length. 
its breadth about the middle 24 l-agues, aud 
the ſoil is extremely fertile.

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Mindanao 1; next to Lucavia, the large nt 
all the Philippine iſlands: It extenumy t © league, 
in length, -and 40 or 50 in b.eadrta ; the ui. is 
generally good, and the fiony wills procure 
many ſorts of trees, whiciaren tat ali known 
among us. I he valleys are watered Wit brovis 
and rivulets, and are ltored with feveiral forts of 
ever · greens, and with rice, water melous, plan— 
tains, bananas, guavas, nutmegs, cloves, Corun 
nuts, oranges, betel nuts, durions, jackas, ad 
particularly the tree whence lago is gathere, 
which grows wild in groves of vera miles in 
length: 'I'his is called oy the nativen, the Libby 
tree. 

The Libby-tree reſembles the cabbage tres, 
but is not fo tall. It has a thin hard bark, fuil 
of a white pith, like tha: of the elder. } he cree 


being cut down and ſplit, the pith is taken out 


and beat well in a trough or mortar, and then 
poming water upon it, is WII !t:rrzd, aud 
ſtrained through a cloth, through which the 
water force- all the mealy ſubſtance, and le ves 
only aa uicleis huſs behind, hien is trrown 
away. This, after it is wel! ſettled, they ſepa- 
rate from the water, and form it into cakes, 
which when baked, ar. alm ſt as good eating as 
bread, and on this fond, tlie natives of Bhi: tanng 
live for three or Fur mantis in the year. The 
tagoe which is exported. is dried in ſma'l bits 
like comfits, and carried to other parts of the 
tafl-Indirs. It is an & cellent ſtrenggthener, and 
5 now well known aimo!t over all Zxrope. 
The Piautain-tree is about three teet in cir- 
cuntercace, and giows to the hcight of ten or 
twevie 
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twelve feet. It ſprings out of a ſacker, with 
only two lensves; butwhn it is a foot high, 
another pair of leaves irruut out, and in 
the ſame manner the leaves increale both in ſize 
and number to the very top. The fiuit which 
is Maped ika hog's pudding, ariſes from the 
heart of tie tee, in cods fx or ſeven inches 
long. growing in clufters. M hen it is arrived at 
maturity, it is a pure pulp without either ſeed or 
kernel, is as fort and yellow as butter, and melts 
in che mouih like marmalade. Ihe tree, on 
being cut down, 1s ſplit in the middle, and left 
to dry in the fun. when it appears compoſed of 
turca ls of quel bigneſs, lich are drawn out by 
perioas, who obtain a livehhood by that em- 
ploz ment, and weven into pieces of cloth of 
teven or eight yards in length. This iſland alſo 
produces another kind of plantain of a leſs fize, 
the truit of which has a black ſeed, and is eſteem- 
cd a great aſtringent. 

The Banana icems a ſ:-aller ſpecies of plan- 
tain, and is more ſoſt and delicate, though not 
ſo luſci-us. it is beſt eaten when raw, for it 
is not very agreeable when roaſted or boiled. It 
is ſometimes maſhed into drink, and is pleaſant 
enough hen taken that way. 

The Durian fruit is produced by a tree that 
reſembles the apple: tree. It is as large as 2 
pomkin, but is not to be enten ill it is quite 
ripe, when the top burſting open, diflutes a very 
fragrant ſincll. The pulp, which i very deli- 


cious, is as ſoft and white as cream; it is divided 
into cells like a walnut, and is like that covered 
with a thick green rind. In the heart of it, is a 
| one 
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fone as big as a bean, the out- ſide of which. on 
being roaſted, peels off, in a thin ſhell, when 
the kernel in taſte reſembles a cheſnut. But this 
fruit will not keep above two cays after its be- 
ing plucked. | 

The [aca-tree 15 a fruit of the ſame ſpecies, 
but yellower and fuller of ſtones or kerncls, 
which are good when roaſted. 

The Betel-nut is rounder and larger than the 
nutmeg, and grows upon a very high tree, 
which produces no leaves except near the top. 
This fruit is much valued. it being grateful to 
the ſtomach. It allo reddens the lip:, cleanies 
the gums, and preſerves the teeth, though it 
dves them black. It is chewed all over the eait, 
and is apt to make thoſe very giddy who are not 
uled to it. 

The nutmegs here are extremely large and 
good ; and here alſo are excellent cloves, but 
the people do not care to propagate them, for 
far of the Dutch, who monopolize the ſpice 
trade. There are alſo many other different 
kinds of fruit produced here. | 

Though this iſland has no beaſts of prey, it 


Fords great numbers of wild and tame beaſts, 


3 horſes, cows, buffaloes, deer, goats, wild 
boss, monkeys, guanoes, lizards, ſnakes, and 
rpions. L'ney have alſo centipedes, which 
though no thicker than a gooſe quill, are five 
inches long, and their ſting is as fatal as that of 
2 ſcorpion. Their hogs ſeed in prodigious herds 
n the woods, and are remarkable for having 
tuck knobs growing over their eyes. There 15 
here a creature four times as large as a 
guanoe,

cavalics, and turtle. Hee are good harbours, 
creeks and nvers, and in the heart of the coun 
are mountains that afford conſiderable quantities 
cf gold. 

1 ke climate of 1inanas is not ſo exceſſire 
hot as might be expecied, confidering its near- 
neſs to the equator ; for the ben breezes, cool 
the air bv day, as the land winds do by nighr. 
From Odteber till Ve the winds are calterly, 
with fair weather: ana f:om May to C?eber they 

are weiterly, with rains and violert tempells, 
which frequently tear vp the largeſt trees, lay 
the whole country under water, and oblige the 
inhabitants to 30 116m houſe to houſe in cances. 
This ſtor n weather is in Juls and Auguſl, but 
it abates 11 %/lember, in which month they have 
very heavy 105, that laſt till ten or eleven o clock 
in the morning, olpcciaily if it has rained the 
prece ding n. Skt.

The ſtrangers in point of 
evility are obl-yed to accept the of. r made them 
of ſuch a friend, and to thew their gratitude by 
a ſmall preſent, in return for which, they have 
the liberty to eat, drink and ſleep in their fiiend s 
bouſe, as often as they pleaſe, paying for it only 
2 trifling gratuity. Some ſtrangers are alſo al- 
bed a female friend upon the principle; of an

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innocent attachment, and it is not anuſual, fx 
even the wives of the Sultan, and his noble, 
who are here allowed to take greater libertis 
than thoſe of the vulgar, to enquire of ay 
ſtranger who paſſes by, whether he has got a 
pagally or comrade, and on his aniwering i 
the negative, to ſend him a preſent of tobacco 
and betel, as an earneſt of their f. :endſhip. 
The iſſand is divided inio ſeveral principal. 
ties, each governed by its own ſovereign, and 
for the moſt part, the people in each, ſpeak in 
a different dialect. though they are all of the 
ſame religion, which is that of Mahometanijn, 
The X:/2noones, who inhabit the inland part d 
the country, are maſters of the gold mines, and 
are alſo rich in bees-wax, both which they ex 
change with the Mindanaians for foreign con.

modities. The Sa/ogues, who inhabit the north. 
weſt end of the iſland, carry on a trade with 
Manila, and ſome other of the adjacent iſlands. 
The Affcores were formerly under the ſame 


ef with the Mzindanaians ; but wer 


eparated from them, by falling to the ſhare of 

the younger children of the Sultan of Mindana, 
who of late has laid claim to them again. Ther 
are ſeveral other nations, but that which is the 
moſt populous and extenſive is Mindanao, whence 
the ifland derives its name, the inhabitant 
of which being near the ſea and engaged i 
commerce, are pretty much civilized. 

The city of Mindanao, is ſeated near a {mal 
river on the ſouth fide of the iſland, and tuo. 
miles from the ſea. The houſes are there built 
upon poſts, 18 or 20 feet high, having _—_ 
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foor. to which there is an aſcent by a ladder; 
hut that floor is divided into ſeveral rooms. l he 
oof is ot palm leaves, and in the ſpace under 
the houſes, the poorer fort of the people keep 
their pou try, and others empty their dirt, where 
it lies till the land floods carry it away. 

The Sultan's houle ſtands upon 1 50 great poſts, 
and is much higher than the reſt, with a broad 
{air-caſe leading up to it. In the hall itand+ 20 
pieces of cannon, placed on held carriages The 
general and other great men have alſo ſome | 


great guns in their houſes. Their Sultan has 


another houſe near the former, which is not 
more than four tect from the ground ; and here 
he and nis council fit crofs-legged on rich 
carpets, when they give audience to em- 
bafladors and foreign merchants ; and as no 
chairs are uſed in the country, the floors of the 
houizs are in gencral well matted. 

The food oi the common people is rice, ſagoe, 
and ſome ſmall fiſh ; but the better fort eat 
buffalo and fowls, though a great d-al of rice 
with them. Like the other eaſtern nations, they 
ule no ſpoons, but take up their victuals in their 
ingers. They waſh after meals, and pour all 
their water upon the floor near the fire fide, 
vhen it ſinks through; and where any are ſick, 
they eaſe themſelves through a hole made for 
that purpoſe in the floor of their bed chamber; 
but thoſe who are in health perform this in the 
nver. They are extremely fond of bathing, 
which is a great refreſhment in theſe hot coun- 
es ; and jr is not uncommon for the natives to 
walk into the river, {trip themſelves there, waſh 
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their cloaths, put them on upon se 
an. then walk about tr butrnots

They ſeldom, or never, ciicumciſe their 
children, ti!] they are eleven or twelve years 
of age, which, us it is done wit great ſclem- 
uy, private pcople keep their children till ſore 
man of quality circumciſcs his, and ſo male 
general «circumcition. | his offi e is performed 
by a mahcmetan prieſt, who holding the ſore- 
kin, ſnips it off with a pair of ſciſſars. They 
keep the ramadam, like the other Turks, in 
Aguſt, beginning at one new moon, and con- 
ung till they fee the next; during which time, 

keep a very rigotous faſt tiil the evening, 
2 wheu 
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when they employ an hour in prayer, and aſter. 
wards go to ſupper. 

Their only muſic is that of bells without clap. 
pers. which are commonly ſixteen in number, 
and increaſe in weight from three to ten pounds; 
theſe being ſtruck with a ſt ck. produce an un- 
couth noiſe; for the harmony that might be 
produced trom them, is deadened by their being 
placed upon a table. Mr. Damper obierved a 
ſet of theſe, in the houle of Raja Laut, the 
King's brother, who was both chict miniſter and 
general, and his ſon being about to ve circume 
cized, gave occaſion to their being u'ed tor 


ſeveral days together, before the performance of | 


the ceremony. There are however women who 
fing, and not only dance in concert to their 


voices, but are joined by other people, and even 


the Sultan's children do not diſdain to dance 
with them.

The fol- 
lowing is a remarkable inſtance of their ſuperſti. 
tion in this reſpet: Raja Laut. the Sultans 
brother, once defired to have a pair of ſhoes of 
one of the ſailors, but he being afterwards told 
that they were ſewed with thread pointed witl 
hogs briſtles, he ſent them back in a great 
paition, deſiring to have another pair — 0 
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ſome other manner, and his requeſt being com- 
plied with, he appeared highly 1ati-ficd, 

As the ſcaſon of the year was far advanced, 
Capt. Sxvan, imagining be ſhould be under the 
necefity of ita ying there ſome time, reſolved to 
make what iniv:elt he could with tae Sultan, and 
therefore ſent vir. Moore on ſhore, with a preſent 
of thre* yards of icarlet cloth, and three ot Aer 
ce. He had an audience granted him at about 
nine 0'ciock at night, and was very gracioui:y 
received. Ihe Suitan diicoutung above an hour 
with him in /, and an excenent tupper was 
provided for him, an thoſe who went wita him 
before they returned oa board. Capt. Scan 
paid the dultan a vifit the following day, and 
was entert2ined with betel and tobacco. “ He 
was alto ſhewn a letter from the T i m- 
pany to the Sultan; for they hai at that time 
{me notion of building a fort there. Raja Laut 
being at variance with the Sultan, wheu Capt. 
duas conferred with his mazelly, was not pre- 
ſent ; but he waited for hin on his return trom 
court, and treated him and his men very hand- 
ſomely, with tow!ls and boiled rice. He was a 
man of quick underitanding, ſpoke and wrote 
Spaniſh very well, and was fond of converling 
with ſtrangers, by which means he was pretty 


well acquainted with the cufloins of the EA 


rieans, He was very ſriendly in his advice to 
Capt. Swan, to whom he made an offer of his 
houſe, and during his ſlay upon the ifland, en- 
tertained both him and his men in a very hoſ- 
pitable manner. his great man had ſeveral 
Wives, With each of whom he lay by turns, and

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with the mother of his eldeſt ſon, two night; 
running. She who was queen of the night had 
always : a particular reipeet ſhev/n to her a! day, 
and wore a ſtriped filk handkerchiet by way ei 
diſtinction. 

the tempeſtuous weather now approaching, 
the ia lors hauled the ſhip up the river, 50 cr 
60. tHermen lending their athitancec ; after 
wh:ch, they ere her in a hole dug ſor that 
purpoſe, wherein ſhe was a'ways a float, and 
here many ciiizens came on board of hr, who 
ſoon provided he men with pagalivs, and Cant, 
Srwax being g. nerally 2 attended at din ner with 
his trumpets, Raja Laut was greatly delighted 
with the muſic. 

During ric wet ſeaſon, the city of 17indanas, 
which is a mile in len-th, and Hretches along 
the bank of the river, was a perfect p nd, and 
the floods frequently wathed down large pieces 
of timber from the country, | that would have 
endangered the vellel, had not great: care been 
taken to prevent it As ſuon as the H ods began 
to ſubſide, C Capt. Swan hired a warchoule, 1 
which he depolited his gocds an! {24'-, 1+ order 
to carcen tie ſhip, when it was furpri-ing to ſee 
the multitud of worms that had cater into her 
bottom, ding her ſtay in chis har, ue.

U R author having ſailed from Mindanas. | 
with the greateit part of the crew, anchored | 


on the zd of February, oft an ifiand in 9. 15% on 
the welt fide of the iſland of Sebs, where they 
took in water, and ſcrubbed their ſiip's bottom. 
It is about eight or ten leagues in length, andin 
the middle of the bay they ſaw a great number 
of bats of a prodigious ſize, ſome of whoſe 
wings, when extended, reached eight feet from 
tip to tip, and were edged with ſharp, crooked 
claws, with which they clung faſt to any thing 
whereon they happened to lay hold. Every 
night they obſerved vaſt ſwarms of theſe re 
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uke their light towards the great iſland, and 
return to the ima lone in the moi ning. 

On the 1<th of Febraary they weighed, and 
coalting along by the welt f:Ce of h: /hrlippines, 
patſed by Pangea. a large iſland inhabited by the 
Hanierds. They the law many hres, ſuppoſed 
td be lighted to give notice of their approach 
the ſight of a ſhip cn th s coait being very un- 
common. On the Sch, they came to an anchor 
at the north end of Arden. a large jiland 40 
leagues in length; a fnall brook of water ran 
into the ſca, near the place where they were at 
anchor; and they ſaw great numbers of hogs 
and oxen, but they were fo wiki, that they could 
catch or kill none of them. While they were 
here, a cance with four Ixdtant came from Ma- 
mia, who told them, that the harbour of Ani, 
was feldem without 20 or 30 vellels, belonging 
to the Chineſe, Perturucſe, and Spanarcs, and 
that if they had a mind to carry on 2 clandeſtine 
trade, they would deliver their letters to certain 
merchants who reiwed theie. 

On the 21ſt, they again ſet fail, and two days 
after, came to the ſouth- caſt end of the iſland of 
Lucenia, when they took two Sani b:rks, 
bound from Pagaſſun am in this iſland to Manila. 

The iſland of Laconia or Manila, extends fix 
or ſeven degrees in length, and near the middle 
is 60 leagues broad. It is ſurrounded by many 
ſmall iſlands, eſpecially at the north end; the 
chief and the neareit to it is Mindora, which 
gives its name to a channel that runs between 

that 
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that iſtand and [ ucorta*. Though this iſland js 
fiatvatcd in 159. north latitude, it i efreenied to 
be in genera! extremely healthy; and the water 
that is found upon it, is fa'd to be beſt in the 
Nord. It is partly compoſed ot large plains of 
rufe ground, and partly of mountains, which 
aſicd ſome gold. It produces all the fruits of 
the worm cl mates, and the ſavanna or plains 
are well ſtored wich buF::Jo!s, cows, ſhrep, 
goats, bog. and a moſt excellent breed of 
orſes, ſoppoſed to be carried thither firſt from 
Spain. The inhabitants who live in mall towns 
are Irdiaus, under the Spar juriſdiction, and 
inſlructed in tue Remi religion, by the Spanifs 
Prieſts. It is well ſcated for the 1:4ian and 
Cireſe trade; ard the bay and port of Mnila. 
u hich lie on its welt fide, are, perhaps, the moſt 
remarkable on the whole g obe. the bay being a 
large circular baſon, near ten league: in diame- 
ter, gent part of it entirely land locked. On 
the cal ide of this bay, ftands the city of Manila, 
which is large ard populous, and is ſeated at the 
foot of 2 ri*ge of high hills, flonting the har- 
bour. he h-uſes are ſpacious, ſtrong, and 
covered with tiles, and the ſtreets large aad re- 
gular, with 2 market place in the midſt; and 
it has many handſome churche, and convents. 
The city is well watered, and is in the neigh-

The time of the year being too far ſpent to 

think of trade, they refoiveid to fail tor Puls Cen- 
de, tne chief of a knot of mall iſlands on the 
oatt of Cam! dia, and to return in May, in 
order to wait or the Arapulco ſhip. They ac- 
cordingly failed zom Lac on the 20th of 
Tebrrary. aud en the 14th of ?arch. came to an 
anchcr on the north file of Pi/s Cee two 
miles from the ſhore. 

I his iſland is five leagues long, and is the enly 
ene among {hoe imall 1iucs that is inhabited. 
It produces c veral its of trees, among which 
5a very tall one, three or our feet diameter, 
in which the inhabitants mal. e an horizontal in- 
ciſion holi way through. a foot fm the ground, 
and then cutting the upper q art a-· ¶ opc inwardly 
down, ti lit meets with a tranſverſe incigon, a 
liquor diſti's into a Hello, mace in the ſcmicir- 
cular ump. which, when boiled, becomes good 
tar, and if boited ſtill ware, acquire: the con- 
kitcnce of pich, for which it is died. One of 
theſe trees affords two quarts of this juice every 
day, for a moni}; together, and tien drying up, 
recovers again. 

This iſland alſo produces mangoes, a fruit 
about the bigneſs of a imall peacy, very jnicy 
and pleaſant, and has fo trayrant a ſcent, as to 
perfume the air at iome diſtance. Ot the green 
fruit, a very good picsle is made, by cutting it 
in half, and mixing it with falt, vinegar, and 
cloves of garlick. | 
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Grapes grow in this iſland on a ſtra't 
whoſe Cal bs of a foot diameter, upon which 
the fruit are in cluſters, about the body of the 
tree, in the ſame manner as the fruit of the 
cocoa tree. Of thele, there are both red and 
white grapes, which nearly reſemble ours, and 
are of a pleaſant vinous taſte. 

T his iſland likewiſe abounds in wild nut 
trees, of the fize of our ua nut trees, and the 
fruit, like our walnuts, grows amyngt the 
boughs It is, however, ſmaller than the true 
nutineg, but though it exa ly reſembles it, it is 
without either ſmell or taſle. 

Here are ſeveral forts of fowl. as turtle doves, 
pigeons, wild cocks and hens, parrots and parro- 
quetoes ; and alſo hogs, ouanoes and lizards; 
and the ſea affords turtle, i:mpets and muſcles, 
There are many freſh water brooks, which for 
ten months in the year run into the ſea. The 
inhabitants of the iſtand of Pu Contore, origi- 
nally came from Czchin-China, and are of a 
middle ſtature, but well fiaped, and of a much 
darker complexz0u than the 37:ud1inaians. Iheir 
hair is ftrait and black; their cvcs are of the 
ſame colour, but ſmail, as are their noſes, tho 
they are pretty high ; they have thin ſips, little 
mouths, and white teeti ; They ate very civil. 
But though the ifland is conveniently fituated 
for carrying on a trade with J, Chma, Ma- 
nila, Tunguin, and C:chin China. yet the natives 
are poor, and have no other employment than 
eathering the juice of the tar tree, and making 
turtle oi, by builing the fat of the turtle for that 
purpole, which they expo to Corbin 9 : 
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They offer their women to all ſtrangers for a 
mere trifle, a cuſtom which 1s not peculiar to 
theſe iſlands, fince it is alſo uſed at Pegu, Siam, 
Cochin China, Cambodia, and other places in the 
Faft-Indies, as well as on the coalt of Guinea in 
Africa. ; 

They are Pagans, and our author imagines, 
that they worſhip idols in the figure of an ele- 

tand a horſe, he having obſerved a repre- 
ſentation of the former, in a temple on the ſouth 
of the iſland, and an image of the latter, on the 
out-ſide. This temple ſtood in 2 ſmall village, 
and was a mean edifice built of wood. 

They remained at this iſland from the 16th of 
March to the 16th of April, in which time they 
carecned the ſhip, and made a freſh ſuit of fails 
out of the cloth taken on board the Spaniſb. 
prize. During their ſtay, the people ſupplied 
them with plenty of hogs, turtle and fruit, in 
exchange for which, they gave them rice. They 
afterwards went to the north fide of the iſland, 
totake in freh water. They then ſailed for the 
bay of Siam, which they entered on the 24th 
of April, and afterwards ſteered to Puls Uli, 
where they had touched in their paſſage: [ere 
they found two veſſels at anchor, laden with 
lacker uſed in japanning: "They were bound 

from Champa to Malacca, and had 40 briſk 

ſociable ſailors on board, armed with lances, 
ſwords, and ſome guns. | 
On the 21it of Alay, they returned to Pulo 
Condere, where they found a ſmall baik at an- 
chor, when Capt. Acad lending a canoe to hail 
Vor, VI. her, 
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her, charged his men not to venture on board, 
without having firſt made friends of the people, 
whom he ſuſpected to be Malayars ; yet dire. 
garding his orders, they boarded her without 
ceremeny + but were ſoon obliged to retreat, 
being attacked with creſſets, a kind of bayonets, 
ſo that they were obliged to leap into the ſea, 
and to ſecure th ir efcape by fwimming ; and it 
is verv remarkable, that oe Darviel If alli ſwam 
for ſome mines. the was take! up, though 
he had never paciil.d ir before, nor was ever 
able to repeat it again. In revenge for ths 
treatmeut, Capt. K-ad ſent two canors filled 
with men weil armed, to chaſtize the Malayans 
in the bark ; but having firſt cut a hole in the 
bottom ot the veſſel, they ſunk her, and then 
eſcaped into the woods. 
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They fail to St. John's and, wwhich is diſcribea, 
as are ali the Chineſe /unks, They ave expoſed 
to a violent "tor. T hey jail ts the Pricadores, 
auhrre ber moet with a ci Reception from the 
Governor.

N the 4th of Tar 108, they weighed 

from Pl Conde, intenting to cruize off 
Manila, but the caſt wied continuum - five or ſix 
days together, with great violence, brought them 
near che coat of C27 ; and oa the 20th, they 
came to n anchor on the norch-eart end of S.. 
Jobn's Iſland, in 229. +. north latitude. 

The ſhore o, this laſt ifland, „for the moſt 
part covered with trees: the toll 1s in general 
tertile, and aſſards good ma” uore, and there are 
ſome groves icattered about the inland parts. 
Bulloc':s, butialoes, goats, A 14 744 hovs 
abound here: Uheſc lat dre a'! Houle, with 
{mail heads, thick necks, very thr: lege, and 
great bellies, which ſweep the ground. But 
though there are no wild wl. there are plenty 
ef tame ducks, cocks, and hens. Ihe natives 
live for the molt part, by cultivating the earth, 
which produces rice. They are tall, fir1ight- 

17 bodie d 
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bodied men, with long viſages, and tawny com- 
plexions ; they have high foreheads, ſmall eyes, 
aquiline noſes, black hair, and ſlraꝑgling beards, 
They were ſormerly very proud ot their hair 
but when the Tartars made a conqueſt of Ching, 
they obliged them to ſhave their heads, reſerving 
only one luck on the crown, which they ſuffered 
to grow to a great length, generally platting it, 
though ſometimes they let it flow looſe. I 
never wear a covering for the head, but inſtead 
of it, uſe an umbrella; or if they have but a 
little way to go, they make uſe ot a large fan; 
they wear ſlippers on their feet, but no ſtock- 
ings ; and their covering is a light frock and 
breeches. Ihe women of any diſtinction, like 
thoſe on the continent of China, cannot walk 
far, on account of the ſmallneſs of their ſeet, 
which are ſwathed up tight in their infancy, to 
prevent their growing, ſmall feet being eltecmed 
a great beauty. They work well at their needles, 
and are very curious in embroidering their ſhoes ; 
but the poorer ſort of women wear neither ſhoes 
nor ſtockings, and their feet are ſuffered to grc 
larger, that they may have it in their power 4 
earn their bread. 

In the iſland of Sr. John, is a ſmall town built 
upon poſts, in a marſhy ground, but the houſes 
are mean, low, and ill turniſhed. While they 
were here at anchor, a Chineſe Junk lay near 
them; ſhe was flat, both at the head and ftern, 
had little huis on her deck of three feet wa 
covered with palmetto leaves, and a large cabbi 
with an altar and lamp burning in it. The hold 
was divided into ſeveral partitions, each of _ 
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ſo tight, that if a leak ſhould ſpring in one, the 

s in the next would receive no damage. 
Every merchant had his particular room, where 
he ſtowed his goods and ſometimes lodged in it 


/ himſelf. Theſe junks have only a main- maſt and 


ſore maſt, the former with the ſail nezrrow aloft, 
like that of a ſloop ; and the laſt has a ſquare 
fail, and ſquare yard. In fair weather they alſo 
uſe a top (ail, which they hale down on the deck 
in foul weather, yard ard all. The main mat 
of the largeſt junks, are as big as any of our 
third rate men of war, and not pieccd, being all 


of one tree. 


On the zd of July, percciving all the ſigns of 
an approaching ſtorm, they haltily weighed an- 
chor, and made what haſte they could out to 
ſea, with a view of having ſufficient room, and 
at about eleven at night, the wind coming to the 
north eaſt, they had a moſt violent tempeſt, 
which laſted till about four in the morning, when 
the hopes of the men were revived, by ſeeing a 
Corpus Sanctum upon the main-maſt, which they 
conſidered as a fore-runner of good weather, 
yet had this been upon deck, the ſuperſtitious 
ſailors would have conſidered it as a fign of their 
deſtruction. The Corpus Sanctum is a ſmall 
glittering meteor reſembling a ſtar, and is fre- 
quently ſeen dancing about a ſhip in hard 


weather. 


About eleven o'clock the following day, there 


was a flat calm, after which, the ftorm returned 


with more violence than ever, and lalted by in- 


tervals till the Eth, when the weather proved 
very ſerene 3 but the men being extremely terri- 
TY fed 
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fied by this laſt ſtorm, and dreading the ap- 
proaching full moon, reſolved to cer towards 
the Piſcadares or Fiſher. Iſlands, in 22 north 


mw 7 . 
latitude. Theſe are a good number of iſlands 
that lie between the iſland of Form: /a, and the 
continent of CH . Letwixt the two ca ernmoſt 
is a good harbour, where they caſt anchor; and 
on the welt fide of the latter, is a large town, 
with a fort that commands the harbour, defended 
by a garriſon of about 300 Tartars. Ihe hnuſcs 

are low, but neady built. Some of the men 
going on ſhore, were carried before the g1crnor, 
who being informed that they were Ex; 27% , Who 
inter ded to trade, uſed them in a v. 'Ty fricncly 
manner, told them that he would give them 
aſiftance, but that they muſt not pretend to 
trade there, it being ablolutely forbidden. Be 
however ſent a pre'ent to the Captain, of a 
ſmall jar of four, iome cakes of fine — about 
a dozen of pine aP Pie s, and a few water melons, 
The next day, an officer who made a very grand 
appearance, came on board with a Ic ole coat, 
with b ecches and boots of black ilk, and a 
blac's ſilk cap. upon which was a plume of black 
and white feath.rs, bringing on board a preſent 
from the governor, of a verv fine fat hei ſer, four 
2 tu o large hogs, 0 large flat cakes of 
brea „tuo bat ets 6f Hour, two, jars of ſam-ſuu, 
or a: * ang 55 ars of hoe (hu, a Hrong plea- 
ſant liquor extracted from wheat, re:emblng 
mum. Ciopt, Rs , in return for theſe preſems, 
ſent the governor a gold chain, an Eng liſb cara- 
bine, and a curious Shani/h ilyer hiited rap-er, 
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and cauſed the nobleman to be ſaluted with three 
guns at his paſſing over the ſhip s ſide, 

On the 24th f 7. they ieſt the Piſcaderes, 
and ſteered for ſorac Hands between Freu and 
Laconia, knov a by no other name :han the Five 
Hes; aud on the oth of Avgaft, came to an an- 
chor on the caſt fide of the northernmoſt, in 
209, 20 north latitude. I bey imagined that 
theſe iflan'ls were uninnabi:ced ; bur, to their 
great ſur prize, they found three large populous 


towns, on the catt ſide of this lai itiand, all 


within a league of the fea. 'I'o one of tacſe 
iſlands they gave the name of the Pr':.c , Orange 
land: This is about eigut leagues long and 
two broal. To the northernmott, which is 
four leagues long, and a league and a half wide, 
Mr. Dam;icr gave the name of Craften, in 
honour of the duke of Grafton, in whoie family 
his wife then lived ; and to a third which hes 
ſouth of G27 und, they gave the name of 


Abrnouth- att, in honour of the duke of N- - 


mouth : hs Iii iſand is three league; long 
and «ne broad ; thele were the largcit of the 


number. One of the others they called BaGee, 


from a pleaſant liquor of that name; and the 
other they termed Coat and, from the number 
of goats they ſaw upon it. | 

Though Orange [and is the largeſt of the 
five, it 15 uninhabited on account of its bein 
rocky and harren, but Graftin and Aonmouth 
iands contain many peo; le; aud there is one 
town in Gt. Iſland. 

The hill: of rhe'e iſlands arc roch, but the

valleys have plenty of grals, and ais well wa- 


tered 
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tered with freſh running ſtreams. They pro- 
duce pine- apples, plantains, bananas, ſvgar-canes, 
cotton, pom ions. and potatoes, and are well 
ſtored with goats and hoys. 

Ihe natives are of a dark copper colour, and 
are ſhort and ſquat, with round faces, low fore- 
heads, and thick eycbrows. Their eyes are of 
an haſel co'our, and ſmall, but much bigger 


than thoſe of the Chrreſe ; they bave ſhort noſes ; 


their lips and mouths are of the middle ſize; 
they have white teeth and black thick lank hair, 
which they crop ſhort, ſcarcely permitting it to 
cover their ears. They go always barcheaded, 
and the men have no other cloaths but a cloth 
about their middle, and ſome of them a jacket 
made of plantain leaf, which is as rough as a 
bcar's f:in. I he women have, however, a ſhort 
pett coat of coarſe callico, of their own making, 
v hich reaches a little below their knees. But 
both ſexes wear car rings made of a pale yellow 
meta', retembling gold, which they dig out of 
the mountains. Mr. Dampier acknowledges, 
tiat he did no: know whether it was really that 
vaiuable metal, or not; tut obſerves, that though 
it looked at firſt of a fine colour, it afterwards 
fades, which made the people on board ſuſpect 
it, and prevented their purchaſing much of it, 
Their rings and other ornaments made of this 
metal, the natives rub over wich a paſte of red 
earth, then throw them into a quick fire, till 
they are red hot, in which condition they throw 
then into water to cool, and then rubbing off 
the palle, they apgcar of a beautiful luſtre. 

Their 
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| Their houſes are ſmall and ſcarcely five feet 

| high, made with ſmall poſts, wattled with 
| boughs. At one end of them they have a fire 
ace, near which there are boards, whereon 
they lie to ſleep on the ground. They live toge- 
ther in ſmall villages, built on the ſides of rocky 
kills, three or four rows one above another. 
© Theſe precipices are ſaid to be framed by nature 
alone, into different degrees, or as it were, deep 
© ſteps or ſtories ; = each of which, they build 
E arow of their houſes, each row being above the 
other, and to theſe rows they aſcend by ladders 
ſet in the middle from one row to another, which 
being drawn up, there is no poſſibility of climb- 
Ing to attack them; and to prevent their being 
ted from above, they chuſe a fituation 

where the back of the rock forms a ſteep preci- 
ve next the ſea. There is a kind of ſtreet to 
very row of houſes, which runs parallel with 

ue tops of the houſes in the row beneath. 

IE Theſe people are very ingenious, for they un- 
derſtand the uſe of iron, work it themſelves, 
and build very neat boats which reſemble our 
yawls. They have alſo larger veſſels, managed 
with twelve or fourteen oars. The women 
manage the affairs of huſbandry, while the men 
employ themſelves in fiſhing. With reſpect to 
their food, they make a dict of locuſts, which 
nt certain ſeaſons of the year come to devour 
their plants. Theſe they catch in nets, and 
afterwards broil or bake them in an earthen pan, 
„I and this diſh is not ill taſted. Their ordinary 
Han drink is water ; but they have a liquor, which 
+ ) | ate and colour, reſembles Exgli beer, 2 
is 
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this is made of the ſugar-cane, boiled and mixed 
with blackberries, which they aſterwards 
into jars, and let it work five or ſix days, when 
it becomes a ſtrong and pleaſant liquor, and i; 
called baſhee. Their language has no affinity 
either with the Chineſe or AMaulazan.; but our 
author obſerves, that Bulla :var, which ſignißes 
gold among the Indians of the Philippine- Mandi, 
15 the name they give to the yellow metal already 
mentioned. 

The only arms uſed by theſe people are 
lances, headed with iron; but they wear a 
kind of rmour made of a buffaloe's ſein, which 
reaches down to the calves of their legs, and has 
ſleeves. It is at the bottom three ſect wide, but 
comes cloſe about the ſhoulders, and is as ſtif 
as a board. Mr. Dampier could perceive no- 
thing like religion amongſt them, or any thing 
like civil government; there ſeeming to be no 
man above the reſt, except in his own family, 
for children behaved wth great reſpect to their 
parents; yet they appeared to have ſome ſort of 
laws; for during our author's ſtay there, he ſiw 
a young man buried alive, as he ſuppoſed, for 
theft. Each man has but one wife, who treats 
him with reſpect. The boys are educated to 
fiſhing, and the girls work with their mothers in 
the plantations, which arc in the valleys, where 
every perſon plants as much ground as is ſuffi- 
cient for the neceſſities of the family. They are 
a Civil, quict people, both to ſtrangers, and 
among themſelves, and though there were ſome- 
times occaſion for it, they neves quarrelled N 
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the Lygliſe, while they were there. They hate 
no coin; but part with their yellow metal in 
ins by guels. 

When the ſhip firſt came to an anchor, the 
natives had fo little ſuſpicion of being injured, 
that above io boats came round the veſſel, and 
thoſe who row ed them, made no ſcruple of 

ing on board; during all the time ſhe ſtav- 
ed there, they plentifu.ly ſupplie d the men 
with hogs aod'g '2's. Ciſpohug of a hog of four- 
ſcore pounds weight, for two or thre pounds 
of non, aud a go d fat goat for an old tron 
hoop ; beides a great quantity of y:ms, o- 
tators an d bathiec, for old nails, ſpizes, and 


leaden bullets. 
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CHAP. XII. 


They are driven out to ſea ; but return to the Five 
Iſlands, after which they ſail for Cape Como- 
rin, and come to an Anchor near Mindanao. 
The Death of Capt. Swan. Three Water Spout 
feen, and the manner in which they are formed. 
They arrive at Bouton Iſland, where they meet 
evith an hoſpitable Reception from the Sultan ; 
come to an Anchor on the Coaſt of New Holland, 
eith ſome Account of a Part of that Country, 
T hey then ſail to Trieſt, and arriving at the 
J/iand of Nicobar, our Author is with others, 
left on Shore, but are treated with great Civility 
by the Inhabitants ; he, however, leaves them, 
and arrives at the Engliſh Factory, at Achen; 
with a conciſe Account of our Author's Empley- 
ments, till bis return to England, and particu- 
larly of the painted Prince, brought by him into 


this Kingdom. 
HILE they continued at theſe iſlands, a 
W violent ſtorm aroſe, which drove them 
out to ſea, and they were ſeveral weeks expoſed 
to the violence of the tempeſt, before they could 
et back to the Baſhee Iſland. This laſt ftorm fo 

| — dann the men, that they reſolved to lay 
aſide the deſign of cruizing before Manila, and 
they were now more inclined to ſteer to England, 
than to undertake any other enterprize. How- 
ever, they were induced by the perſuaſions of 


Capt. 
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Capt. Read, to ſtcer for Cape C:morin. But as 
the eaſtern monſoon was at hand, our author ob- 
ſerves, that their neareſt and beſt way would 
have been to have paſſed through the ſtreights 
of Malacca 3 but Mr. Teate perſuaded them to 

round to the eaſt of the Plilippines. and keep- 
ing ſouth of the ſpice iſlands, to paſs into the 
[:4ian ocean about the iſland of Timor. 

On the zd of October, they failed from theſe 
iſlands to the ſouth, and on the 16th, came to 
an anchor between two iſlands, that lie to the 
ſouth-eaſt of Mindanao, where they haled their 
ſip on ſhore, to clean her bottom, and made 
for her afore-top-maſt, a fore-yard, a boltſprit, 
21d 2 new pump. 

While they lay here, a young prince belong- 
ing to one of the adjacent ſpice iflands came 
on board, and told them that Capt. Swan and 
ſome of his men were ſtiil in the city of Mindanao, 
where they were highly eſteemed for the great 
ſervices they had performed in ſighting againſt 
the Alfcores. As they were now ſo near him, 
Mr. Dampier attempted to perſuade ſome of the 
men to ſubmit to his command ; but this coming 
to Capt. Read's knowledge, he took effectual 
meaſures to prevent it. They were however 
afterwards informed, that moſt of Mr. Swar's 
men got off in different ſhips: But that he himſelf 
and the ſurgeon, going on board a Dutch veſſel 
in that road, were overſet by the natives, and 
crowned ; and that there was reaſon to ſuſpect, 
that this was done by Raja Laut's order, as well 
for the ſake of ſome gold the Captain had in his 
rollefion, and which fell into his hands at Mr.

Exrar's death, as in a revenge for his har'ng 
uttered ſome few fighting expretfors a, ai 6 
him. 

On the zd of Newvember, Capt. Read left theſe 
Wands, ſteering a ſouth-eaſt courſe, and on the 
22d, ſtanding three leagues to the ſouchward of 
the ifland of Cœliles, they perceived a large proa, 
in which were Co men, attended by fix ſmaller 
ones, whom they ſtrove in vain to allure on 
| board, by ſnewing them Dutch colours. On this 
: coaſt they found cockles of fo extraordinary a 
| fize, that the meat of one of them wa: ſuffcieat

to ſerve {even or eight people. 

On the zath of Nh er, towards the exen- 
ing, they {aw three water ſpouts, which are very 
dangerous to ſhipping, but any i! conf. quence 
from them is frequently prevented by firing 
great guns at them, in order to break them. a 
ſpout is part of a cloud, which hangs down 
ſeemingly floping, and fometimes b-nding like 
a bow, but never perpendicular ; after which, 
the ſea begins to foam, and the water moves 
gently round, till gradually increafing its wharl- 
ing motion, it flies upwards 100 pacts in cir- 
cumference at the bottom, but leficaing gra- 
dually to the ſmallneſs of a ſpout, through 
waich the ſea water is conveyed to the clouds. 
as is evident from their increaſe in bulk and 
blackneſs. The cloud which was before 1m- 
moveable, is then ſeen driving along, the ſpout 
keeping the ſame courſe for * half an hour, 
till the ſuction being ſpent, it breaks off, when 
all the water that was below the ſpout, or pen- 


dulous cloud, falls again into the ſea, wir 2 
terrible 
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terrible noiſe, to the deſtruction of any thing 
encath it. Iheſe fpouts arc however more 
tetriiying than dangerous. 

On the 6th of Danube, Mr. Read came to an 
anchor in an harbour en the eaſt-tide of the 
itand of 3z!cr, in 4. 54'. fouth latitude. 'T his 
ifand is 25 Jeagves in length, and four in 
breadth. Within u league of the harbour, and 
half a mile from the ſea, is a long town called 
Calloſafarg, ſcated on the top of a ſmall tall, in 
a plea ant plain, incloſed with a walk of cocoa 
uces, and beyond theſe, with a ſtrong ftone 
wall. The inhabitants are not unlike the Min- 
deraiars, though they are more cleanly. 'I hey 
are Mahometans, and tpeak the Malayan tongue. 
They are governed by a Sultan, who hearing 
that the ſlip was Eg, came on board, at- 
tended by ſome of his nobles, and three of his 
ſons, and auured Capt. Read, that he was at li- 
bert w to trade with his ſubjects for whatever he 
pleated, and that he was ready to ſerve him to 


the utmoſt oi his power. Mr. Read cauſed him 


t be ſaluted with five guns on his coming on 
board, and on his r2turning on ſhore, with the 
ame number. i he natives readily brought 
Luis, eggs, potatoes, and other proviſions on 
beard ; and the following day, Capt. Read, by 
invitation, viitzd the Sultan in his palace, which 
n a very neat budding. lie was received in a 
room on the ground floor covered with mats, 
alter his having ar{t paſied through a lane of 40 
naked folders, armed with lances: and in this 
apartment was entertained with cocoa nuts, betel 
aud tobacco, The Sultan, ſome time alter, made 
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him a preſent of a boy, each of whoſe jaws had 
two rows of teeth, and of two he-goats. Rice 
and potatoes were in great plenty upon this 
iſland, as were alſo ſeveral kinds of beautiful 
birds, particularly parrokeets, whoſe fcathers 
are beautifully coloured ; and particularly cock. 
adores, a bird as white as ſnow, with a bunch of 
feathers upon his head like a crown, and in cther 
reſpects reſembling a parrot. 

They ſtaid here till the 12th, when attempt. 
ing to weigh, they broke their cable, aud lot 
their anchor, which had hooked on a rock. 
However they got clear of the numerous ſhoals 
about theſe iſlands ; and on the 20th, paſſed by 
Omba, which in ſome maps is called Pertara, 
where they ſaw thick ſmokes by day, and large 
fires by night ; but though there is a good town 
contiguous to the ſea, on the north ſide of the 
iſland, the weather would not permit their ſtand- 
ing in for it. 

Having got clear of all the iſlands on the 27th, 
they ſteered for New Holland, which they fell 
in with on the 4th of Ferary 1683, in lati- 
tude 16. 50'. ſouth, and running along to the 
ealt, twelve leagues, came tc a point of la"d, 
to the eaſt of which, they anchored on the 5th. 

Neao Helland is a vaſt tract of land, but whe- 
ther an iſland or part of a continent, hithe:to 
but imperfectly diſcovered, is not certainly 
known; but our author juſtly obſerves, that te 
is ſure 1t joins neither to A. Africa, nor Art- 
rica. The land is dry and ſandy, and that pait 
had no freſh water, except what was got by 
digging ; many ſorts of trees are ſeen growing 
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in the country, at a diſtance from each other, 
with pretty long graſs under them, among which 
is one that produces gum dragon or dragon's 
blood; they however found no kind of fruit, 
nor ſo much as the track of any brute beaſt, ex- 
cept one which ſeemed to be the footſtep of an 
animal like that of a large maſtif dog. There 
are alſo very few fowls or ſmall birds, and the 


fea ſeems to be almoſt deſtitute of fiſh, except 


the manatees, and turtle, of which there are vaſt 
nty. 

The inh2bitants appear to he deſtitute of all 
the accommodations and comforts of life, they 
taring no houſes or coverings but the heavens; 
no garments except a piece of the bark of a tree 
ted like a girdle round the waiſt ; no ſheep 
or poultry, and neither boats nor iron to 
procure them better accommodations ; their on- 
y focd appears to be a ſmall fort of fiſh, which 
i brought in with every tide, and left in ſtone 
wiers. dall upon the ſhore for that purpoſe at 
lo water. Whatever they catch is equally di- 
rided, and ſometimes they have a few muſcles, 
cockle-, and perriwinckles ; but when theſe fail 
them, which through the care of providence 
ſeldom happens, they are in danger of being 
tarved. 'l hey are tall, flender, ſtrait, and 
frong limbed, with great heads, round fore- 
heads and large eye-brows. They have alſo 
thick lips, wide mouths, bottle noſes, black 
woolly hair, and a very dark complexion. They 
have no beards, and it is remarkable that the 
two foretecth of the upper jaw, are wanting both 
m men and women. But whether this is a 
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natural deſect, or that tlicy are pulled out by 
way of ornament, our author dos not pretend 
to determine. I heie feemet to Le n particular 
connections between the ſexes, ror any ſuch 
thing as marriage; fur to 2ppearance they lived 
in common; and Mr. Poicr could not diſco- 
ver whether they had either 1e!igion or cover. 
ment; but as ncither he Hr any one on board, 
could underſtand a tngle word &f their languaze, 
it is not improbable that ke mighit be mitlaten 
in ſeveral of theſe conjeEvres. Their only 
weapons are wooden lances, formed of a 
flrait pole made ſharp and nlardened at the end, 
and wooden ſwords. 

Theſe poor people were terribly ſrightened 
at the firſt appearance ct the ſhip's crew on their 
coaſt ; but their fears ſubſided, on finding that 
they had no intention to injure them. Some of 
the ſailors endeavoured to prevail with them, by 
giving them cloaths, to lend their aſſiſtance in 
taking in a ſupply of water ; but they could 
nnd no mears of making themſelves uncer- 
ood ; for the natives grinned at each other, 
examined the cloaths with ſeeming amazement, 
and then la:d4 them dov/n on the giound. 

While the ſhip remained here, Mr. Partie 
was threatened to be turned on ſhore, for endea- 
vouring to perſuade ſome of the men ta go oft 
to an Ei tatiory, a deiign which he had lorg 
na baured; but kad given over all thoughts d 
it, till a more convenient oppertuni y itould be 
preſented. ; 

On the 12th of March, they Jeſt this coaſt, 
in order to ſteer for Ca? . Cen, and on by 
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ov caſt anchor at a ſmal! woody iiland, 
30. fouth Jatituce, whe « they watered 
8 a great number of boot1cs and land 
crabs. On the 12th of „they reached the 
Wand of Tie „ Uh ch is rot above a mile in cir- 
cumference, but jo very lov, that it is quite 
orel f by the tice at hood, and yet it bears 
great plenty of cocoa nut, w.ta which they 
Locken themſelves, pane here 0 a quantity of 
iin, aad two 5 Fog alligators. 11 iis place th; V 
leſt on the 15th, anc on the zoth, to k a proa 
anchor r. wil four men on bord, whom Mr. 
Rad unjuilly kept priſoner, atter having feizcd 
their cargo, which conittted of cocoa nuts and 
oil, and f{unl:; the vette] to prevent Mr. Dampicr 
ard ome others, from inaking their eſcape. 

On the 5th of Mey, they came to an anchor 
at the rorth-weit end of tlie iſland of Nc ar, 
the moſt ſoutherly of a cluſter of iilands, to 
which it gives nume. Ihe chief commadities 
of which, are an. bergre aſe and fruit, which are 
brought en bond iuch lips as come iuto the 
woc, , by th ze natives. 

This iſland which is 12 leagues in length, and 
three or tour ia breadth, is ſituated in 79. 30“. 
north latitude, It enjoys a fertile foil, is well 
watered, aud forms a very agrecable landſcape 
ſrom 1 the ſea. Among the various {o"ts of trees 
rift here, : are jlenry of cocoas and 
mallories, 1 x keult a li. nt „rden colour With a 
ſmodt! = tenen rin, cf tie ſze of the 4 
he 

and of a dark 
with black eyes, 
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well proportioned noſes, long faces, and lark 
black hair. Ide women have no eye-brows, 
and probably pluck off the hair with a view of 
rendering themſelves more agreeable. The men 
wear only a kind of ſaſh round their waiſt, and 
ſwathed two or three times about their thighs, 
and the women have nothing more than a v 
ſhort petticoat, which rcachcs no lower than 
their knees. 

Their houſes, which are raiſed upon 
eight feet from the ground, conſiſt but of one 
room, and are neatly thatched with palme'to 
leaves. They have no appearance ot any ſettled 
government amongſt them, every perſon ap- 
pearing upon an equal footing. Ihe ate diſ- 
perſed atout the iſland, and theie are ſel- 
dom found above four or five houſes together. 
They have a few ſmall hogs, ſome cocks 
and hens, and plantains ; but neither rice, yams 
nor potatoes. They uſe proas, which hold 20 
or zo men, and make uſe of oars as we do, 
ſitting upon benches made of ſplit bamboo. 

Here Capt. Read took in a freſh ſupply of 
water, and ordered the men to heel the ſhip, in 
order to clean her. While they were here, Mr. 
Dam ier got leave of Capt. Read to go on ſhore, 
with his cheſt and bedding, and Mr. Hall and 
Mr. Ambroſe being alſo deſirous of leaving this 
profligate and umuly crew, came on ſhore with 
him. The place where they landed. had but 
two houſes, the maſter of one of which by ſigns 
inv:ted Mr. Dampier to enter, intimating, that in 
the darkneſs of the night he might t e expoſed to 
tome danger from the wild bealts in the woods, 
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Ur. C:ppinger, the ſurgeon, was very deſirous 
of following their example, but was prevented 
by force. However, the pilot they had brought 
from Pulp Cond:re, and the four men who had 
been taken in the Proa, were alſo left upon the 
land. The above pilot being a Pertugueze, and 
underſtan ling the Malayan, and other Indian 
tongues, was an uſeful member of this little 
community. 

About twelve o'clock at night, Mr. Read got 
under ſail, when thoſe on ſhore laid down to 
leep, which they did not dare to do before, 
kat he ſhould have revoked his leave, and have 
diſpatched ſome of his men to carry them on 
board by force, and indeed he would ſcarcely 
have permitted them to have ſtaid there, if he 
had imagined that they could find the means of 
kaving the iſland. 

Early in the morning, Mr. Dampier was viſited 
by his kind hoſt, accompanied by four or five 
of his friends, bringing with him a large cala- 
baſh of toddy. Though the Indian was at firſt 
lurprized to ſee the number of his gueſts ſo much 
encreaſed, he ſoon appeared perfectly ſatisfied, 
and fold them a proa for an ax, which one of 
them had catched up, and privately brought 
away with him, knowing it to be a good com- 
modity among the {ndians. This proa was as 
lage as a wherry, but they no ſooner got on 
board her with all their effects, but it overſet 
with them, and it took them up three days in 
drying their papers, and the other goods con- 
ined in their cheſts. However, with the 
alillance of ſome Achin ſailors, they ſoon = 

er 
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her to rights, and fitted her with a good maſt 
and balance-lovs or out liggers “, and then 
ſteered for the catt tice of the ifland, followed 
by rhe inhabitants, in eight or ten undes; but 
they were friphted away by Mr. {!z/, who fear- 
ing that ſuch a large company would increaſe 
the price of proviiions, fired a gun over their 
heads, which had like to have produced very 
ill conſequences; for the Aclin men, who were 
their mod uicful hands, were ſo terrified, that 
they leaped out of the canoc, and it was ſome 
time before they could be perſuaded to believe 
that no harm was intended them, and it fo in- 
timidated the inhabitants, that they brought 
them no proviſions, which they uſed to purchaſe 
for ſmall ſtripes of cloth and old rags. 

Now the inhabitants every where appeared to 
oppoſe their landing ; but in 2 day or two Mr. 
Damficr and Mr. Hall, leaping on ſhore in the 
fight of great numbers of them, ſoon made peace 
by ſhaking them by the hand, upon which, they 
were as plentifully ſupplied with proviſions as 
uſual. Theſe conſiſted of mallories, the pulp of 
which being taken from the rind and the core, 
and prefled together, may be preſerved fix or 
ieven days: Some hens, and a few cocoa, 
with ſome large cocoa-nut ſhells, filled with 
about eight gallons of water. With only theſe 
ſea ſtores, they left Niccbar on the 15th of May 
1088, ſteering directly towards Achiu.

® See an accurate deſcription of theſe proas in Com- 
modore Anſen's voyage, at the conclution of Chap, XI. 
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On the iSth. the ſ:y became overſpread, and 
2 halo or bright circle encompaſſing the ſun, 
made them apprehend an approaching ſtorm, 
and indeed the tempeſt was ſoon fo violent, that 
they every moment expected to be ſwallowed up 
by the ſea. However, on the 19th in the morn- 
ing, after ha. ing been dreadſully buffctted by 2 
tzmpett of wind. rain, thunder, and lightening, 
they to their great joy heard one of their Ain 
men, cry Pu- ay, which is an ifland ſituated 
near the nortuh-weſt end of Sumatra; but about 
noon they diſcovered that the high land 
they had miſtaken for that iſland, proved the 
gelden mountain of Sumatra; the next day 
kezring for the ſhore, they came to an anchor 
pear tue mouth of a river, 36 leagues to the eaſt 
of Zebin, and being half dead with the fatigues 
e the voyage, were conducted to a {mall Shin 
bun near the river, where they were kindly 
teated by the inhabitants, and ſtaid tiil June; 
but finding that tt.cy recovered their health but 
touly, they refined to make the beft of their 
wy to the En7/7/5 factory at Achin; for which 
purpoſe they were provided with a proa, that 
carried them thither in three days, where they 
vere received with great hoſpitality, and treated 
na very friendly manner by Mr. Dennis Driſcol, 
vho was in the ſervice of the EAI India com- 
pany, and ſerved as an interpreter between them 
add the Sabardar, or chief magiſtrate. 

Here Mr. Dampier coatratiel an acquaintance 
wh Capt. Beavrey, who would have perſuad- 
ed him to ſail with him to Pera, in quality 
& boatſwain; but he declined accepting of this 

propoſal 
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propoſal, on account of the ill ſtate of his heal, 
However, Mr. Hall and Mr. Ambroſe entered o 
board Mr. Bowwrey's ſhip, and afterwards Mr. 
Dampier engaged with Capt. Nelli, unde 
whom he made ſeveral trading voyages, for up. 
wards of fifteen months, and afterwards entered 
as a gunner to an Exgliſb factory at Bencoclen, 
but quitted that employment five months after, 
from a diſlike to the governor of the ſort. 
Upon this coaſt he ſtayed till the ycar 16q, 
and then embarked for Eng/and, on board the 
Defence, Capt. Heath commander, when he ws 
; obliged to make his eſcape by creeping throogh 
one of the port holes; for the governor had te. 
voked his promiſe of allowing him to depar, 
but he brought off his journal and moſt valuable 


8 the 25th of January 1691, Capt. Heath 
ſailed in company with three other ſkips, but 
had not been long at ſea Leſore a ſatal diſtempet 
raged on board, which was attributed to the bad- 
neſs of the water that was taken in at Benccala, 
during the land floods, when it is often imprey- 
nated with the tinctures of poiſonous roots « 
herbs. Upon this occaſion, Capt. Heath be- 
haved extremely well; for he not only con- 
ſtantly kept watch himſelf, but ſupplied the man 
with ſome of his own tamarinds ; for the mol 
effectual remedy they could diſcover, was mixing 
this fruit with the rice they cat. By this diiten- 
per they loſt above 30 of their men, and had 
ſcarce ſo many left as were ſufficient to bring 
them to the Cape of Goc d. Hope ; but by the 
aſſiſtance of a Dutch Captain and his men, they 

Came 
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came to an anchor there in the beginning of 
April, when the ſick were ſet on ſhore and ſup- 
plied with beef, mutton, and other refreſhments. 

Here Mr. Dampier alſo landed with the painted 
prince, that had been given him by one Mr. 
Mcedy, who had bought him and his mother at 
Mindanao, and afterwards went with Mr. Dam- 
ſier to Bencoolen, when, at parting, he gave him 
half the ſhare in this painted man and his mo- 
ther, and left them in his cuſtody. I hey were 
born in the iſland of Meangis, which, as he told 
our author, abounds in gold, cloves and nut- 
megs. He was curioully painted on the brealt, 
betwixt his ſhoulders, and on the back, but moſt 
of all on the fore part of his thighs, after the 
manner of flower work. This Mr. Dampier un- 
derſtood was performed by pricking the ſkin, 
and then rubbing into it a gum, which flows 
from a tree called damurer, uſed in ſome parts of 
the Indies inſtead of pitch, and he told Mr. Dam- 
pier, that thoſe of his country wore golden ear- 
rings and bracelets about their arms and legs, and 
that their food was fowl], fiſh and potatoes. As 
to his captivity he ſaid, that as one day he, his 
father and mother were going in a canoe to one 
of the adjacent iſlands, they were taken by ſome 
Mizdanaian fiſhermen, who ſold them all to Raja 
Laut's interpreter, with whom he and his mother 
lived five years as ſlaves, and then were ſold for 
bo dollars, to Mr. Moody. Some time afterwards 
Mr. Mcody made Mr. Dampier a preſent of his 
other ſhare in them; but the mother died ſoon 
to our author had much ado to ſave the 

$ life. X 
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By the above ſickneſs, Capt. Heath s ſhip was 
ſo thinned, that he was obl ged to accept of the 
ſervice of ſome Dutch iailors, „ privately de. 
ſeried to him from other ſhips, either for the ſake 
of profit, or of ſpeedily returning to Europe, 

Alter ſta ing here fix weeks, they left the 
Cape on the 23d of May; on the 20th of Jun 
they arrived at St. Helena, and ſailing trom 
thence on the 2d of July, anchored in the 
D:vns on the 16th of September, 1691, where 
they found ſeveral Exgliſb and Dutch ſhips pre- 
paring to cruize againſt the French, with whom 
we were then at war. Mr. Dampier, after his 
arrival in the Thames, being in want of money, 
ſold at firſt, part of his property in the painted 
prince, and by degrees all the reſt. After which, 
this Indian was carried about for a ſight, and 
ſhewn for money, but at laſt died of the ſmall- 
pox at Oxford. 
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CHAPEL 
The Duke end Dutcheſs Privateers ſail from 


Kingroad, and arrive at Corke, Profecute 
their Voyage to the Canaries. Several Mutinies 
fuppreſt., A Deſcription of the Iſland Grande, 
on the Coaſt of Brazil. The Shark and Pilot 


Fiſo deſcribed. 
128 the many expeditions concerted 
by the merchants of Briſtol, none appears 

more remarkable than that of the Duke and 
Dutcheſs, ſent in concert to cruize in the South- 
» a voyage attended with many ſingular 


circumſtances, and a great number of events, 
ap that 
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that are at the ſame time curious and enter. 
taining. Of this voyage, two accounts have 
been publiſhed, in the form of a journal. One 
by Capt. Rogers, and the other by Capt. Cele, 
The former of which we ſhall chiefly follow, 
but where any explanatory circumſtances and 
deſcriptions which he has omitted, are neceſſam, 
we ſhall take them from the latter. 

On the 1ſt of Auguſt 1708, the Dale, a ſhip 
of 300 tons, 30 guns, and 170 men, com- 
manded by Capt. Woodes Rogers, and the Dutcbeſ 
of 270 tons, 26 guns and 151 men, commanded 
by Capt. Stephen Courtney, weighed from Krny- 
read ; on the 5th they had fight of the +: 
ſhore, and the next day entered the cove of 
Corke. 

_ they continued here, their crews were 
conſtantly marrying, though they expected tt 
fail — ; — — others there was 
a Dane joined by a Romiſh prieſt to an Iriſh wo- 
man, without their underſtanding a word of each 
other's language, ſo that they were forced to uſe 
an interpreter, yet this pair ſeemed more aflifted 
at their ſeparation than any of the reſt, and the 
fellow continued melancholy for ſeveral days 
after they were at ſea. However, the others 
drank with their new wives to the laſt minute, 
concluding with ſucceſs to their voyage, and 
their happy meeting, and then parted unddn- 
cerned. They here took in a freſh ſupply of 
men, and had double the number of officers 
uſual in privateers, to prevent mutinies, 
that they might be provided for a ſucceſhon of 
officers in each ſhip, in caſe of mortality. The 
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complement of ſailors in both ſhips was 333, of 
which above one third were foreigners from 
moſt nations, and ſeveral cf her majeſty's ſub- 

on board were tinkers, taylors, hay- 
makers, pedlars, and fiddlers, one negroe and 
about ten boys. 

On the firſt of September, having agreed upon 
ſignals, they ſet fail, in company with the 
//ings man of war, with whom they continued 
till the 6th, when Captain Pau/, her com- 
mander, ſupplicd them with ſeveral neceſſaries, 
the want of which had been over-looked, as 
ſerubbers, iron ſcrapers for the ſhip's bottoms, 
a ſpeaking-trumpet, and other things, without 
accepting of any thing for them. The ſhips 
crew were then called upon deck, and the cap- 
tains informed them, whither they were bound, 
in order that they might exchange with Capt. 
Paul any hands that were averſe to ſo long and 
dangerous a voyage; when only one man 

red diſcontented, and he ſeeing all the others 
fied, readily agreed to follow the fortune of 
the reſt. 

On the 10th, about ſix in the morning, they 
faw a ſail, to which they immediately gave chaſe, 
and about three in the afternoon made her bring 
to, after having fired at her twice. From ſome 
words dropt by a few of her men who were 
drunk, ſhe was ſuſpected to have contraband 
goods on boar; but having examined the men 
and ſearched the ſhip, they found it would be 
very difficult to prove her a piize, and being un- 
wiling to hinder time by carrying her into port, 
they let her go without the Icaſt emmbezilement ; 
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upon this, the maller made Capt. Rogers 2 
preſent of wo hams and ſome dried beef, in re. 
turn for which, he received a dozen bottles of 
redſtreak cyder. She was a ſhip belonging to 
Stadt, of 22 guns and 270 tons, and on her 
leaving the coucert ſhips, ſaluted them with 
four guns. 

While Capt. Rogers was on board this ſhip, a 
deſign had bcen privately formed by the boat- 
ſwain, and three other interior ofticers, with ſe- 
veral of the men, in order to make a prize of 
her, and on her being given up, they began to 
mutiny ; but their proceedings were ſoon ſlopt 
by putting ten of them in iruns, diſplacing the 

tiwain, and giving a ſevere whipping to one 
of the principal fomenters of the diſturbance. 
Some inclination of the lame kind alſo appeared 
among the people on board the Dutchæas; but it 
ſubſided, when thoſe of the Dake were quelled. 
They had however afterwards a great deal of 
trouble with theſe mutineers, who did more mil. 
chief when in irons than before, by ſtirring up 
the men to releaſe them, pretending that they 
ſuffered in the cauſe of the crew, who ovght 
therefore to riſe and reicue them ; and on the 
14th, this ſtorm aroſe to ſuch a height, that a 
ſailor came up to Capt. Rogers at the ſteerage 
door, and with the beſt part of the ſhip's com- 
pany at his heels. demanded the diſcarded boat- 
ſu ain out of cuitody. Ihe Cartain gave him 


fair words, and having decoyed him to a private 
conference on the quarter deck, ſcized him, by 
the aſſiſtance of the other officers, and had him 
lathed by one of his principal comrades. Tie 


Next 
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next day he ſent the mutinous boatſwain in irons 
on board the Crown galley of Biddeford, which 
had kept them company ever ſince the 6th inſtant, 
and on the 16th, diicharged the priſoners out 
of irons, on their humble ſubmiflion, and ſo- 
lemn promiſes of behaving well for the ſuture. 
On the 18th, at five in the morning, they ſaw 
2 fail right a head, and at ten came up with, 
and took her. She was a ſmall Sante ſhip 
bound from Tencri to Fuerteventura, with ſe- 
veral men and women paſſengers cn board. The 
next day they bore away for Oratawia road, and 
ſent away the prize's boat, with one of the 
owner's agents, a prieſt, and the matter of the 
prize, to treat about ranſoming the veſitl, and 
to get wine, proviſions and other neceſſaries for 
both ſhips. Theſe priſoners were accompanied 
Mr Carleton Yanbargh, agent for the owners 
on board the Duke, who went contrary to the 
mclination of Capt. Rage. In the morning of 
the 2cth, a boat came from the town with a 
letter from the Engl merchants reſiding there, 
in which they expoſtulated with the two Cap- 
tains, for making a prize of the bark, alledging 
that there was a free trade agreed to in thoſe 
iſlands, between her Majey Queen Anne, and 
the Kings of Prance and San, which had been 
ſo religiouſly obſerved by the latter, that they 
had cauſed an Exglih ſhip taken there by a 
French privatecr to be reſtored. This letter 
was ſigned by / Pauly: conſul, aud three 
mercaant-. 
To this ep idle rhe Capta'ns immediately re- 
turned zu am wer, at having no inſtructions 
relating 
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relating to the Spaniſb veſſels trading 
thoſe iſlands, they could not juſtify parting with 
the bark, without ſome order or proclamation 


of her Majeſty. That in caſe Mr. YVarburgh wy, 


not reſtored, they would carry away all the pri. 
ſoners, and if they apprehended any detriment 
to the Englih factory, they might ranſom the 
bark, and ſeek their redreſs in Eng/and. Aﬀer 
other letters had paſſed between them, Mr. Cra 
one of the Englih merchants came off in a boat 
on the 22d, bringing with him Mr. Vanburgb, 
together with five butts of wine, hogs, grapes 
and other refreſhments. Upon which, Captains 
Rogers and Courtney cauſed the goods to be taken 
out of the prize, fold the bark to Mr. Croſſe for 
450 dollars, and put the priſoners on board her. 
After which a committee was held, by whom the 
whole of this tranſaction was examined and uns- 
nimouſly approved. | 

On the latt of September, they ran by St. Lucia, 
one of the Cape de Verd iſlands, and about eleven 
o'clock came to an anchor in the harbour of &. 
Vincent, when ſeeing ſeveral men on ſhore, and 
knowing the iſland to be uninhabited, Capt. 
Cooke went in the Pinnace, to learn who they 
were, and found them to be Por , come 
from the iſland of Sz. Anthony to catch turtle. 
This iſland lies in 169. 55”. north latitude, and 
25%. 36 longitude from London. They found 
that it contained hogs, goats, and great numbers 
of Guinea hens, and in the road they caught 
plenty of fiſh. In the woods they found abun- 
dance of large ſpiders, the bodies of which were 


as big as ſma l walnuts, and their webs being 8s 
I ſtrong 
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as ordinary threads and very numerous, 
were troubleſome to get through. While they 
ly there, new diſturbances — among the men 
in relation to plunder ; upon which, ſuch articles 
were framed as were unanimouſly agreed to by 
the crews in both ſhips. 

While they ſtayed here to clean their ſhips 
and take in wood and water, they tent their 
linguiſt with a very reſpeAful letter to the Go- 
rernor of theſe iſlands, vefiring leave to traffick 
for refreſkments, as being the ſubjects of Great- 
Britain, and allies of the crown of Portugal. 
Some time after, the deputy-governor, who was 
a negroe, came on board the Duke, bringing 
with him hogs, fowls, oranges, limes, water 
melons, muſk melons, tobacco and brandy, for 
which he was paid in prize goods of little value, 
and having afterwards ſtaid ſome days for the 
linguiſt, it was reſolved to ſet ſail without him. 

Of theſe iſlands, which are ten in number, 
there are only ſeven. inhabited, which are &. Jago, 
St. Nicholas, Bonavifia, St. Arnicnio, Brava, 
Maye, and Fuego, fo called from its volcano. 
St. Jago and St. Nicholas are the molt populous, 
the former is the ſeat of the Governor and a 
biſhop's ſee . However, the iſland of St. Vincent 
is a better road for ſhipping than Sr. Jago. Here 
ſome of the Duke's people, went on ſhore in 
ſearch of game, but could ſtart none, except 
a wild aſs, which notwithſtanding its being 
wounded, eſcaped, after having led them a long 
chaſe. The land of this iſland is maintainous 
and barren, and its air not very healthy, great 
part of it being over-run with wood ; but 

EE though 
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though many of the people grew ſick here, they 
were relie ved by bleeding. 

On the evening of the Sth of OZcber, the de. 
puty-governor was ſet on ſhore, at a part of the 
iſland vhere there were no houſes, and therefore 
was obliged to ſpend that night in a cavern, 
4 key then fet fail tor the coaſt of Prazil. On 
the 22d, Mr. !'age, ſecond mate ot the Datch, 
being ordered to ſerve cn board the Duke, he re. 
fuled to change his ſhip, and itruck Capt. Coke 
for inſiſting he ſhould. However he was at laſt 
brought on bontd the Duke, tor being charged 
with mutiny; he defired to go to the head to 
eaſe himiclt betore he wade h is defence, which 
being permitted, he jumped overboard, in h 
of getting back to the Dutcheſs, while both the 
Captains were abſent, but he was taken up, po- 
niſhed and laid in irons. 

On the 18th of Nowember, they anchored be. 
fore the iſland of Grande, on the coaſt of Brazil, 
in 11 fathoms water. While they lay there 
new quarrels aroſe on board the Dutcheſs, upon 
which Capt. Couriney immediately put eight of 
the ringleaders in irons, which frighted the reſt, 
and probably prevented their attempring to run 
away with the ſhip. On the evening of the 
2oth, Capt. Cite and Lieut. Pope were diſ- 
patched to Argre de-Reys, by the Portuguezt 


called Neſra Seniora de la Conceftione, a village 


at about the diſtance of three leagues, with 2 
preſent to the Governor of butter and cheeſe, to 
deſire his friendſhip, but as they approached the 
ſhore, the inhabitants believing them to be 


French, fired at them ſeveral times, though 
without

without doing them any damage, but on diſco- 
vering their miſtake, begged their pardon, The 
Governor being gone to Nie 7ereiro, a city 
welve leagues ditant, they were entertained 
with great civility by a friar, who informed 
them that they had been lately plundered by 
the French. 

On the 22d, ſeveral of the inhabitants came 
in canoes from the town with fowl, corn, limes, 
&c. which they exchanged for trifling neceſſaries. 
Capt. Rogers and Capt. Courtney behaved to them 
vi great civility, and promiſed a handſome 
preſent to ſuch of them as ſhould ſecure any of 
the men who might happen to deſert. 

On the 23d, a Portugucze veſiel laden with 
neproes for the ſervice of the gold mines up the 
country, came to an anchor near the ſhips, when 
Capt. Rogers ſent the Pinnace, with ſeveral per- 
ſons armed, to inquire whence ſhe came, to which 
her Captain returned a very ſatisfactory anſwer, 
and ſent a pot of ſweetmeats and ſome very fine 
ſugar, as a preſent to the Exgliſhß commanders. 
A ſhort time before, ſome French buccanneers 
put in here to water, ſcized about 1200 pounds 
weight of gold in boats, which were carried by 
water, becauſe the road by land from the mines 
to Rio Janeiro was almolt impaſiable. 

About this time, two perions on board the 


| Dutcheſs, attempted to make their {cape into 


the woods, but in the night weic ſo tripghtened 
by the noiſe made by the monkeys and Liboons, 
which they took to be tygers, that they ran 
back, plunged into the water, and called out to 
the ſhip, in order to be taken on board. This 
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however did not prevent two Tr; landme 
eſcaping intothe woods ſoon after. On the 
23d, about four in the morning, the watch on 
the quarter-deck, __ canoe, called to 
the men to come on board, but they not anſwer. 
ing, and ſtriving to get away, it was ſuſpeled 
that they had e'ther got the two men, or wer 
going to fetch them off the iſland, u which 
the pinnace and yawl, were immediately ſent 
after them, and the pinnace, coming near the 
canoe, fired in order to ſtay them, bat to no pur. 
Poſe, till one of the Indians who rowed the cance 
was wounded : He who owned the canoe and 
ſteered her was a friar, who had a quantity af 
gold which he had got at the mines. This friar 
ran the canoe on ſhore in a little iſland full of 
wood, at the inſtant when the Pinnace and Yayl 
landed, and was running away, when a Ports- 
gueze who had no gold to hide, and knew the 
others to be Eng/i/h, called the friar back, who 
with ſeveral ſlaves, were taken on board the 
Duke; but the wounded Indian died in two 
tours. Capt. Rogers made the friar as welcome 
as he could, but he was not to be comforted for 
his looſing his ſlave, and declared that he would 
ſeek for juſtice either in Portugal or in England. 
On the 24th, Mr. Dover and Mr. Vanbuyb 
went to divert themſelves in the pinnace, and at 
their return brought with them a creature that 
ſtunk intolerably. Its ſkin was covered with 
fur, ſtuck full of ſharp prickles like thoſe of an 
hedge hog, and its bod reſembled a mankey s. 
The Portugueze, among whom were ſeve 
Franci/can friars, coming to the fide of —— 
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Armed that it was delicious food, and that its 
ofenfive ſmell aroſe only from the ſkin. How- 
erer none of the ſailors had any inclination to 
ue it. 

On the 27th of O her, Capt. R-gers, Capt. 
(:artney, an! ſome of the other officers went in 
the boat t) Angre de Reys, to ſee a proceſſion in 
honour of the conception of the Virgin Mary. 
They were treated with great politeneſs by the 
Pirtugueze Governor, who delired that their 
nut-, which conũſted of two trumpets and an 
uutboy. might alliſt at divine ſervice inſtead of 


u 0-gan, which was readily graated. When 


the ſervice at church was over, the muſicians, 
vio were by this time half drunk, marched at 
the heal of the proceſſion, in which was carried 
n:enſe, the hoſt, and an image of the Holy 
Virgin, adorne. with flowers, e:compaſſed with 
ighted was candles, an! cairied on a bier by 
four men, followed by the guardian of the con- 
rent, about 40 prielis and friars, the Governor 
of the town, with Capt. Rogers, Capt. Courtney, 
ud the o her officers of the thips, each of whom 
tad the complaiſance to carry a wax taper. The 
rear was cloſed by ſome junior prieſts, and the 
principal inhabitants carrying conſecrated can- 
des. As ſoon as the ceremony was over, an 
handſome entertainment was provided at the con- 
rent for the Engl; gentlemen, and another at 
ie guard houſe by the Governor, whoſe rei - 
dence was at about three miles diſtance. 

Angre de Reys is poorly built, it conſiſting only 
of about 60 low hauſes, covered with palmetto 
leaves, but it has two churche: and a monaſtery 
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of Franciſcans, which is very neat and plaia!y 
furniſhed Fut though theſe friars had ſome 
black cattle, they did not chuſe to diſpoſe of any 
of them. 

The officers being returned on board, the 
boat was ſent back to the town for liquor, with 
an inv tation to the principal gentlemen to return 
the viſit on board, to which they agreed, and 
ſpent the time with great mirth. In their cups 
they toaſted the Pope's health, while Capt. Re. 
gers, in return, toaſted the archbiſhop of Canter. 
Bury, and William Penn, the celebrated quaker, 
which they pledged with great good humour, 
As the weather was hazy the whole company 
lay on board all night, and in the morning were 
ſet on ſhore in the boat ; Capt. Rogers making 
the fathers of the convent a preſent of ſome 
butter and cheeſe. They were all highly de- 
lighted with their agreeable entertainment, and 
promiſed to take the greateſt care of ſome letters 
that were 2 them to be tranſmitted by their 
mears to Frgland. 

The iſland of Grande is about nine leagues 
long, and both that and the main is very high 
la-d. It is covered with wood, and affords 
plenty of good timber, and excellent water. It 
abounds with monkeys and other wild beaſts; 
and with oranges, lemens and guavas, which 
grow wild in the woods. The neceſſaries th 


got from the town of Argre de Reys, (which is 
ntuated on the cuntinent of Bragil; on the other 
ſide the harbcur formed by this iſland) were 
rum, ſagar and tobacco ; beef, mutton, hogs, 
row, {zdiar corn, bananas, pine apples, plan- 

tains,

ly 
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tains, guavas, lemons, and otanges ; but 
have nv bread there except cali:zdo, which they 
call Faranada Pan, or broad of =voc.', and they 
have no kind of ſallading. While tho thi: s tfard 
here the winds were but it le variable they c m- 
monly blowing between the north and eaſt, and 
the weather was extremely hot. he rivers and 
bays abound with Sch, the moſt remarkable are 
the ſhark, which has three rows of teeth, a very 
h ſin, and when eaten taſtes very ftrorg, 
eſpecially the old ones: They are frequent]; ten 
feet long, and thougu commonly atten ed by 
one or two ſmall fiſhes, called a pilot nth, are 
faid never to «levour them, beca ſe t ey fund 
out their prey. Ihe thark is very heavy, and 
his mouth being below the head, he is obliged . 
to lie upon his back, in order to catch his 
prey; and in this manner often ſeizes men 
who are ſwimming, taking off a limb at a bite: 
But though he is extraordinary ſtron, in the 
water, he is ſoon drowned by playing with a 
line. 

The pilot fiſh, when ſwimming :n the water, 
greatly reſemoles a mackre!, and looks as if he 
were painted blue and yhite in a circular manner 
reſembling a barber s pole. There other 
fort of pilot fin, which hen ou” 6: the vater is 
ef a deep bluc. ouly its bei is e a ighter co- 
lour than it be and f des, e les are tooth 
like thoſe of a tench, and it: vac': ineckled like 
a feal's ſcin.

The Duke and Dutcheſs fail from the Bay of

N the firſt of December, the Duke and 
Dutcheſs ſailed out of the bay cf Grazde, 
and on the 23d, made land, which was ſup⸗ 
poſed to be Fallland . und, and as they ran 
along the ſhore, it ſeemed to reſemble ſome part 
of England, it having ſeveral good bays and 
valleys ; it made a very agreeable appearance, 
and they obſerved abundance of ducks and ſmall 
fowls, beſides ſhoals of f ſti, but could perceive 
no ſigns of inhabitants. U hey gueſled it to be 
about go miles long, and 70 in breadth. The 
body of this iiland lies in about 519. 200. ſouth 
latitude, and 649. weſt longitude. 

On the fifth of January, they had a violent 
ſtorm, which ſoon filled the waſte of the Dutcheſs 
with water, to ſuch a degree that it was expected 
ſhe would fink every moment, and at nine at 
night, as the men were going to ſupper, ſhe 
ſhipped a ſea at the poop, which beat in all the 
cabbin windows and bulk head, and hove the

but as 
on ſhor 
were ſh 
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with ſeveral mufl:ets and piſtols that hung there, 
darting a ſword that was againſt the bulk head 
of the cabbin, thro' a hammock and rug which 
belonged to Capt. ( 4s fervant, that hun 
aoainlt the bulk head of the ſtecrage, and bad 
not the bullꝭ head of the great cabbin given way, 
all who were in the other cabbin mult inevitably; 
have been drowned, betore the water could have 
run off. I he yawl was ſtaved on the deck, and 
it is ſurprizing that many were not killed with 
the bulk head, the ſhutters, and the arms that 
were driven with prodigious violence, How- 
ever one or two of the men were hurt, and not 
a rag of cry cloaths I ft in the ſhip ; - their 
cheſts, hammocks and bedding being all ſoaked 
in water. x 
On the 15th, they flood to the northward, 
found ſmooth water in the South Seas, and ſaw 
ſeveral albatrofies, pintados and other fea ſo w liʒ 
and, on the 17th, found by a good obſervation, 
that they had got round ( ate Hern, Terra dl 
Fuego, and the treights cf Alas clan, and were 
to the northward of Cale Nera. The men 
began now to drop off with the fcurvy; but on 
the 20th, they made land, which they tock to 
be S/. Vary's ///and, on the coait of Chili, and 
continuing to ſteer to the north, they on the 31ſt 
faw the iſland of Juan Fernandes, when Mr. 
Dover, ſecond Captain of the Dute, went ON in 
the zfternoon in the Piunacæ, in ſearch of provi- 
hions, and to find the beſt place to anchor in; 
but as ſoon as it grew - dark, a fire was obſerved 
on ſhore, on which it was coadcuded that there 
were ſhips in the road; and as it was believed 
M 3 that 
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that the light proceeded from French veſſels at 
anchor, and that they ſhould be obliged either 
to fight them or to continue in want of water, 
the thips were ordered to get ready to engage. 

While they were under theſe ap prehenhons, 
they ſtood to the weſtward, in order to fali in 
with the ſoutherly wind, till having palled the 
land, they returned back to it again, and run. 
ning cloſe up to the north-eaſt ide, the ſqualls of 
wind which blew from the ſhorc, forced them 
co reef their top-ſails, when they opened the 
middle bay, where they expected to have found 
the enemy; but ſaw all clcar, ana no ſhips 
eicher in that bay or in the other to the north- 
eaſt, About ncon the 7Jaww/ was ent aſhore 
with Capt- Dower, Mr. Fry, and ſix men well 
aimed. Mean while the Duke and Dutcheſs ke 
turning to get in; bu: ſuch heavy ſqualls blew 
from the land. as forced them to let go their top- 
ſail ſheet, and to keep all band to ſtand by the 
ſails, for fear of their being carried away by 
theſe winds, I heſe ſqualls proceeded {rom the 
land, which is very high in the middle of the 
iſland. 

Ihe re- not returning, Capt. Rogers ſent his 
Pinnace, with the men armed, to ſce what wa 
the occaſion of her ſtay, for he began to le 
afraid that the Spaniards had a garriſon there, 
and might have ſeized them. He therefore put 
out a ſignal for the Taso, and the Dutcheſs 
ſhewed a French enſign: However, the /znnact 
ſoon returned from the ſhore, bringing not only 


a great quantity of cray fiſh, but a man . 
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in goats ſkins. who made a very wild and un- 
couth appearance. 

This perion had been four year- and four 
months on the iilind, being left there by Capt. 
Stradling, who comman d a ſhip called the 
Cingue Ports, of whicy this man, whoſe name 
was !lexander Selim, had been mailer; and 
Capt. Da pier being at that time in to ſame 
Whip, now telling Mr. Rogers, that £-/4+ 4 had 
a the beit man on boar her, he tmmedacy. 
e him mate ot His own ſhip. It was he who 
ethe i.re the night before, on his ſeeing the 
ps, which he judged to be Exglih. During 
bis ſtay hee, he ſaw ſeveral ſhips paſs by; but 
only two came to an anchor, belonging to Spa- 
wards, from whom he with difficulty eſcaped. 
Had they been French, he would have ſub- 
mitted ; but he choſe to run the hazard of dyir 
ene on the iſland, rather than to fall into the 
bands of the Spaniards in thoſe parts, becauſe he 

rehended they would murder him, or make 
fa ſlave of him in the mines: For he juſtly 
ſeared that they would ſpire no ſtranger well ac 
Squainted with the South Seas, Iheſe Spaniards 
had landed be tote he knew what they were, and 
kcme ſo near him, that he had much ado to 
eſcape, for they not only thot at him, but pur- 
Hed him to the woods, where he climbed to the 
top of a tree, at the foot of which ſome of them 
made water, without ſeeing him, and afterward; 
killed ſeveral goats juſt by: But went off again 
withou covering him. 
bet he was born at Large in the 
WoL * in Scotland, and war bred a fu 
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from his youth. Ihe reaſon of bis being left 


there was a difference between him and his 
Captain, which, together with the ſhip's being 
leaky, made him at firft willing rather to ſtay 
here, than to go along with him, and when he 
was afterwards deſirous of going, the Captain 
would not receive him. He nad been before at 
the iſland to wood and water, when two of the 
ſhip's company were left upon it for ſix months, 
till the ſhip which had been chaſed thence by two 
French South-Sea ſhips, returned and took them 
on board. 

Re had with him his cloaths and bedding, with 
a firelock, ſome powder, builets and tobacco, a 
hatchet, a knife, a kettle, a bible, ſome pradii- 
cal diſcourſes, and his mathematical books and 
inſtruments. He provided for himſelf, and 
ſought for amuſement, as wel! as he could, but 
for the frſt eight months, had much ado to bear 
up againit meJancho]ly, and the terror which 
frequently aroſe in his mird at being left alone 
in ſo deſolate a place. He built two huts of 
Pimento wood, covered them with long graſs, 
and lined them with the ſkins of the goats he 
ſhot for food, as long as his powder laſted, 
which was no more than a pound. He got fire 
by rubbing two ſlicks of pimento wood together, 
upon his knee. In the leſſer hut which was 
built at ſome diſtance from the other, ke dreſſed 
his victuals, and flept in the larger, where he 
alſo employed. himſelf in reading. ſinging pſalms 
and praying, ſo that he ſaid he ws a better 
chriſtian, while in this ſolitude, than he was 
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before, or than he was afraid he ſhould ever 
be again. 

At firlt he never eat any thing till he was con- 
frained to it by hunger, which partly aroſe from 
us g ief, and partly {rom the want of bread and 
laut, nor did he yo to bed till he was unable to 
watch any longer. 't he pimento wood, which 
burns \ erv clear, not only ſerved him for fire and 
candle, but refreihed him with its fragrant ſmell. 
He might have had fiſh enough, but as he wanted 
falt, he did not chuſe to eat them, becauſe they 
occatoned a looſeneſs, except cray fiſh, which 
are there as large as our lobſters, and are very 

d; theſe he ſometimes boiled, and at others 
oiled, as he did his goat's fleſh, of which he 
made very good broth ; for they are not ſo rank 
as ours. He kept an account of 500 which he 
had killed, during his reũdence here, and of his 
having caught above as many more, which he 
marked on the ear, and then let them go. 

When his powder failed, he took the goats by 
his ſwiftneſs of foot ; for being cleared of all 
groſs humours by the continual exerciſe of walk- 
ing and running, he ran with ſuch wonderful 
ſwiftneis through the woods, and up the hills 
and rocks, that the ſwiſteſt goat in the iſland 
was ſcarcely a match for him, as was obſerved 
by the perſons on board the Dale and Datcheys, 
who, while they fiay'd there, employed him to 
catch goats, and having a bull dog, ſent him 
from one of the ſhips with ſeveral of their nim- 
bleſt runners to aſſiſt him, he diſtanced and tired 
both the dog and the men, caught the goats, and 
ran back with them on his back. He told ow 

at 
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that his agility in purſuing a goat, had once like 
to have colt him his life; for he was ſo eager] 
engaged in the purſuit, that he catched hold of 
it upon the brink of a precipice, of which he 
was not aware, the buſhes concealing it from his 
view, ſo that he fell down a prodigious height 
with the goat, and was ſo ſtunned and bruiſed 
with the fail, that he lay there about 24 hours, 
and on his recovering his ſenſes, found the goat 
dead under him. He was ſo hurt chat he was 
ſcarce able to crawl to his hut, which was about 
a mile diſtant, or to ſtir abroad again in ten 
days. Mr. Se/irk at laſt came to relith his meat 
well enough without ſalt or bread, and in the 
2 ſeaton had plenty of good turnips, which 
ad been ſowed there by Capt. Dampier's men, 
and had now overſpread ſome acres of ground, 
He had cabbages enough from the cabbage trees, 
and ſeaſoned his meat with pimento, commonl 
called Jamaica pepper. He alſo found a black 
pepper called malageta, which was proper for 
expelling wind, and a good remedy for griping 
in the guts. He ſoon wore out all his cloaths 
and ſhoes, by running in the woods ; upon 
which he made himſelf a coat and cap of goat- 
ſkins, which he ſtitched together with ſlender 
thongs of the ſame ſkins; though he had no 
other needle, but a nail, and when his knife 
with which he cut theſe thongs, was worn to 
the back, he made others as well as he could of 
ſome iron hoops that were leſt aſhore, which 
he beat ſtraight, and ground upon flones. Hav- 
ing ſome linen cloth by him, he ſewed him ſome 
ſhirts with a nail, and ſtitched them with the 
worlted 
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dorſled of his old ſtock inge, which he pulled 
cut on purpoſe, and he had his laſt ſkirt on when 
he was diſcovered in the iſland. His bein 
chlioved to go barefoot, made his feet become fo 

that he ran every where without difficulty, 
and it was ſometime after his being found, before 
he could wear ſhoes, for not being uſed to any 
long, his feet ſwelled on his firſt attempting 
tw walk with them. 

after he had conquered his melancholy, he 
ſometimes diverted himſelf with cutting on the 
trees his name, the time of his being left, and 
his continuance there. He was at firſt muc'; 
peſlered with rats, that bred in great num- 
bers from ſome which had got aſhore from 
ſhips that put in there to wood and water. 'The 
rats gnawed his feet and cloaths while he 
lept, which obliged him to cheriſh the c::5 
by feeding them with goat's fleſh, when ma- 
ny of them became ſo tame, that they would 
lve about him in hundreds, and ſoon delivered 
him from the rats. He alſo tamed ſome kids, 
and to divert himſelf would now and then fing 
and dance with them and his cats, fo that by the 
favour of providence and the vigour of youth, le 
being now only :0 years old, he at laſt conquered 
all the inconveniences of his ſolitude, and grew 
very eaſy. 

At his firſt going on board, he had ſo much 
forgot his language for want of ule, that he could 
ſcarcely be underſtood, for he ſeemed to ſpeak 
his words by halves, a dram was immediately 
offered him, but he would not touch it, for as he 
had drank nothing but water fince his being there, 

he 
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he had an averſion to any thing ſo ſtrong 2 
ſpirituous liquors, and it was ſome time before 
he could reliſh the ſhip's proviſions. He could 
give no account of any thing produced in the 
land, that had rot been before diſcovered by 
the Exgliſb, except ſome black plumbs, which 
were very good, but hard to come at. The trees 
that bear them growing on rocks and high 
mountains. Great numbers of pimento trees 
were found there, ſome of which were Cc feet 
high, and about two yards in circumference, 
and cotton trees that were Rill higher, and near 
four fathoms round. 

The winter laſts no longer than June and Juh, 
and is not then ſcvere, there being on'y a flight 
froit, and a lite hail ; and the heat of the ſum- 
mer is equally moderate, there being neither 
much thunder nor tempeſiuous weather of any 
tort, and he ſaw no venemous nor ſavage crea- 
ture on the ifland.* 'T his acccunt gave Darid 
Defee the hint of writing his ingenious romance 
of Robinſon Cruſee. 

On the zd of February, they got the ſmith's 
forge on ſhore ; Capt. Rogers alto tet the carpen- 
ters to work, and had a little tent made for 
himſelf. The Dutcheſs had alio a tent erefted 
for her ſck men; a few of thoſe on board were 
empioyed in ſupplying the reſt with fiſh of ſeveral 
ſerts, of which there was great abundarce. 
here were {ea ſowls in the bay as large at geele, 


but they eat fiſhy ; and Mr. Se/kirk, to whom

Juan Feriendes, in Anſon's voyage. Chap. III. 
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they gave the name of Governor, never failed to 

re them two or three goats a Cay for the 
ick men, by the help of which, together with 
the greens, and the wholſome air of the iſland, 
they ſoon recovered of the ſcurvy. They ſpent 
their time til: the 10th in refitting their ſhips and 
taking in wood and water, and alſo in boiling 
up about 80 gallons of ſea lion's oil. of which 
they might have made ſeveral tons had they been 
provided with ve:icls. '1 his oil they refined for 
their lamps, in order to ſave candles ; the ſailors 
fo ſometimes fryed their meat in it, for want 
of butter, and found it agreeable enough. The 
men alſo eat young ſcal, of which, as well as 
the ſea lion+, they found vait numbers on the 
hore ; the / preferred them to the thip's provi- 
fons, and thought thele ſcals as good as Engli/h 
lamb. 

As they bad been informed at the Cærartes, 
that hve ſtout French ſhi -s were about to fail into 
theſe ſeas, thev made what halte they could to 
get al: the r neceiſaries on board, and on the 13th 
of February, a conſultation was he d, in which 
ſeveral regu ations were made for preſerving ſe- 
creſy, diſcipline, and tri: honey on board both 
reliel-, and the next day weighed, in order to 
cer for the iſland of Lobes e la Mar, having 
buried only rwo men in the :lland.

CHAP. u.. 


Doſcription of the Birds called Boebies and fling 
F ip. Several Prizes taken. An Account 
the I/iands called Lobos de la Mar. 4 Deſcent 
jon Guaiaquil concerted, and the Town of 
Puna taken by ſur; rize. 

N the 17th of February, they made land, 

which was ſuppoſed to be the iſland Pe 

Jaros, and on the 24th, crotied the tropic of Ca- 

pricorn, when they ſaw ſeveral tropical birds, 

among which were the boobies ; thele are about 
the bigneſs of a mag-pye ; the feathers are black 
and white on the top ot the back and wings, and 
white underneath : the eyes are large, the beak 
is red, and the tail conſiſts of only one feather, 
which 1s about a foot and a half long ; they fly 


high, and are ſuppoſed to live on fiſh, but ae 


ſeldom ſecn any where but near the tropics. 

On the zd of March, at which time the 
weather was very hot, they ſaw ſeveral trees and 
pieces of wood floating on the water, with many 
bunches of weeds, and abundance of ſea larks 
about them, ſome of which Capt. Cooke ſhot in 
the Pinnace, as alſo a boobie that was almoſt 
white, and a ſeal, which immediately ſunk : with 
the ſiſgig they ſtruck a very large ſun fiſh, but it 
at laſt got away : It ſwam very lofty, and came 
cloſe to the boat when they ſtruck it. They 
alſo ſaw ſome fiying fiſh, which are long and 

| ſlender, 
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fender, with a very large eye, the body re- 
ſembling that of a mullet in ſhape and colour. 
They fly ſometimes near as far as a gun ſhot 
before they touch the water, and then, wetting 
their wings, mount up again, being chaſed by 


of | their enemies the doly}hins, who ſwim fo ſwiftly 


that they often catch them on their falling into 
the water, and ſometimes theſe fiſh drop into 
the ſhips. 

On the 14th in the afternoon, they ſaw a ſail, 
and the Dutcheſs, being neareſt, ſoon took her. 
the was a ſmall veſſel, bound from Guaiagui/ to 
(heripe, to load for flour, and had been out 16 
days; the maſter and men were all Indians, there 
being only one Spaniard who was a paſlenger. 
They had nothing on board but about the value 
> 501. in money. "They informed us that all 
the French ſhips were gone home ſome months 
before, ard having ruined the chamber of Seville 
were to trade there no more. They added, that 
the Syaniards had ſuch an averſion to the French, 
that at Callas, the ſea-port for Lima, they 
tiled many of them, and quarrelled ſo fre- 
quently with them, that for ſome time before 
they ſailed from thence, none were ſuffered to 
p aſhore. The priſoners alſo told them that 
there had been no enemies in thoſe parts, fince 
Capt. Dampier was there four years before, and 
that Capt. Stradling's ſhip the Cinque Ports, who 
was Dampier's conſort, foundered on the coail of 
Barbacom, where only he, and fix or ſeven of 

men, were ſaved; but being taken in 
their boat, had been ever fince kept priſoners at 
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Lima, where they lived much worſe than Mr. 
Selkirk had done in the iſland of Juan Fer. 
Panaes. 

Having manned the prize with Exgliſb ſailors, 
they haled off cicle on a wind for Lobos, but 
had they not received ſome information from 
the prize's crew, might have endangered their 
ſhips by running in upon the ſhoals between 
the iſland and the main; on the 17th 
came to an anchor between the two iſlands 
of Zobos de la Mar, together with their prize, 
which the next day they prepared to fit out, as 
a cruiſer, under the command of Mr. Stratton, 
calling her the Beginning; and having on the 
20th, ſtored her with proviſions, and manned 
her with 32 men, ſhe put out to ſea, together 
witch the Dulce. On the 26th, the Dutcheſs 
brought in another prize: She was of 50 tom 
burden, and had a cargo of timber, ſome cocoa 
nuts and tobacco, which laſt was diltributed 
among the crews of the Duke and Dutcheſs, 
Having on the zoth, cleaned and refitted the laſt 
prize, ſhe was named the Increase, after which, 
the ſick in both ſllips were carried on board her, 
under the care of the ſurgeon, and Mr. Selkirk, 
as maſter. 

The two largeſt of theſe iſlands are called 
Lobos de la Mar, to diſlinguiſh them from thoſe 
named Le de la Terra; they are about fix miles 
in length, and about 16 leegues from the conti- 
nent. They aſſord neither wood, water, not 


any vegetable. Ihe ſoil is a «hite clay mixed 
with ſand and rocks, and {ycra! veins of late. 
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There is here, ho ere, g od riding for ſhips in 
bout 20 fathoms water. [lere are abundance 
of carrion crow, which looked at a diſtance ſo 
kke turkeys, that + apt. Cote at lauding, bleſſed 
kimf-If at the ſight, hoping to fare deliciouſly, 
ed was fo eager to have them. tha: he would 
dot ay till rhe boat could pat him aſhore, but 
jeapt into the water with hi gun, and getting 
tear enough to two of them ti at were fitting on 
a rock, let fly at them: but when he came to 
tke up his game, it ltunk inſutterably, and made 
. Rogers : ind the o her oll cats very merry at 
bis mi. ike. The other bi:ds in thefe itland- are, 
renguins, pelicans, boobies, and a fort of fowl 
ke teal, that bu: rough in the ground. Ihe 
dips crews got loads of theſe laſt. which they 
Lined, and praiied the 2 a> being excelent 
pat Thy found abundance of buiruſkes and 
£12 jars, which the Spar? - ſa! men had luft 
ca more; for all over this co, they ute jars in- 
lead of caks, for oil, wine, and all other forts 
of liquids. 

Here are ſome ſca lions, and abundance of 
ſeals much larger than thoſe at Juan Fernandes; 
but the fur is not fo fine. They killed fev+ 4 
a the ſai:e of their livers; but a Spartard, vt 

25 once of the crew, dying ſudienly after his 
eating of them, this kind of food was forbidden. 
The priſoners accounted old ſeals very un- 
whole tome . 

The wind which always blew freſh over the 
land, brought a very offenſive and noifome ſmell 
zoard, from the ſeals on ſhore, which gave 


Capt Ragers a violent head- ach, and every body 
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elſe complained of it, though nothing ſo offen- 
five had ever proceeded from the. ſeals on the 
ſhores of Juan Fernandes. 

They were informed by their priſoners, that 
it was thought the widow of the late Viceroy of 
Peru would ſhortly embark for Acapulco, with 
her family and riches, and ſto at Paita to refreſh, 
or {ail within fight of it, in one of the King's 
ſhips of 3t guns, and that arout eight months 
bef re. a ſhip with 200,0- o pieces of eight, and 
a biſhop with a quantity of plate on board, be- 
ſides a cargo Of four and !:quors, had paſſed by 
Pata for Acapulco. hey alſo added, that they 
had left one Svigaor DM.:rel at Pair in a ſtout 
ſin baden with dry goods. That he was bound 
for Lima. and tha: they expected in a few days 
the arrival of a ſip nchiy laden from Panama. 
Upon this advice. they agreed to ſyend as much 
time as poitble without difcoverirg themſclves. 

On the zr of ri they found the fea of the 
colour ot blood. w hich appeared upon infpettion 
10 be cauſed by the ſonven of fiſh, which ſwam on 
is forface. On the ſecond, Mr Fry took a 
prize in the Pirzuare, and on bringing her in, 
the proved the fit beforemertioned, commanded

Frorilons; the command of this veſſel was 
given to Mr. Fry. The day following, the 


Begirrirg took a prize of 53 tons burtken, laden 
with 
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with timber and bound for Lia. She had the 


value of about go or 1001. in plate and mo- 
ney, and by this veſſel they were informed, that 
the biſhop already mentioned was coming by ſea, 
from Panama to Lima, upon which information, 
the cruizers were ſtationed in ſuch a manner as 
ſeemed to bid fairelt for ſhortening his voyage. 

On the 1 2th of 4pr:/, it was reſolved in a com- 
mittee, not to ſend the Beg:;-ning prize into Paita, 
as had been agreed on, for fear of a diſcovery ; 
bat to attempt the town of Guaiagui/, | he en- 
terprize to be conduRed by the three Captains, 
Regers, Courtney and Dower ; the firſt to com- 
mand 71 officers and ſailors ; the ſecond to be at 
the head of 7 3 men, and the third to command 
a company of 70 marines; Capt. Dampier to 
command the artillery, with a reſerve of 22 
men; Capt. Edvard Cooke was to command the 
Dutcheſs with 42 men; and Capt. Roher: Fry, the 
Due with 40 men. The blacks, Indians, and 
ptiſoners were about 266 more. 

On the 13th, they haled in for Cape Blanco, 
when a committee being held, it was agreed for 
the encouragement of the officers and common 
men, that all gold rings, buttons and buckles, 
bedding and cloaths, liquors and provitions, 
with all ſorts of arms, except great gun: for ſhips, 
ſhould be allowed as plunder, to be equally di- 
vided among the men on board, or on ſhore, ac- 
cording to their whole ſhares; and that all 
wrought gold or filver, crucihxes, and watches, 
ſound about the prifoners, ſhould alſo be plun- 


der, except money, women's car rings, looſe 


diamond, pearls and precious tones; and that 
none 
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none ſhould keep any plunder. but deliver it to 
his othcer publickly, to be depoſited in a place 
appointed, and entered in books for the ſatis- 
faction of all concerned ; but that thole who 
ſhould commit any d:forder on ſhore, diſo 
command, quit their poit, or b have cowardly 
in any action, ſhuuld loole their ſharcs of the 
plunder aud be ſeverely puniſhed. 

On the 15th in the morning, they ſaw a fail 
near the ſhore, and having little w.nd, the Duke's 
boat, commanded by Capt. Fry, and the 
Dutcheſs's by Capt. C:oae, rowed off for her, in 
ſuch haſte that ncither of them had the ſwivel 
guns they uſcd to carry in the boats, nor their 
full compliment of men; and only ten mu kets, 
four pitols, and not much powder and ſhot, nor 
any water. hey rowed very hard to come up 
with the flip. jor the ſpace of fix leagues, when 
the Dudes boat coming firit near her, the put 
out S colours, tired a gun at the boat, and 
horted a pon Dag at the maiu-top maſt head, 
I tc Dudes Foat then lay by ſor the other to 
come u. ' nc diſpute became hot, and con- 
tinued fo ſr a long tune. the boats keeping a 
conttant fire. and the enemy anſwering it, by 
wh:ch they killed Capt Rogers's brother, and 
another peifor, and wounded one in the Duke's 
boat, and two in the Dutch-/s's. At length the 
Dudes boat finding the enterprize too difficult, 
bore away, and ſome time after, the other did 
ſo tco. When Capt. Fry putting ſome of his 
men on board the Dutche/.'s boat, with a ſupply 
of powder and ſhot, Capt. C2:4e attacked her 

Zain, and the flips coming up, the Spaniards 
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frack to the Datel. This was the ſhip they 
had fo long expected. She had been built by 
te French, had 70 blacks, and many patſengers, 
with a conſiderable quantity of pearls on board; 
bat they had tet the bithop on ſhore with his 
praſore, and leveral of lis attendants at Pont 
K. Helena. 

On the 1 th, every thing being in order, the 
nen intended for the deſcent upon Guaiagul, 
amounting to 201, went on board the two barks, 
when Capt. Cooke was ſent for on board the 
Dutcheſs, and Capt. Fry to the Dale, to take 
cre of the ſhips, prizes, and priſoners, which 
rere to keep at a convenient diſtance from the 


| barks, to prevent their being diſcovered by the 


enemy, after which Capt. Rogers and his barks, 
together with Capt. Courtney, came to an anchor 
of: Punta irena ; then taking to their boats, 
with 40 men, they made for Puna, an iſland 
covered with ſwamps, and over-run with man- 
groves, and in the morning, came to grapling 
cloſe under the land, out of fight of the look- 
outs. At ſeven in the evening, the ſhip- came 
to an anchor, between S-. Clara and / umbex, 
when the boats weighing, rode within half a 
mile of the town, and came again to a grapling, 
tar fear of being diſcvered, in ſuch a manner, 
tat they had the appea;:nce of drift timber 
pon the water. At four the best morning, 
they got up cloſe ith Para, i cu cd all the 
canoes and bark logs, and { iz & tne Governor 
of the town, with abou: © of the people. by 
whom they were allured tha the inn Viact of 
Gueizguil could have nu intimation of their being 
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ſo near, thoſe who had fled from Pura, having 
taken refuge in the woods. T hey found in this 
town a paper that had been ſent from Lina, 
copies of which it ſeems were diſperſed all along 
the coaſt, to give notice that Capt. Dampier 
was ag in arrived in thoſe ſeas ; they were how- 
ever pretty well ſatisſied that they ſhould be able 
to execute all their deſigus, before any forces 
could arrive at Lima.

CHAP. N. 


Cuaiaquil taken and rarſomed: A Deſcription of 
that City, and the neighbouring Country, 


N the 21ſt of April, the Begiuxing was ſent 

a-head towards Pcint Arena, on the iſland 
of Puna, fir fear of danger, but ſhe found 
there only an empty veſſel, riding cloſe under 
the Point. This was a Spaniſh bark, ſent to load 
ſalt, but the men ſeeing the Engliſi approach, 
thought proper to abandon her. All apprehen- 
tions were now entirely removed, and therefore 
at ſive in the afternoon, the barks and boats 
rowed for the town of Guaiagui/, and at eleven 


faw a light in the town, upon which they rowed 


as gently as poſſible, for fear of being diſcovered, 
till they came within a mile of it, when they 
heard a centinel call to another, talk ſome time, 
and bid him bring fire. Perceiving that they 


were diſcovered, they rowed over to the other 
fide againſt the town, ſaw a fire made * 
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thecentinels talked. and ſoon after many lights all 
over the town, and at the water fide; thev heard 
them ring the alarm bell, fire ſeveral vollevs, 
and ſaw them light a fire on the hill where the 
deacon was kept, to give notice that they were 
come up the river. At this the b ats ca ne to a 
pling, and ſuch a hot d:f,aute aroſe among 
— ot the chief ofticers, that they were heard 
on ſhore ; but tle i not underitanding 
what they ſaid fetched au Exgliſfiman to intori (et 
what they heard. Ilowever, before he G ie 
the diſpute was over. This account they had 
from the very EM Ln. who afterw ards 
joined them, and procceded on the voyage. 
The diſpute aroſe from a council held in the 
fern of one of the boats, to rcfolve whetier 
ſhould land immediately or ſtay till day 
break, and the officers differing in their opinions, 
it was agreed, that ſince they did not know the 
= and ſince the bars in which were near 

f the men, and the artillery, were not come 
up, to ſtay till day light, when it was hoped the 
barks would join them, and therefore they fell 
a little way down the river to meet them, hear- 
ing at the ſame time ſeveral musket ſhot en their 
way, which they at firtt thought might proceed 
from the Spaniards along the ſhore. 

On the 22d at day hreak, they ſaw ore of the 
barks at anchor cloſe under the ſhore, within a 
mile of the town; and at flood the other 
coming up the river, they rowed back to the 
bark, which had fired at ſome fiſhermen, who 
were paſſing by, and whom they took. All their 
forces being now joined, they held a ccuncil * 
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the Pinnace, procceded up the river, and ſent 2 
flag of truce, with the Captain of the Frend 
built ſhip, the Governor of Pura, and another 
priſoner ; then towed up the barks a- breaſt of 
the town, andi came to an anchor. 

When the Captain of the French built ſhip 
came to the Corregidaor, or Mayor of the town, 
he asked the number of the n lib, which the 
Captain magnified. Ihe Cre idar anſwered 
they were boys and not nin; but the Captain 
replied he would fin they were men; for they 
had fought him bravely in their open boars, 
though he had killed one of the commander's 
bro hers, and wounded and killed others, and 
therefore adviſed him to agree to ranſom the 
town ; for though he had 30 men he would 
not be able to withſtard them, to which the 
Corregidor return d. My horſe is ready. 

On the 23d. having towed the barks cloſe up 
before the town, the Pirnace wet up the river 
aiter ſome veſſels, and brought ix of. them to an 
anchor by the backs, they alſo td poll: Lion of 
two new ſhips of a! out 400 tuns each. They 
then went on Tore with 2 flag of truce, and the 
Gorvcrnor (ain Oi hou d one of the Dries, 9 
agree a out the ran'om of the town d Hips, 
and to purch ile the regrovs a pagdts, for hi h 
he olſered 40 pieces of eight ic: bate, one vil 
another: aftir th s he Gente d here to 
pre: ail o the gent enen Of the ; ty agree 
about the ravtom, promiciny 12 meet the ap- 
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the river again, to ſee for more ſhips, but 
returned without finding any. However they 
took ſeveral canoes, with ſome plate on board. 
After mid-night the centinels haled a boat which 
came on board them with one gentleman ſent by 
the Corregidore, with a preſent of two bags ot 
four, two ſheep, and two hogs ready Killed, 
wo jars of wine and two of brandy, afluring 
them, that the Corregidore would have been in 
them according to appointment, had not one 
of the principal mei chants been abſent; but hat 
he would come off by ſeven o clock in the morn- 
mg, and deſired them to believe hem to be a 
man of honour. 1 he three commander: re- 
wned their complime: ts to the Corregidore, 
md their thanks for his p:eſent ; and deſired 
that he might be told that they hoped he would 
convince them of his being a man of honour, by 
meeting them at the tin.e appointed, otgerwiie 
te tieaty ſhould be at an end. 

At ſeven in the morning, they ſaw a flag of 
truce on board ogg of the new ſhips, when man- 
ung their Piu, Ace, they ſ.nt their lingu ſt with 
a promiſe that if the Corrig dore came on beard 
the prize, he ſhould be at liberty to return. 
Upon which he came w:th thiee perſons more. 
The two frigates barks wer: then ordered cloſe 


and every thing got rcady for landing, in caſe 
be agreement {hould be broke off. 

The firſt propoſals made by the three Cap- 
wns, were. that ,o pieces of eight ſhould 
be paid for the ranſom of the town, the two now 
fips, and the fix barks; beſides which, the 

Vor. vI. O Governor 
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Governor ſhould be obliged to buy off the goody 
and negroes thev had taken in the prizes, at 
certain ſlipulated prices, to be paid within the 
term of nine days. To the latter the Spaniard 
agreed, offering to leave two hoſtages for the 
performance of the promiſe ; but refuſed to give 
the ſum demanded for the town and ſhips, al. 
ledging that they had men ſufficient to protect 
them. When imagining that the Corregidore 
only wanted to gain time, they threatencd, if 
ti eir demands were not immediately complied 
with, to ſet the town and ſhips in a blaze before 
night. However the Corregidore and other 
gentlemen agreed to buy the cargoes, and to 
give hollages for 40,000 pieces of eight for the 
town, the two new ſhips, and the barks ; but 
being unwilling to ſign this agreement, till it 
was c-nfirmed by the principal perſons in the 
town, and an Iadian coming in a canoe to ak 
the Corregidore whether he had agreed, and that 
in caſe he had not, his men were ready, and wait- 
ed only for his orders to begin the attack, it was 
propuſed to ſeize him: but he alledging that it 
was contrary to the flag of truce, he was ſet on 
ſhore again, and an hour's time given him, to 
get his men ready. However the boat went 
and came two or three times, with the flag ot 
truce, but the Governor and Captains not 
agreeing, they towed nearer the ſhore, wearing 
tne Union Jack at their main-top-maſt heads. 
At four in the afternoon the men landed, fred 
on their knees at the brink of the bank, and, 
having loaded, advanced with ſuch bravery, that 
the Spaniards fired only one volley and ws 
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while the Eg preſſing forwards, purſued them 
with the greateſt intrepidity, and on their enter- 
ing the ttreets, ſaw four guns pointed at them, 
before a ſpacious church ; but they no ſooner 
came in ſight, than the horſe moved off with 
| precipitation. Capt. Regers then called to his 
men to run and ſcize the guns, and advanced 
himſelf at the head of ten of them, within piſtol 
ſhot ; which boldneſs ſo intimidated the enemy, 
that after one general diſcharge they all fled, ex- 
cept the gunner, who was an /ri/-mar, who ſtaid 
till he received four wounds, of which he after- 
wards died. A body of the Exgliſʒ now coming 
up, under the command of Capt. Courtney, avd 
Capt. Dover; Mr. Rogers ſtaid to ſecure the poſt 
he had ſo bravely gained, and took poſſeſſion of 
the church, where about 12 priſoners were 
taken, while the others marched to the farther 
end of the town. 

It is obſervable, that from the time of their 
landing till their ſeizing the guns, and taking 

ſleſnuon of the church, which was above a 
urlong from the water ſide, was not more than 
half an hour. The guns were now turned upon 
the enemy, and My. Donpir placed at them with 
a guard of 25 men; but the Spaniards ſoon eva- 
cuated the town. However it was thought 
proper to ſet five or fix houſes that fronted the 
church, on fire ; theſe burnt all night, and part 
of the next day. The reaſon of their burn- 


ing theſc houſes, was, there being a hill near 


this quarter, and thick woods, under cover of 
which, the Spaniards might annoy the guard, 
which was within musket ſhot : And indecd 
C3 2 they 
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they kept firing all night out of the woods at the 
c-ntinels, or any others who ſtirred out of the 
guard, but without doing the leaſt execution; 
and ſeveral parties of horſe and foot came down 
without making any attempt. 

In the mean while the Durcheſi's pinnace, 
with 22 men, commanded by Lieut. Connelly, 
went up the river, landed at every houſe, took 
the plate and whatever elſe of value they found, 
and had ſome skirmiſhes with the enemy, and 
in particular chaſed 35 horſemen well armed, 
who were coming to aſſiſt the inhabitants of 
Guaiaquil. They found the houſes up the river 
full of women, and at one place there were 
above a dozen handſome well dreſſed young 
ladies, from whom they took ſeveral gold chains 
and ear-rings, but behaved with ſuch civility, 
that the women offered to dreſs proviſions for 
them, and brought them a cask of good liquor. 
Some of the largeſt gold chains, the ladies h:d 
concealed by faſtening them round their midd es, 
legs and thighs ; but the women in thoſe hot 
countries, being thinly clad wich filk and fine 
linen, the men by preſhng on the out. ſide of 
their apparel, felt their chains, and modeltly 
deſired them, by means of their linguiſt, to take 


this houſe for proviſions a+ they returned doæn 
the river. when the ladies expreſf d no uncaf- 
neſs or ſarprize at a ſecond vit. The, had 
taken a large empt bark in their progr ſo, but 
abandon. d her. They returned on the 24t! in 
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but they all imagined that the want of ano her 
boat prevented their obtaining more than double 
that ſum, for while they ſearched on one fide, 
the canoes and bark-logs, croſſed the river in 
their ſight, carrying many people with their 
ſubſtance out of their reach. hey alſo told 
Capt. Rogers, that they had ſeen above 300 
armed horſe and foot in ſeveral parties, ſo that 
they apprehended the enemy, under the pre- 
tence of paying a ranſom, was endeavouring 
to gain time, till they were capable of over- 
powering them by numbers, when they agreed, 
in order to prevent their being ſurprized, to 


aſſemble in a body at every alarm. 


On the 24th, the Er2/14 colours were kept 
flying on the towers of the church, where Mr. 
Diver kept guard all day. while the Captains 
R-gers aud Caurtney took c:re to have hat they 
found moſt uſeful, conveyed to the water fide. 
The Governor of Pura, with another priloner, 
were the ſame day ſent to the enemy with propo- 
fals for ranſomiug the town; but returned in the 
evening with an ambiguous anſwer ; however 
they deſired to be ſent back again the next 
morning 

They were this day informed that the enemy 
were comi 1g down the hill, on which the alarm 
was given, and part of the men being left with 
the guns, Capt. Rogers marched wita the reſt, 
and met Capt. Courirey with his company on 
the bridge, retiring, who immediately reported 
that the enemy was numerous, and well armed 
in the north of the town. However the Cap- 
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forces, which did not exceed 70 men, went 
forward to meet them, when the Spaniards did 
not chuſe to face them, but upon their ad- 
vancing, retired into the woods, when the two 
Captains not agreeing about keeping poſſeſſion 
of that end of the town, marched back, taking 
ſome of the moſt valuable effects which were 
carried on board the barks. 

On the 25th of April. the priſoners returned 
with an offer of zo, ooo pieces of eight, as a 
ranſom for the town, thips and barks to be paid 
in 12 days, which the Captains did not approve, 
as they were apprized that the Spaniardt, had 
diſpatched an expreſs to Lima, to expedite the 
expected fuccours. The ſame day the enemy 
apr eared thick in the woods. and as they ſome- 
times cane out, the gurrds had ſome skirmiſnes 
with them, and the afternoon was ſpent, in 
ſhipping off pro\ iſions from the town. and mik- 
ing preparations for their ſecurity, in caſe they 
ſhould be attacked in the night. when it was 
thought proper to join all their forces at the 
main guard, where they had their cannon 
mounted. At night they lay in the church, 
round which centinels were placed within a 
musket ſhot of each other, every man keeping 
his arms and ammunition in exact order, and 
being ready to riſe at the leaſt alarm. 

At night, a Frenchmen in Capt. Rogers's com- 
Pany, who with ſome others had been ſent to 
ſtrengthen Capt. Courtrey's quarters, ſtanding 
centry, ſhot one of the ſailors dead; for an order 
having been given to ſhoot every perſon in the 


night, 
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night, who did not anſwer on being challenged, 
he called out to him in French, which the other 
not underſtanding, thus unhappily loſt his life. 
On the 26th in the morning, Capt. Courtney 
returned to his guard, to cover the men who 


were carrying proviſions, and other plunder on 


board the ſhips, and the Captains lent their final 
anſwer, that the town ſhould be ſet on fire by 
three in the afternoon, if ſufficient hoſtages for 
the payment of 30,000 pieces of cight within fix 
days. were not immediately delivered; but at 
two in the afternoon the priſoners returred frm 


the enemy's camp, with two horſemen, who n- 


formed them, that the Spariards had agreed to 
this propoſal, and that the Governor uf V, 
who had been very inſtrumental in concluding 
the agreement, with an old gentleman taken on 
hs one of the barks, were to remain as 
hoſtages for the performance of it, and that it 
theſe gentlemen were not thought ſufficient, 
theſe m—_— offered to remain priſoners ; 


which was refuſed, and they permitted to return 


to the camp. in order to bring back the agree- 
ment ſigned. The two hollages lay that night 
at the Fxgliſ quarters, and the next morning 
were put on board one of the ſhips, while the 
Engliſb drew off from the city with drums beat- 
ing and colours fiying, by which means the 
Sfaniards were left at liberty to return to their 
houſes, Capt. Regers bringing up the rear with 
a few men, picked up many piſtols, cutlaſſes 
and pole axes, which the men had thrown away 
through lazineſs, as they marched, ſo weary 


were they grown of a military life. One cir- 
c umſtance 
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1 
ſtance is worthy of mention, as Mr. Rogers was 
marching » the ton, he happened to miſs 
one oba Gabriel a Pautchman ;; but took it for 

ranted, that he was eith r illed or made pri- 
55 however the poor fellow had taken up his 
quarters in a houſe where there was ſome ex. 
cellent brandy, which he attacked fo often, that 
it laid him on the floor, and he was in this con- 
d.tion when Capt. Rogers and his men quitted 
the place. Soon after the maſter of the houſe 
returned, and finding the Dutchman ſtretched at 
his full length, and that it was d:ficult to diſco- 
ver whether he was dead or aſleep, reſolved to 
make the experiment, but firſt called in his 
neighbours, who adiiſed him to ſecure the 
Dutchman's arms, which being done without 
any difficulty, they raiſe him up and ſet him 
on his feet, when after a little torturing, he 
opencd his eyes, began to flare about him, and 
ſeemed to appear not well fatisfed at finding 
himſelf in ſuen company. However the honelt 
*:aniart, his lanviord, ſoon ſet his heart at reſt 
by reſtoring him his arms, and adviſing him to 
make all the haſte he could to join his compa- 
nions, who were not yet embarked, when the 
Dutchman, not necding many 1mtreatics, ſet for- 
ward, and moving with all the alacrity imagina- 
ble, got ſafely on board. Capt. Rogers remarks, 
that this was the only man who had ſo far neg- 
lected his duty by getting drunk. 

Capt. Coke imagine, that the Judiars and 
blacks carried off as much plunder as the Eg, 
for ſeveral cf them were taken as they went the 
rounds, loaded with goods, which they owned 


they 
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they had ſtolen, and he was afterwards informed 
that the inhabitants h d given plate and money 
to the negroes to carry out of the tovn, and 
could never hear of it after. Howcver the 
lander taken, exclulive of the ran ſom, was very 

confiderabl-, it confiltin. of 230 lags of flour, 
beans. peas and rice, 15 jars of oil. 160 jars of 
other liquors, codage, iron ware, and ſmall 
rails, about fo r half jars of powder, a parcel of 
clothing an neceſlaries, 150 bales of dry goods, 
about the value of 12001. in plate, ear-rings, 
&c. ſome packs of indigo, cocoa, a ton of loaf 
ſugar, Kc. H wever avundance of goods were 
left in he town. belides liquors of moſt ſorts, 
and n forcs, with ſeveral warehouſes full of 
cocoa, ſ mie ſhips on the ſtock+, two ſhips un- 
rigycd, and four barks Tue hoſlages informed 
us, that Curing the treaty 8 , co picces of eight 
belonging to the King. were ſent out of the 
town, velides t. en plate, jewels and other things 
of the grea'et value, lo t at if the Frg/zh had 
landed at fir'it. and given them no time; they 
were well aſſed trom all hands they would 
have got at leatt zco, oco pieces of eight in 
money, late and jewels, and yet that cn had 
never been 10 poor for 4 years paſt as it was 
then, there having been a fire about a year and 
a half before, which had burnt down the beſt 
part of the ci y. and occaſionec a very eat ex- 
pence in rebuil-tjng it. (he men however 
thought themſelves very happy. and all imagina- 

bie ca e was taken, that every min concerned in 
the expedition ſhould find his account in it. 

Guaiaquil,

Guaiaquil, the metropolis of the Province of 
that name in Peru, is about a mile and a half in 
length, and is divided into two parts, called 
the old and the new town, which are joined by 
a wooden bridge deſigned only for foot paſſen- 
gers, and is above hall a mile long. I he houſes 
im both towns amount to about 500, but being 
iituatel in a low boggy ground, is extremely 
dirty ia winter. There is one regular ſtreet 
along the river fide to the bridge, and from 
thence along the old town. There are four 
churches, dt. Jago. St. Auzufline, St. Francis 
and St. Deminic. Before the church of St. Jago 
there is a handſome parade, and before that of 
St. Dominic, a parade with an half moon, on 
which fix guns might be planted, but there were 
none when this deſcent was made. Thefe 
churches were all adorned with altars, carved 
work and pictures; and in that of St. Auguſtine, 
there was an organ. But the plate belonging to 
them was carried away; the prieſts and ſtudents 
being all gone into the woods. Some of the 
houſes were of brick, and the reſt of timber or 
bamboe ſplit, and ſome of them were decently 
furniſhed. In the merchants ſtore houles there 
were great quantities of meal, brandy, ſugar, 
cloathing, cordage and iron. The inhabitants 
hid ſome calaſhes which ſeemed of little uſe ex- 
cept to carry them a ſtone's throw to church, 
eſpecial'y in winter, the land all about being ſo 
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boggy, that no road could be made for them,; 


and Capt. Cooke obſerves, that this ſwampy 
ground was ſull of the largeſt toads he ever law, 
lome of them being as big as an Zyg/i/o two- 
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nny loaf. The town is well ſituated for trade 
and ſhip building. it ly ing fourteen leagues from 
Point Arena, and ſcven from Pura; it is go- 
verred by a Corregidor, who is the chief ma- 
giſtrate. and is appointed by the King. The 
river i large, and receives many {mall ones that 
run into it; it has many villages and farm houſes 
on its banks, along which are abundance of 
mangroves and ſarſaparilla, which impregnating 
its waters are ſaid to render them of ſervice in 
the venereal diicaſe; but when the ticods come 
down from the mountain , the water js reckoned 
very unwholſome, on account of its bringing 
down with it ſeveral poiſonous plants and fruits, 
an.ong which is the manchanilla, a poiſonous 
kind of apple, that proves fatal to all the birds 
that taſte f it, and the Enghf ſaw hundreds of 
tem dead on the water, while they were there. 
They alſo obſerved many alligators in the river. 
They have gieat plenty of black cattle, ſwine, 
ſheep, goats, hens, ducks, and ſeveral ſorts o: 
fowl unknown in Ergl/and, They have likev-ife 
great numbers of carrion crows, which the 
Spaniard; will not ſuffer to be killed, they pre- 
ſerving them to devour the carrion. I he ſhips 
here are built under ſheds. 

The Erg///man who had lived for ſome time 
in the town, told them that the December before, 
they had three week: rejoicings for the birth of 
the Prince of Aſturias, when they muſtered 
11CO foot and coo hore, all in arms, which 
came from the country round about, befdes a 
much greater number unarmed. The inha_ 
bitants alone amount to about 2000, ircludin,, 
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Indians, mulattoes, and negroes. During this 


ſolemnity, they baited 200 bulls to death, and 
ran at the ring with ſpears.

APT. Rogers having preceeded with the 
'S barks a mile below the town, took his 
leave of them in the Pinnace, which was double 
manned, with a deſign to get bcti're them to the 
ſhips at Point Arena, and the next day, which 
was the 28th of April, reached Pura where he 
met Mr. Duck and Mr. Harley in the Beginning, 
with an empty baik they had taken. By day- 
light the next morning, Cavt. Rogers got on 
board, where every body were over joy ed at his 
return, after an abience of twe've days on fo 
dangerous an expedition. I hey had been very 
unealy at hearing no news of what was done, 
and the ſcarcity of water was fo great, that for 
ſometime paſt the priſoners had been allowed no 
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iis | more than a pinta day. Mr Cote and Mr, Fry 
nd | had, during this time, been under much uneaſi- 
aeſs on account of the priſoners, who had uſu- 
ally their liberty given them by day, but at night

ſhore ; and on the ſecond, 1n the evening a boat 
arrived with 22,000 pieces of eight, which hay. 
ing taken on board, they ſent the boat back with 
a meſſage to the corregidor, that they intended 
to {ail the following day, and that if care was not 
taken to ſend the remainder of the money, be- 
fore their departure, they would take the hoſtages 
with them. Soon after Capt. Courtney took 
charge of the Havre de Grace, and fel down with 
her to Punta Arena, whither Capt. Roger: agreed 
to follow him the next morning, waiting only to 
take on board ſome black cattle, ſhcep, hogs, 
plantains, cocoas, and other proviſions ; but be. 
fore his departure, he ſet the governor of Puna, 
who was one of the hollages, and ſeveral others, 
on ſhore, making him a preſent of four ſick ne- 
groes, and a bale of damaged goods, 

Ihe next day a boat came with zoco dollars 
in mcney and plate, which were taken on board 
the Date, the men who brought it declaring that 
the other 3000 dollars would ſoon come, with 
12,000 more to trade for goods. But it being ſup- 
poſed that this was only deſigned to keep them in 
the bay till a ſquadron of men of war arrived from 
Lima, they reſolved to make all poſſible diſpatch. 
However, the Beginning being ſmall, and of no 
further uſe, they ſold her to the Spaniards, for 
about the value of 50 J. in pearls, gold chains, 
Sc. and put the priſoners on board her; but 
kept the pilots, a perſon who could ſpeak Exgliſt, 
the preſident of Parama's ſon, and three remain- 
ing hoſtages ; five black women were given to 
each of thoſe captains who had been great loſers. 
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On the 8th they ſailed for the Ca. Ap 
ilands ; but on the 11th of May, above 20 men 
on board the Duke, and ncar 50 on board the 
Dutcheſs, fell fick of a malignant fever, and the 
number of diſeaſed on board both ſhips hourly 
increaſ-d. 1 his diſorder had been certainly con- 
taſted at Cuaiaguil. where, a few week before 
their arrival, multitudes of people had been 
ſwept away by a contagious difcaſe, ſo that the 

nd under the churches, which were their 
uſual burying places, was filled ſo faſt, that they 
were obliged to dig a large hole, of about a rood 
ſquare, cloſe to the | 29 church, where guard 
was kept; and the Eng/i lying ſo long in the 
Son, were ſurrounded with unwholeſome 
ls. | 

On the 17th they diſcovered land, and the 
next day were within four leagues of two large 
lands, which almoſt join together; and ſoon 
after they diſcovered ſeveral others. They then 
ſent out one of the boats in ſearch of water, 
having firſt agreed on a ym of rendezvous, at 
a certain rock, in caſe of ſeparation ; but, after 
two unſucceſ.ful attempts, the boat returned, 
reporting that the large iſland in which they 
landed, was covered with nothing but looſe 
rocks, like cinders, and that the earth was ſo 
parched, that it broke into holes under their ſeet, 
which made it probable that it had been a vol- 
cano, but there was much ſhrubby wood and 
ſome greens upon it. 

The 2oth, 21ſt. and 224, they ſpent in ply- 
ing among the iſlands, where the boats, which 
went on ſhore, found abundance of tortoiſes, 

22 large 
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large rock fiſh, and gvanas.” which are larger 
here than in the J77/-/ndtes, and of ſeveral co- 
lours and ſizes, and one fort has no prickles on 
the back. | 

On the 22d, Mr. Hatley, in one of the prize 
barks, with five ſailors, four blacks, and an Ju- 
dian on board, with on'y water on board for 
two days, and one of the prize ſhips, were miſ. 
ſing, nor was there any ſign of their returning, 
though lights were kept ail night on the topmaſ 
head of the Dude and Dutche/s, and guns inceſ- 
ſantly fired, upon which Capt. Rogers went in 
ſearch of them with the Duke, the Havre de 
Grace, and a bark, and in a few hours came u 
with the prize ſhip near the eaſtermoſt ĩſlaud, but 
could get no intelligence of Mr. Hatley, whom 
they gave up for loſt. 

On the 20th, it was agrecd to ſtand over to 
the main in ſearch of water, which none of the 
iſlands had been hitherto able to afford, ard on 
the 6th of June. one of the ſai.ors heard ſome of 
the black and Indian priſoners talk o. murdering 
all the Exglſi ſailo!s, and running away with the 
ſhip; but on being charged with having con- 
certed this deſign, they acknowledged they had 
ſome talk on that ſubject; but nothing was ſe- 
riouſly meant by it However, to prevent any 
i conſequence f om theſe cabals, Capt. Reger; 
divided them among the other vellel-. Ihe 
ſame day a ſhip of So tons burden, laden with 
iron, cloth, &c. ſtruck to the Dat Ie, afier a 
ſhort chace. She was named the St. Thomas dt 
Villa Nova. was bound from Panama to Guaia- 
guil, and there were about 40 pcople on board, 
| among 
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among whom were two women, and ſeveral 


| pa 


ſengers of diſtinction, one of whom was Don 
nan Cardoſa, who was going to take upon him- 
{elf the poſt of governor of Baldiwia, 
The next day they caſt anchor on the eaſt ſide 
of the iſland of Gorgona, and on the 8th the boats 
of the Dale and Dutcheſs brought in another prize, 


' a bark of 15 tons, ſhe was call d the G-/den-Sun, 


— 


and had ten Spaniards and Indians, with ſome 
Negroe-, but no other cargoe, except a little 
gold-duſt and a large gold chain, which toge- 
ther were worth about 500 J. with which they 


intended to have purchaſed ſalt and brandy at 


| Guatagquil. 


In the evening of the gth of June, a council 
of all the officers, except Capt. Rogers, who was 
indiſpoſed, was held on board tne Dutcheſs, in 
which, after examining the priſoners, it was re- 
ſolved to ſteer for the port of Mangia. and leav- 
ing the ſhips in a ſafe road. they were to row up 
the river in their boats, till they could ſurprize 
ſome canoes, that were better adapted to ſtem 
the tides of the river, and with theie they were to 
proceed a far as the rich gold mine of Bartacore, 
or St. Juan, where they were perſuaded to be- 
lieve that they might be certain of obtaining a 
conſiderable booty, ſince the Spar ards there had 
not had the ſmalleit intimation of an enemy's 
being ſo near. 

As Capt. Regers had before agreed to conſent 
to whatever they ſhould refolve, they hoiſted 
fail for Mangia at about twel-e the ſame night. 
But Mr. Rogers hearing their determination, re- 


ſolved to diſcourſe with Mr. Morell and ſome 
P 3 other 


- — 
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other priſoners, on whoſe knowledge he depended, 
and by them he was informed, that whoever 
had adviſed the council to take ſuch meaſures, 
either deſigned to betray them, or were ignorant 
of the affair; for Mang/a was not only barren 
and unfrequented ; but the road extiemely nar. 
row and fu'l of ſhoals, with ſo ſtrong a tide, that 
there was great danger of the ſhips being run on 
ſhore. The priſoners alſo aſſured him that the 
banks of the river were all the way inhabited 

a race of people ſtrongly attached to the Sta- 
niards, who would uſe all poſſible methods to 
annoy them with their poiſoned arrows from the 
covert of the woods, and that the river was ſo 
narrow, that by felling trees acroſs it, they might 
effectually prevent their retreat, and cut them 
all off. Upon this information Capt. Roger: ſent 
for Mr. Courtney and Mr. Cocke, who being in- 
formed of the danyer into which they were go- 
ing to expoſe themſelves, changed their courſe 
in order to return to Gorgona, where they reſolved 
to careen, and to fit out the Hawre de Grace to 
act as a third conſort, under the command of 
Capt. Cooke. 

Un the 13th of June they caſt anchor near the 
ſhore of Gorgona, where the Dutcheſs was appoint- 
ed to careen, and the Duke to lie on guard for 
fear of being ſurprized by the enemy; a» ſoon 
as ſhe was turned out, the Dale was caeened, 
and in about 14 days they were again ready to 
put to ſea, to the great ſurprize of the Spaniſh 
priſoners, who obſerved that the careening one 
of the King's ſhips at Lima, where there were 
all kinds of nece/ilaries, aud artihccrs _ A 

. e 
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jend their aſſiſtance, generally took up ſix 
weeks. 

On the 29th, tents were ſet up on ſhore for 
the fick, who were by this time much better 
than when they firſt came to the iſland ; for the 
bare lying on ſhore, and having an opportunity 
of walking about, had ſuch an effect, that they 
ſoon gathered ſtrength enough to return to their 
duty. 'I hoſe who were well went with the 
$pani/þ priſoners into the woods, where they 
were ſhewn what timber was proper for them, 
and theſe priſoners gave them every aſſiſtance 
in their power, The Engi/: now laid out a 
ground for a ro;e-yard, ſet up a tent for the 
coopers, anoth-r for the ſmith, another for a 
ſailmaker, and another for a blockmaker, and 
for the better diſpatch of buſineſs, each had his 
crew to act ur der him. It is not to be ſuppoſed 
that theſe people were all excellent in their pro- 
feſhons. However, they carried on their work 
very well, neceſſity and practice teaching them 
many reſources, which the ableſt men in theſe 
ſeveral branches of buſineſs would never have 
thought of. Thus a manufactory was ſettl-d on 
the iſland of Gorgona, and as every off.cer had 
his particular charge, and was overſeer of one 
diſlinct kind of artizars, he had buſineſs enough 
upon his hands, and every body were buſily 
employed. The Spaniſhi priſonets looked with 
amazement at their working in that climate 


from break of day till night ; but what moſt of 


all ſurpriſed them, was that the Egli found 
out ſome new expedient, whenever they were 
preſſed by new diffi culties, and when, in the 


judgment 
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Judgment of the Spaniards, it was impoſſible for 
them to proceed any farther. 

he great work on which they were em- 
ployed, trom the 2gth of June to the gth of Ju- 
lv, was fitting out the //awre de Grace; in which 
time ſhe being compleatly firitked, they gave 
her the name of the Margurs, and manned her 
from the Duke and Dutcheſs, v hen a good en- 
tertainm« nt being provided. they ſaiuted each of 
the other ſhips with three huzzas from cn board 
her, and liquor being dittributzed among the 
ſhips companies, they dravk her Majeſty's and 
their Owners healths, and to their own tucceſs, 
in conjunction with their new conſort. Soon 
after two of the main-deck g uns were ſent from 
the Duke, and the ſame number ſent from the 
Dutcheſs, which with four taken at Guazagquil, 
and twelve that were before in the ſhip, made 
20 very good ones, th: carriages being all new, 
or ſo well repaired, that they were as good as if 
they had been mounted in Exgland. Her com- 
plement were G1 white men, and 20 negroes, 
who as has been already ſaid, were under tke 
comma d of Capt. Eau ar Cooke. 

1 he next thing. of conſequence was to carry 
the priſone:s over to the content, for they were 
72 in rumber, and had they been diſmilico be- 
fore, might have al:rn:ed the coalt. l he two 
Aorells, Don Antonio and Don Juan Cardiſa were 
diſmiſſed among the reſt, and at th: ir departure 
ſeemed highly ſatisfied with tie treatment they 
had received, and in particular the latter, who 


had been ill uſed by a /amaica privatcer, which 


ke once fell in with near Parte Ballo. ] his gen- 
tleman, 
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tleman, as we have already obſerved was, when 
taken, bound to Faldivia, of which he was go- 
vernor. tHe was a lively, gentcel man, of a- 
bout 35 years of age, and had been a colonel in 
the Staniſh lervice. The Marelli promiſed to re- 
turn in a day or two, with as much money as 
they could raiſe, towards purchaſing ſuch of the 
rize-goods as remained on hand, which being 
cnly valuable on the coaſt of the South Sea, the 
captains declared they would otherwiſe burn, 
together with the galleons in which they were 
contained. | 

The bark and both pinnaces were employed 
in landing the priſoners, and at the ſame time 
they took a ſmall village, and returned to the 
ſhips with 7 horned cattle, a few goats, 14 hogs, 
ſome fowl, and about 50 buſhels of Indian wheat. 
On the 17th in the morning, the two Morelli, 
and ſome other gentlemen, returned in a large 
canoe, with ſome money and fruit, and pur- 
chaſed ſome goods, at ſo reaſonable a rate, that 
they deſired to be permitted to come again with 
as much money as they could raiſe, a requeſt 
which was not at all diſpleaſing to he captains, 
while there was no apparent danger of an enemy 
capable of hurting them. 

The next day a negroe, who had the misfar- 
tune to be bitten by a ſpeckled ſnake, died in 
leſs than twelve hours, though the ſurgeon ex- 
erted all his {ill to ſave him. The iſland of 
Gorgona abounds with this ſpecies of ſnakes, 
ſome of which are as thick as a man's leg, and 
three or four yards long hey are of an am- 
phibious nature, and one of them was the ſame 
day 
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day found by the men upon the ſorecaſtle, it 
having conveyed ittelf on board by the help of 
the cable. 

On the 15th, there were found on board the 
Marquis 502 reams of pope's buils, which had 
been a ſree gift from his holinet(s to his catholic 
majeſty, avd would have produced a confiders- 
ble revenue in theſe parts, they being ſold from 
three 11-15 to 50 pieces of eight each, according 
io the circumſtances of the purchaſer, who was 
thereby excuſed from faſting on ſome particular 
days, from hearing mal+, and other eccleſiaſti- 
cal njund ions. the neglet of which would o- 
therwiſe have been deemed fins. Some of theſe 
were thrown overboard, and the remainder uſed 
as fuel, aud thruſt into the fire kept under the 
kettles. 

Soon after five of the negroes belonging to the 
ſhip hid themſelves in the woods, in order to 
delert to the Spaniards when their maſters were 
departed, one of whom being retaken, was ſe- 
verely puniſhed, and three others were caught 
two days after, being forccd by hunger to quit 
their aſylum. | 

On the 2-th, a canoe came on board, in or- 
der to trade, with ſome money, and a quantity 
of limes, fowls, and other refreſhnients, and 
this was ſucceeded by another canoe on the fol- 
lowing day. On the 2 th, the two Moreils came 
again on board, with all the money they could 
get, and told the captains that the country being 
much alarmed, they found great difficulty in 
getting leave to come to them ; that the gover- 
nor of Barbacore, at the head of above 200 men 
was

' thus employed ſtood around, 2 amazed, 
r praying and telling over their beads, fancying 
" that the image ſweat, Soon after ſome of the 
: people came on board one of the ſhips, and re- 
ng ported that the ſweat increaſed in proportion as 
they wiped it, and ſhewing the cotton to the 
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er - linguiſt, which they fooliſhly believed to be wet 6 | 
ras ich the ſveat of the Holy Virgin, told him, | 
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that they ſhould keep it as a choice relick. 
The Moreils obſerving Capt. Roger: to laugh at 
this ſtory, endeavoured to cure him of his infide- 
lity, by telling him one that appeared ſtill more 
marvellous, and if pour more abſurd. Some 
years before there being a proceſſion in the ca- 
thedral church of Lima, which was then ve 
richly furniſhed with ornaments in gold, filver, 
and jewels, the image of the Virgin was in par- 
ticular adorned with diamonds and pearls. Theſe 
ſplendid ornaments were, according to cultom, 
lefr in the church without a guard, till the night 
after the proceſſion, from the opinion that none 
would dare to be ſo ſacrilegious as to rob the 
church ; but an unfortunate thief reſolving to 
enrich himſelf by one daring action, broke into 
the church at midnight, made up to the image, 
and attempted to take off a ſtring of rich pearls 
from the Virgin's writ, when catching him faſt 
by the arm, ſhe held him, till being found in 
poſture, he was, on the credit of this mi- 
racle, apprehended and executed. 

On the 2gth, a committee for regulating the 
p' under was held on board the Duke, when ſeve- 
ral rewards were given to theſe who had mcſt 
diſtinguiſhed themſclves, in order to encourage 
the men to behave gallantly for the future; but 
nc twithſtanding tbe generoſity ſhewn by the 
commanders on this occaſion, a dangercus mu- 
tiny was, a ſew days aſter, ſet on foot, which 
might have proved of fatal conſcquence, had it 
not been happily diſcovered by the ſteward of 
the Dutcheſs, who happened to overhear the 
ringleaders debatirg on the manner in _ 
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they ſhould proceed; for above 60 of them had 
hound themſelves under certain articles, which 
they had reſpectively ſigned, to ſtand by each 
other, till they had obtained juſtice, as they 
termed it, in regard to the diviſion of the plun- 
der, which they imagined unfairly diſtributed, 
Four of the chief promoters of this ſcheme, a- 
mong whom was the perſon who wrote the arti- 
cles, were immediately laid in irons, but were 
ſoon after ſet at liberty, upoa their aſking par- 
don, and promiſing to behave better for the fu- 
ture; the captain, thinking it would be very 
dangerous for them to proceed rigorouſly with a 
few, when ſo many were concerae.!. To re- 
move all ſeeds of diſcontent, Capt. Rogers gave 
them the ſtrongeſt aſſurances, that they ſhould 
be ſatisfied to the utmoſt in every legal demand, 

miſed to increaſe their ſhares of plunder, and 
concluded with remonſtrating to them, in a pa- 
thetic manner, the danger ot engaging ia ſuch 
raſh and unjuſtinable conſpiracies. 

On the 7th of ,/ugu/! it was agreed to give up 
to Meſſrs. Morell and Navarre their reſpective 
ſhips, with ſome negroes, and all the goods 
they could not carry away, the latter contractin 
to give 1200 picces of eight for the bark and the 

s on board, and to pay tae remaining 3000 
or the ranſom of Gaaiaguil, which tums he was 
to bring to Mata, where they were to expect 
him within twelve Days. Some Ladies who 
were on board Nawarre's ihip acknowledged at 
their departure the great civilities they had re- 
ceived during their being detained, 

Vor. VI. Q_ While 
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While they were at this iſland, one Micha? 
Kuda, a free negro of Jamaica, who had for 
ſome time lived as a ſlave in the village the Eng. 
liſh had plundered on the continent, came on 
board, and related the following remarkable ac. 
count of an unſucceſsful attempt made upon the 
gold- mines. Ile obſerved, that when war was 
declared at Jamaica, he embarked under the 
command of Capt. Edvard Roberts, who was 
joined in commiſſion from the governor of Ja. 
maica with the captains Gelding, Pilkington, and 
Raſh. I hey had 106 men, and deſigned to at- 
tempt the mines of &. 7ago at the bottom of the 
gulph of Darien. When having failed fifteen 
days up the river in cances, and afterwards tra- 
veiled ten days by land, the Spaniard: and In- 
dians became alarmed, laid ambrſcades, and ſhot 
many of them. At length, the enemy having 
aſlembled upwards of 500 men, and the Exgli 
being reduced to about 60 including the wounded, 
the 3jar:ards, after a ſmall fkirmiſh, in which 
the Ery//a had the advantage, ſent them a flag 
of truce, when being in want of proviſions, quite 
tired out, and not knowing their way back, they 
ſurrendered thei: arms, on condition of being 
made priſon-rs of war. They were treated for 
turee days very well by the Spaniards ; but on the 
fourth, when they thought all danger had been 
palt, an order came from the chief Spaniſb ofti- 
cer to cut them all off, which the Indians and 
Spaniſh troops cruelly did, as theſe poor diſarmed 
men {at at victuals, and all were in a few minutes 
maſlacred, except a Scotchman, a Frenchman, an 
Engliſi boy, and twelve free negroes, whom, 2 
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the interceſſion of a prieſt, they kept for ſlaves. 
This man, who was one of them, was fold and 
ſent to the mines, where he cleared at leaſt three 
pieces of eight a day for his walter, and was af- 
terwards removed to this placc. The reſt of 
theſe unhappy captives were farther up the coun- 
try, where they had no opportunity to eſcape. 
| Gorgona lies in 3* north latitude, about fix 
from the main, and is about three leagues 
in length, but narrow. At a diſtance it appears 
like three hills. It is full of wood and tall trees, 
among them is the Pa/ma Maria, of which the 
ge make maſts, and from it a balſam iſſues, 
is elteemed efficacious in ſeveral diſeaſes. It 
has a variety of trecs and plants peculiar to theſe 
hot climates. The animals found here are mon- 
keys, guinea-pigs, hares, lizards, and lion-li- 
zards, which change their colours, and are fine 
creatures. The people caught here a very diſa- 
223 creature, which Mr. Rogers ſuppoſes to 
of the monkey - kind; it had ſome little re- 
ſemblance of one of thoſe animals of the mid- 
dling ſize, only its hair was thicker and longer, 
its face, eyes, and noſe were leſs, and more wrin- 
kled and deformed ; its ears were ſmaller, its 
teeth longer and ſharper, its hinder parts more 
clumſy, and its body thicker in proportion, with 
a very ſhort tail; beſides, inſtead of fire fingers, 
it had only three on each paw, with the claws 
longer and ſharper. On their letting this ani- 
mal go at the lower part of the mizen-ſhrouds, 
it was about two hours in getting to the maſt- 
head, which a monkey would have performed 
in half a minute; it moved as if it walked by 
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art, keeping an equal ſlow pace, as if all its 
movements had been directed by concealed 
clock work. The Spaniards very properly call 
it a Sloth, and ſay it feeds on the leaves of a cer. 
tain lofty tree, and when it has cleared one, 
before it can get down, and walk a little way to 
find and climb another, it will become lean and 
almoſt ſtarved. 

There are alſo in this iſland ſeveral ſpecies of 

at and ſmall ſnakes, which are ſo numerous, 
that it is dangerous for a man to walk the iſland, 
for fear of treading on them. 

Near the coaſt are ſeveral forts of fiſh un- 
known in our ſeas, beſides great plenty of mul. 
lets, but they are hard to be caught with a hook 
and line, this r. Rogers ſuppoſes to be occa- 


ſioned by the clearneſs of the water, which ena- 


bles them to ſee and avoid the hook. Here are 
likewiſe abundance of pearl oyſters, and ſome 
white _ i 

As to birds there are not many, except a 
fort of fowl called caracoſos; * * — 
there are a multitude of bats, which fly about 
the iſland in the night. 
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They leave Gorgona, and ſail to Tecames bay, 
ewhere they trade ⁊cith the inhabitant: ; from 
thence they proceed to the Gallapagos andi, 
and afterwards to the iſlands res Marias, 
which are deſcribed. 


AVING compleated their buſineſs at the 

iland Gorgona, they fret fail on the 7thof 
Auguſl, and about ten days after took a bark of 
20 tons burthen, bound from Panama to / ima; 
bot ſhe had very little on board, beſides pailen- 
gers, from whom they learned that the whole 
coat was alarmed, and the inhabitants under 
the greateſt apprehenſions, from their dreading 
a viht from the Eng/ifh, ever ſince their taking 
Guaiaguild. 

On the 25h the barks entered the bay of Te- 
cames, and in a few hours the conſort- ſuips came 
to an anchor near them. Mr. White, the linguiſt, 
ventured aſhore without orders, with a Spa 
priſoner, and landed juſt as it grew dark, oppo- 
lite the houſes, when ſome Indians, lying in am- 
buſh, fred upon them, while others diſcharge | 
their arrows and lances, tho' they called out to 
them in Spaniſh that they were friends. They had 
however the happineſs to eſcape being ſhot, and 
to hide themſelves all night, during which time 
thoſe on board concluded that they were either 
killed or taken priſoners : but at day-light they 
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called again to the Indians, and prevailed on 
them to trade, provided their padre, who lived 
ſix leagues off, would give his conſent. The 
linguiſt told them there was a padre on 
board ; and they deſiring to ſee him, he was 
ſent aſhore, where he wrote a letter to the prieſt 
of the place, earneſtly recommending a trade, 
and expreſſing the many civilities ſhewn to him 
and the other Spaniſſi priſoners : At the ſame time 
he let the people know how eaſily the Exgliſt 
could land and burn the church and houſes ; but 
that they were full of charity, and kind to thoſe 
in their power. I his had a good effect, and they 
promiſed that the next day they would trade with 
them, whether the padre conſented on not. On 
the boat's returning with the prieſt to the ſhip, 
he brought with him one of the Indians, who 
entered it with a look of great ſurprize, and 
was much delighted with the great cabin, in 
which he laid himſelf down; he was naked, and 
lay on his fide, gazing wildly with a look of in- 
dolence and admiration, for an hour together, 
tll Capt. Rogers, giving him a dram of brandy, 
a few toys, and ſome old baize for cloathing, 
led him out, and he was carried aſhore. At the 
ſame time the reſt of the boats, full of caſks, 
with the men well armed, rowed up a creek for 
freſh water ; when accidentally meeting with 
one of the chief Indians, who was painted and 
armed with bows and arrows, be adviſed them 
to go higher up the river, otherwiſe the water 
would be brackiſh : they offered him a dram out 
of a quart bottle of ſtrong brandy, on which he 
drank the major part of it at once, and went 

away 
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away extremely pleaſed, telling them that they 


ſhould be ſupplied with what they wanted from 
the village. 

At night they received a letter from the padre, 
to aſſure them that he would not interrupt their 
trade; and the next day they fold on ſhore baize 
and other for black cattle and hogs. It was 
obſerved that the red paint with which the Ja- 
dians were at firſt daubed, was a declaration of 
war ; but after they had amicably treated with 
the Engl, they rubbed it off, though they ſtill 
kept their arms. A preſent was made them of 
three large wooden images of Span; ſaints, to 
adorn their church, and this they accounted a 

favour ; and Mr. Rogers ſent a feathered 
cap to the chief Indians wife, which was likewiſe 
well received, and in return he had a preſent of 
bows and arrows. 

The boats having brought a ſufficient quantity 
of black cattle, hogs, plantains, water, and 
other proviſions, and the ſhips being heeled and 
cleaned, they ſet the prieſt aſhore, and gave him, 
according to his defire, a handſome young fe- 
male negroe, of whom he appeared fonder than 
became his function, with ſome baize, linen, and 
other things, as a reward for promoting their 
trade. They alſo ſent a male negroe and a 
— of baize, to the Tecames padre, as an ac- 

wledgment of his kindneſs ; and aſterwards 
put on ſhore their uſeleſs negroes. 

The village of Tecame; lies in a bottom, and 
conſiſted of only ſeven houſes and a church, all 
of them low-built, of ſplit bamboes, and co- 
vered with palmetto leaves; they were erected on 
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polts, with hog ſties under them; and to aſcend 
to them they had pieces of timber with notches 


inſtead of ftairs. "The men employed themſelves 


in killing wild ſwine with bows and arrows, 


and in ſtrik ing fiſh with heir lances, at both 


which they were very dexterous. The women 
had only a piece of baize tied about the waiſt, 
and carried their children at their backs. 

On the ziſt of Augyft they failed from this 
bay, with a fortuight's freſh proviſions on board, 
in hogs and cows. The next day they ſaw ſe- 
veral grampuſſes and young whales, er 
with the thraſhers and ſword-tiſh, and abundance 
of water-ſnakes, one of which was coming up 
the fide of Mr. Coke s ſhip, but the norte 
it off; the Spaniard: ſay, that there is no cure for 
ſuch as are bit by them. 

On the 16th of September they made one of 
the Ga/lapages iſlands, and there laid in a ſuf- 
ficient ſupply of excellent turtle, beſides a good 

uantity of fiſh, which they ſplit and ſalted. 

he Spaniards reckon fifty of theſe iſlands, but 
only one of them yields freſh water. They 
abound with ſea and land birds ; among the lat- 
ter are hawks and turtle-doves, both ſo tame as 
to ſuffer themſelves to be knocked down with a 
ſtick : here are allo ſeals, ſo fierce as to at- 
tack any man who comes in their way : this 
Capt. Rogers experienced ; he was on the level 
ſand, when one of theſe animals came open- 
mouthed at him out of the water, as quick and 
as fierce as the moſt angry maſtiff let looſe. He 
defended himſelf by ſticking a pike, he held in 


His hand, into the creature s breaſt, on which 


he 
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he retired a little, but came on again, and this 
was repeated, till having received three wounds, 
it retreated ſnarling and ſhewing his long teeth 
out of the water. 

On the 17th of September they ſet ſail again, 
and on the 4th of Oateler came up with the ilands 
called Tres Marias, where they ttaid till the 24th, 
to take in wood and water ; but it was not with- 
put difficulty they found a ſtream that was 
wholeſome, all the ſprings they met with, ex- 
cept two, from which they ſupplied themſelves, 
being not only bitter, but ſtrong purgatives, oc- 
caſioned either by their paſſing through beds of 
minerals, or among bitter roots of plants. While 
they were there, ſeven negroes out of ten, that 
were ſent aſhore to cut firing, deſerted into the 
woods. 

The middlemoſt of the three iſlands, named 
Tres Marias, is ſituated in 2135 north latitude, 
at a ſmall. diſtance from the coaſt of Mexico, they 
lie in a range at nearly equal diltances from each 
ocher, about four leagues aſunder. I he largeſt, 
which is the weſtermoſt, is about hve leagues in 
length ; the middle about three, and the 
eaſtermoſt ſcarce two : near the ſmalleſt are two 
or three broken white iſlands; one of the outer- 
molt appeared, at a diſtance, ſo like a ſhip un- 
der fail, that a iignal was given for a Chace, 
but they ſoon found their miſtal e. 

The trees and ſhrubs Mr. Cooke obſerved there, 
were lignum vitz, birch, litk-grals, prickle- 
pear, euphorbium, and 3 others. They 
jaw abundance of different ſorts of parrot:, doves, 
wood · pigeons, black-birds, thruſhies, red birds, 

humming. 
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humming birds, many hawks of various fine co- 
lours, — bats with the ears and noſe reſembling 
thoſe of a mouſe ; many guanas, ſome racoons, 
rabb:ts, and excellent hates, which are much leſs 
than ours. There were ſuch numbers of green 
turtle, that two men might ſometimes turn an 
hundred in one night; the fiſh were cld-wives, 
rock fiſh, cavallos, yeilow-tails, gar-hſh ; and 
in the ofiing, albacores, bonitos, {kip-jacks, and 
many others. 
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They ſail towards California, which is deſcribed. 


N the 25th of October 1709, they failed 

from the iſlands Tres Marias, and ſteering 
to the north, on the 26th ſent the bark on the 
ſhore of Puerto Seguro, in California, in ſearch of 
water, I he men ſaw ſome Iadians, who paddled 
to them on bark-logs, but were at firſt atraid of 
coming up to them ; but being prevailed on to 
accept a knife or two, and ſome baize, they 
2 them in return a couple of live foxes, a 

cer-ſkin, and two bladders of water. 

On the 19th ſome of the crew ventured on 
ſhore on bark-logs ; for the ſea was ſo high, they 
did not dare to attempt landing with their boats. 
Upon this occaſion the good-natured Indian: 
leaped into the ſea to guide the bark-logs, and 
on their getting aſhore the Indian led each of the 
Engliib up the bank, where was an eld man, _ 
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had a deer ſ in ſpread on the ground, on which 
they kneeled before the Eg, who followed 
their example, and kneeled too; the [naians 
then wiped the water off the faces of the Engliſb 
with their hands. I his ceremony being ended, 
each of the ſailors, ſupported by two ot the na- 
tives, was led ſlowly through a narrow path to 
their hutts, where they were welcomed by a very 
dull kind of mulic, which was made by an In- 
Aan rabbing two jagged ſticks acrofs cach other, 
and humming to it. They then all {at down on 
the ground, and having regaled their gueits 
with broiled fiſh, attended them back in the 
ſame manner, with the Indian muſic. The na- 
tives brought a ſample of every thing they had, 
except their women, children, and arms : ſome 
of their knives, which were made of ſharks 
teeth, and a few other of their curioſities, the 
failors brought with them on board, and pre- 
ſented to Capt. Rogers. 

Ihe place where they landed was inhabited 
by about 200 Indians, who lived in hutts made 
of boughs ot trees and reeds, built in the form 
of bowers, with a fire before the entrance, and 
there they lay and ſlept. Ihe men were naked, 
and the women have only a ſhort petticoat made 
of filk-graſs, deer-ſkins, or thoſe of pelicans, 
which do not reach to the knee ; ſome of them 
wear pearls about their necks, having firſt notch- 
ed them round, and faſtened them with a ftring 
of filk-graſs ; for Capt. Rogers ſuppoſes that they 
knew not how to bore them. Theſe pearls were 
mixed with little red berries, ſti-ks, and bits of 
ſkells, which they conſidered 4s ſo fire an orna- 

ment, 
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ment, that though the Eg had glaſs beads of 
ſcveral colours, they would aot accept of them. 
The men are ſtrait and well ]:mbed, live by fifh- 
ing and hunting, and have a greater value for 
European knives, ſciſlars, and nails, than ſor gold 
or ſilver. They have long black hair, and are of 
a dark brown complexion. 1 heir arms are bows 
and arrows, with which they are excellent mark(\- 
men, and will ſhoot a ſmall bird flying. Their 
bows are about fix feet long, made of a hard yet 
Fliant wood; the firing is formed of filk-grais ; 
and the arrows, which are four fect and a half 
in length, are made of jointe1 cane, with four 
long feathers, about a foot from the notch for 
the ſtring ; at the other end is fixed a piece of hard 
wood, pointed with a ſhaip taper flint. The 
women, who are far from handſome, employ 
themſelves in gathe ing and grinding grain on 2 
ſtone, and in making of fiſhing-lines. They are 
an honeit people, and would not take the leut 
thing without leave; they were willing to abt 
the Eng/iA in filing the water, and to ſupply 
them with whatever they could get. The bay 
of Puerto Seguro has plenty of albacores, d l- 
phins, mullets, bream. and other 6h, Which 
the natives are very dexterous at ſtriking with 
their wooden in{truments from their floats, which 
are made of five pieces of wood, and are moved 
with ſhort paddles ; they frequently leap off the 
floats and ſtrike the fiſn when they are near the 
bottom: they alſo dive and bring up pearl oyfters 
from the rocks. Some of the ſailors told 
Capt. Rogers, that they ſaw one of them dive 
with his inſtruments, and while he was under 

water, 
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water, put up his ſtriker with a fiſn upon the 
point of it, which was taken off b another, 
who watched by him on a bark-log. 10 this 
that gentleman ſays he gave the more credit, as 
he himſelf threw ſome ruſty knives overboard, 
on purpoſe to try theſe excellent divers. and they 
ſeldom milled catching a knife before it was ſunk 
more than three or four fathoms. 

From the mountains down to the fea the land is 
rocky, but intermixed with pleaſant vales and 
lains. I he ſoil is ſandy, and in this place pio- 
— only a few ſhrubby buſhes of difierent forts, 
that afford theſe people teveral kinds of fruit and 
berries, which ſupply the place of bread: in 
particular, here are round berrics refembling 
thoſe of the ivy, which they dry at the fire, and 
the inſide looks and cats ſumewhat like parched 
peas. Another tort, like a currant, has a white 
pulp and eats tartiſh, has a large ſtone within 
that reſembles a bird's eye, and a kernel that 
taſtes agreeably. They have a ſmall black ſeed. 
which they grind upon ſtones, and then eat it 
by handfuls. Capt. Cooke's men uſed to thicken 
their broth with it, and ſaid it ſerved as well as 
flour; but when boiled in water it taſtes ſome- 
thing like coffee. 1 he have likewiſe a fruit 
growing in cods, the outſide of which is green, 
and peels off, and within, upon a ſtalk, are ma- 
ny black ſeeds like the head of a ciove, which 
the natives alſo eat, they having the taſte ard 
ſmell of green peas. Betides theſe there are 
teveral other plants, roots, and ſeeds, and a kind 
of yams reſembling thoſe of the Weft Tnotes. 
They have alſo many forts of birds, as tea}, be- 
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ron, wild ducks, and, among many others, a 
fine bird of the ſize of a black-bird, but its back 
is of a dark green, its belly yellowiſh, the bill 
and tail are black, and it has a red tuft of fea- 
thers among the dark ones on its head, 

During the time the ſhips ſlaid there the wea- 
ther was ſerene and pleaſant, and ſome of the 
men, who went in the bark about fifteen leagues 
to the northward to view the country, ſaid it 
was there covered with tall trees ; and the ſkins 
that were found among the people ſeemed a proof 
that they had their hunting ſeaſons, when they 
went farther up into the country to engage inthe 
chace. They had nothing like gardens or plan- 
tations about them. IU he long ſtay of the Eng- 
Ii made the natives grow familiar with them, 
and they frequently went on board to view the 
ſuips, which they mightily admired. A ſhirt 
was given to one of them, but he ſoon tore itin 
pieces, and gave it to his companions to put the 
ſeeds in they uſe for bread. 

They now began to Ceſpair of taking the 
Manila ſhip, a month having elapſed ſince the 
uſual time of her paſſing that way; but, to 
the general joy, the was diſcovered on the 21ſt 
of December. Capt. Rogers having no ſpirituous 
liquors, ordered, on the 22d, a large kettle of 
chocolate to be made for the ſhip's company ; 
and, after prayers, began the engagement, which 
continued very ſmart for ſome time, when ihe 
ſtruck. She had a larger Manila ſhip in com- 
pany, but had parted with her three months be- 
fore. This prize was called Nueſtra Senora de la 
Encarnacin, and the priſoners laid the 9 
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India amounted to two millions of dollars: ſhe 


mounted 20 puns, and carried 193 men, of 


whom nine were killed and ten wounded. Capt. 


| Rogers received a ſhot through the left cheek, 


that ſtruck away a great part of his upper jaw, 
with ſeveral of his teeth, ſome of which dropped 
upon the deck where he fell, he however loſt no 
men, and had on'y one wounded beſides him- 
ſelf. 

On the 25th, the Dutcheſs and Marguis went 
out of the harbour in order to cruize for the 
great Manila ſhip, and the ſame day two ſen- 
tries were placed to keep a good look out on the 
top of a hill, with orders, if they ſaw three fail 
in the offing, to make three wafts with their co- 
lours. The ſame afternoon the ſignal being made 
from the hill, all the priſoners, amounting to 174, 
being ſecured aboard the bark without arms, rud- 
der, fails, or a boat, 22 hands were left to guard 
them ; Capt. Rogers, though in a very weak con- 
dition, and his head and throat much ſwelled, got 
under fail, and continued the chace all night 12 
he could not, however, get up beſore . 8 Mar- 
quis was diſabled ; he inſtantly engaged; the at- 
tack was renewed ſeveral times, ol a cheſt of 
arms and cartouch-boxes took fire, when all the 
three ſhips being much damaged, it was thought 
proper, conſidering the force of the enemy's 
ſhip, and the great number of men on board, to 
purſue her no farther. 

After this bloody, though fruitleſs engage- 


ment, in which they loſt many of their men, 


and Capt. Rogers was agzin unfortunately woun- 
ded, having part of his heel-bone taken off by a 
R 2 ſplinter, 
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ſplinter, they returned to Puerto Seguro, where 
they tpent their time till the 7th of 7anary in 
reſitting, wooding, and watering. hey had 
for ſome time been at ſhort allowance of bread, 
but had now the pleaſure to find as much on 
board the Manila ſhip they had taken as, with 
what they had left of their old ſtore, might be 
ſufficient to ſerve them in the long run they were 
avout to take acroſs the South-Sea. 

They now reſolved to man the prize, to which 
they gave the name of the Batchelor frigate, and 
Mr. Fry and Mr. Stratton were, after much diſ- 

ute, voted to command her, as captains, and 

ave the full charge of navigating the veſſel un- 
der Capt. Dover, but his office was only to ſee 
that nothing ſhould be done contrary to the in- 
tereſt of the owners, and the ſhip's company. 
They then appointed the iſland of Gzem as the 
place of rendezyoys, and prepared to ſail for the

N the 10th of January they weighed from 
Puerto Seguro, but did not loſe fight of 
land till the, 1 2th ; they however continued their 
voyage with ſuch ſucceſs, that on the 1oth of 
March they came within tight of Serpana 
and Guam, two of the Ladrone iilands The 
next day they ſteered to the latter, having 
been all day viewed by the natives in different 
proas, who paſled by them with prodigious cele- 
rity, but would not be induced to come on board, 

Taey were under an abſolute neceſſity of procur- 
ing a ſupply of proviſions, eſpecially of bread 
and flour, of which they had not enough for 
fourteen days at the ſhorteſt allowance: it was 
therefore reſolved to get ſome of the inhabitants 
on board, and to detain them as holiages, in 
caſe they ſhould be obliged to ſend any of their 
men to the governor. They accordingly took 
two Spaniards who hailed them, and came on 


board as s they were turning into the harbour with 
R 3 Saris 
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Spaniſh colours. One of theſe they detained by 
way of hoſtage, while the other was ſent aſhore 
with two linguiſts, carrying a letter to the go- 
vernor of the place, in which they demanded 
the liberty of dealing in a peaceable manner for 
proviſions and refreſhments; for which they 
would not only pay immediately, but behave in 
every other reſpect like friends, threatning, in 
caſe of refuſal, to act openly as enemies. 

The next morning the Dutcheſs's pinnac: was 
ſent aſhore with a flag of truce, to the crew of 
which the natives behaved with great cordiality, 
promiſing to ſupply them with ſuch proviſions as 
they could ſpare, provided the governor would 
give them leave. About noon one of the lin- 
— returned, and brought with him three 

gentlemen, who brought an anſwer from 
t A nor, expreſſing his readineſs to accom- 
modate them with whatever the iſland afforded. 
In return to this polite declaration, a repreſenta- 
tive was ſent from each ſhip to wait upon the 
governor, and make him an handſome preſent 
tor his civility and readineſs to ſupply them. 

On the 16th in the morning ſeveral of the offi- 
cers went in the pinnace to accept of an invitation 
they had received from the governor to dine 
with him on ſhore. They were treated with all 
imaginable friendſhip and reſpet; 200 men 
were drawn up in arms at their landing, and the 
officers and clergy of the iſland conducted them 
to the governor's houſe, which was a very hand- 
ſome edifice, conſidering where it was ſituated. 
They were entertained with at leaſt ſixty diffe- 
tent diſhes, and when they took their m_o_ wary 
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filuted Ry of ſmall arms. In return 
th ented the ernor with two negroe 
dove dreſſed in . yards of ſcarlet ſerge, 
and fix pieces of cambrick, with which he ſeem- 
ed extremely pleaſed. 

The iſland of Gzam is about 40 leagues round ; 
the anchoring place is on the weſt de, and a- 


' bout the middle is a large cove, with ſeveral 


houſes built in the Span taſte, with accommo- 
dations for the officers and crew of the Acapulco 
ſhip, the ſettlement being made on purpoſe for 
that ſhip, to take in neceſſarĩes and refreſhments 
in her way to Manila. There are about 300 
Spaniards in this and the neighbouring iſlands, 
and moſt of the natives are converts to their re- 
ligion. They told Capt. Rogers that they had 
there eight prieſts, ſix of whom taught ſchool, 
beſides performing their office as prieſts. They 
had alſo ſchools taught by Mulattoers and Indians 
who have learned the Spaniſb tongue, which is 
underſtood by moſt of the natives. 

The iſland of Guam 1s full of hills, dales, and 
ſtreams of good water; it produces the bread- 
fruit, the cocoa-nut, and other fruit natural to 
the foil and climate, beſides oranges, lemons, 
citrons, muſk and water-melons, which were 
originally brought thither by the Spaniards. The 
indigo plant grows wild in ſuch abundance, 
that were they induftrious, they might make 
great quantities of that valuable article of com- 
merce; but being ſo remote and out of the way 
of trade, they make no uſe of it. They have 
plenty of cattle ; but they are lean, ſmall, and 
generally white. 1 he hogs here make the e 

por 
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pork in the world, from their feeding almoſt 
entirely on cocoa nuts and bread-fruit : and were 
not the Spaniard; extremely flothful, they might 
have moſt of the delicacies and even ſuperfluities 
of life of their own growth. 

The governor lives on the north fide of the 
iſland, where there is a ſmall village and a con- 
vent, and this is the chief ſettlement of the Sa- 
niards, who marry with the natives. There 
were not at that time above four Span women 
on the iſland : but though the people had plenty 
of proviſions, and lived pretty much at their eaſe, 


yet money was ſo ſcarce among them, that they 


could not raiſe 1000 dollars in the whole iſland 
to purchaſe e -mmodities from the ſhips, which 
they would gladly have done. There were there 
about 200 ſold ers, who received their pay from 
Manila by a ſmall ſhip which arrived oncea year, 
and brought them cloaths, ſugar, rice, and 
liquor. 

The rative Indians are tall, ſtrong, and of a 
dark olive colour: they all go naked, except 
wearing a clout before, and the women a liitle 
petticoat. The men are dexterous at flinging, 
and make ule of pieces of clay of an oval form, 
which they burn till it is as hard as marble; 
they are excellent mark{ſmen, for the Spaniard: 
ſay they ſeldom miſs hitting any mark, and 
throw with ſuch force as to kill a man at a con 
ſiderable diſtance . 


See a farther account of this and the other Ladrarc 


iſlands in commodore Arſen's voyage round the world, 
Vol. VII. chap. X. and XI. 
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Having wooded, watered, and each ſhip re- 
ceived its dividend of proviſions. which in that 
commanded by Capt. Regers amounted to four- 
teen ſmall bullocks, fixty hogs, ninety- nine 
fowls, twenty-four bakets of Ind corn, four- 
teen bags ot rice, forty four baſkets of yams, 
and 800 cocoa nuts, they on the 21ſt of Marco 
got under ſail, and after ſuffering ſeveral ſtorms, 
and being again under the apprehenſions of 
wanting proviſions, they, on the 25t2 of May, 
made Bouton; to which ifland both the Duke and 
Dutcheſ ſent their pinnaces, which ſoon returned 
with plenty of cocoa nuts, and reported that the 
inhabitants, who ipoke the Malayan tongue, be- 
haved with great civility. At this time the veſ- 
ſels endeavoured in vain to find any ground, 
though the Dude ſounded with a line of 80 fa- 
thoms, and almoſt run her boltſprit aſhore. In 
the mean while ſeveral canoes brought fowls, 
Indian corn, cocoa-nuts, pumpkins, &c. which 
they exchanged for goods with the ſailors. 
Some officers that were ſent on ſhore in the yawl 
and pinnace, were received by the king and his 
nobility in a very courteous manner, and pro- 
miſed a ſufficient ſipply of a l neceſlaries. Both 
his majeſty and all his attendants were bare- 
footed, and had no other covering but a cloth 
fatieno! round their waiſts. 

"ic; cruizing round the head lands, and 
ſounding for three or four days, they caſt an- 
chor in between zo and 40 fathoms water. The 
Duke's boat, which had been ſent aſhore, about 
this time returned with ſome Malayans in a ca- 
noc, who had been prevailed on by preſents to 

come 
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come on board, but they were of no uſe, there 
being none on board either of the ſhips able to 
diſcourſe with them; and Capt. Dower, who had 
a linguiſt on board, refuſed to lend him, though 
upon ſo neceſſary an occaſion, neither could thoſe 
people be prevailed upon to go aboard the Bar- 
chelor, and they were impatient to be gone, 
though Mr. Roger: treated them with ſweermeats ; 
however, at parting they made ſigns, and point- 
ing to the land called out Booteo. 

t was then determined to ſend Mr, Dampier, 
who was Capt. Rogers's pilate, attended by Mr. 
FVanbrugh, Mr. Connely, and the linguiſt, to diſ- 
cover the town, and wait on the king, to defire 
a uren of proviſions, which they would gladly 
pay for. The next day a meſſenger from the = 
came onboard with a letter from the Exg liſb ofh- 
cers, who had been received very courteouſly, and 
promiſed a ſupply of proviſions in caſe they could 
come to an agreement. Thoſe on board ſhewed 
the meſſenger, and thoſe who came with him, 
ſamples of what they had to diſpoſe of, made 
them preſents, and entertained them genteely. 
They made the king a preſent of a biſhop's 
mitre, which was fully accepted, and at 
the meſſenger and his attendants going off, they 
were ſaluted with five guns and three huzzas 
f:om each ſhip. 

The inhabitants now brought fowls, Indian 
corn, and cocoa-nuts to exchange with the Eng- 
lip ; but they held them at a high price. Tw o 
days after the pinnace returned from the town, 
with a myſterious account of the proceedings on 
ſhore, and Mr. Dampier brought a ſmall quan- 
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ity of proviſions as a preſent for the comman- 
yak - but the two ** officers were left behind 
to diſpatch what they coul4 2 for. The next 
day ſeveral of the principal inhabitants camefrom 
the town with a Portugueſe linguiſt, under the 
pretence of looking at the goods, and carrying 
ſamples to the king, when the Exgliſi, by their 
thus trifling, began to be afraid that they ſhould 
get nothing of them at laſt, and ſent the Dur- 
cheſi's pinnace to hurry away the officers as faſt 
as poſſible, with what proviſions they had al- 
ready got, and to agree with the Portugueſe lin- 
uiſt. 
By the 4th of June they had got a pretty 
good ſupply of proviſions from the country peo- 
ple, and determined to waſte their time no lon- 
ger in that place, but to fail to Batavia. The 
next day the pinnace returned with Mr. Connely, 
who informed the Exgliſi, that the king of Bou- 
ten would have obliged them to take a quantity 
of proviſions at an extravagant price, and de- 
tained Mr. Jasbrugbh till the money was paid. 
The ſame day ſome of the nobility came with 
four latts of rice, and a caſk of arrack, which, 
for diſpatch ſake, was immediately agreed for, 
and when they were gone, the Portugueſe linguiſt 
came to fell ſome proviſions of his own, but 
brought no news of the Engliſb on ſhore, which 
raiſed a ſuſpicion that the natives had ſome ill de- 
ſign. They therefore reſolved to keep him till 
their boat returned ; but he being jealous on ac- 
count of the cool reception he had met with, got 
out of the ſhip into his own canoe, and rowed 
away as faſt as poſſible; but be was ſoon _ 
taken 
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taken by the yawl, when all who worked at the 
canoe jumpcd into the ſea, but were taken up by 
the Dutche/5's pinnace, and the linguiſt was a- 
gain brought aboard, where ſeeing he was likely 
to be confined, he ſent his canoe to the town to 
deſire the immediate diſmiſſion of the Engliiþ. 
On the 7th Mr. Yanbrugh and all the men 
returned in the N having parted very 
friendly wich che king; but they could not get 
a pilot for any money. I hereſore, after having 


diſmiſſed the linguiſt, they began to unmoor the 


ſhips. 

The iſland of Bouton is ſituated in 5 2c, ſoum 
latitude, and is near 30 leagues long. The inha- 
bitants ſay the king can raiſe 50,000 men, and 
that all the adjacent iſlands are ſubject to him. 
Their poverty being a ſufficient ſecurity, they 
are not afraid of the Dutch. I hey ſpeak the 
Malayan language, are of the ſmall middle ſize, 
and well ſet; they are of a dark olive com- 
plexion, and have very indifferent features. 
They profeſs the Mabæmetan religion; but know 
little of it except bathing, abſtaining trom hog's 
fleſh, and in keeping many wives. No ſpice 

ws here but a few nutmeys. 

On the 8th of June they weighed anchor, and 
the following day came up with a veſiel bound 
for Maccafjarts, a Dutch ſettlement on the fouth 
of Celebes. The maſter, who was a Malayan, 
agreed to pilot them to Batavia for a ſmall gra- 
tuity, provided it was kept ſecret from the Dutch. 
On the 2oth they entered the road of Batavia. 
and landed there on Weaze/day-the 2 iſt by their 
own reckoning ; but on Thurſday, June the 27 
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by the Dutch account, they having loſt eighteen 
hours by ſailing round to the weſtward, and the 
Dutch got fix hours in going to the eaſtward, 
which makes one whole day, as is always the 
caſe in ſailing round the globe. 

Two days after the commanders waitcd on the 
governor, who having approved $teir commiſũon 
as private ſhips of war, promiſed them all the aſ- 
ſiſtance poſſible, but was not very exact in keep- 
ing his word; for it was a long time before they 
could obtain leave to careen their ſhips. How- 
ever, on the 23d of 7uly, they hoved down up- 


an extravagant high price, ard they could not 
obtain an audience of the governor when wanted, 
without bribing the ſecretary and guards. 

This itiand was very inconvenient to carcen 
at; but they could not be permirted to do this 
work at Unreſt, where the Dutch careen their 
ſkips, neither were the Dutch carpenters ſuffered 
to aflift them; fo that they were obligea to make 
aſe of Maiayan caulkers. Jo complete theſe 
oppreſſive m. aſures. the government would not 
permit any of the Dutch to purchaſe the Margui:, 
which the officers had agreed to part with, fo 
that they were obliged to ſell her at a low price 
to the firſt Fg bidder. | 

Capt. Rogers recovered his health very ſlowly. 
While he was at Batavia he had a muſket ſt:og 
cut out of his cheek, which had been miſtaken 
for a part of his jaw-bone ; and ſeveral {; linters 
were extracted from his heel. When he went 
en board, he found that he had been hitherto a 
" "bs Fi. 8 ſtranger 
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ſlranger to the humour of his ſhip's company, he 
now law them hugging each other, and b'efſi 
themſelves that they were come to ſuch a glo- 
rious place for punch; where they could have 
arrack for 8d. a ga'lon, and ſugar for id. a 
pound. They were ready toquar-cl who ſhould 
make the next bowl ; for now labour was worth 
more than liquor, though a few wecks before a 
bowl of punch would have been worth half the 
voyage. 

On the 12th of Oober, having laid in a ſup- 
ply of proviſions, and the men and officers be- 
furniſhed with ſuch receſfaries as they want- 
ed, they ſet ſail for the Cape of Good Hope, and 
on the 28th of December came to an anchor in 
the Cape harbour. They ſaluted the Dutch fort 
with nine guns, and the compliment was return- 
ed with ſeven. Here they waited for a convoy 
till the beginning of April, and on the 6th they 
ſet fail; the whole fleet conſiſted of 16 Dutch 
and 9 Erglifþ ſhips. 

During this voyage from the Cape to Holland, 
the moſt exact diſcipline was obſerved by the 
whole fleet, and all imaginable reſpect ſhewn to 
the Dutch admiral, though he only commanded 
a trading ſhip belonging to the Eaf - India com- 
pany. This gentleman was a man of abilities 
and great nature. He behaved very re- 
ſpectfully to the Eng/i/k, often entertaining the 
commanders on board his own ſhip.

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On the 23d of they all arrived in the 
Texel, whin the Dutch fired all their guns, and 
the Eng/i// ſaluted the commodore nad fog with 
ſeveral rounds. They weighed anchor from the 
Texel on the 22d of Septem er. and on the 2d of 
October 1711, arrived ſafe in the Deavny, having 


ſpent juſt three years and two months in — 


round the world, reckoning the day they had! 
as above · mentioned.
